LAUNCH 


First of the 
Submarine Fleet 
Requires al 
Extra Boost 


The Cuttlefish, the first of the four 
submarines being built at the works of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. 
launched at 9.30 this morning. 

A launch of a submarine is quite a 
novelty as the greatest secresy is 
maintained during their building and 
those receiving cards to the launching 
were fortunate. 

The launching was not as suecessful 
as might have been wished as the en- 
cline of the ways was not steep enough 
to allow her to slide into the water. 

It was 9.15 when the workmen begun 
to drive home the wedges that lifted 
the vessel from her keel. 

Fifteen minutes later the soul 
were sawed off and at exactly 
began to move. As she started Miss 
Eleanor Gow, the $ year old daughter 
of Commander Joho L. Gow, pulled the 
colored ribbon that severed a string 
which held a bottle of Munn’s extra 
dry over her bow. 

The bottle dropped and as it struck 
the steel side and the sparkling wine 
flowed down her sides, Miss Gow said: 
“I christen thee Cuttlefish.’ 

The vessel slid slowly down the 
greased ways until she was clear of the 
building when she stuck. 

A tug immediately made fast and 
tried to pull her off but was unable. It 
was only until three tugs, two bydraul- 
ic rams and an electric wrench united 
their strength that she moved. 

Tt was 10.40 when she finally entered 
the water and as she left the ways she 
dived like a turtle and for @ minute was 
almost submerged. She then rose grace- 
fully to the surface and was towed to 
the fitting out dock. 

The whistles at the works sounded 
their word of cheer when she started 
and aguin when she entered the water.

How Table Olives Are Prepared. 

Our consul at Seville reports that to 
prepare olives in the most palatable 
mauner they must be gathered unripe 
after the first autumn showers. Prop- 
erly assorted according to size and 
quality, they are first washed in fresh 
water to remove particles of earth and 
leaves which usually cling to the fruit. 
Later they are allowed to soak in a 
solution of soda and potash, concentrat- 
ed to between two degrees and six de- 
grees of the Baume aerometer. If the 
solution be very concentrated eight to 
ten hours of soaking suffice; if diluted, 
the operation may continue for three 
or four days. After the solution has 
penetrated very nearly to the stone of 
the fruit, fresh water is substituted 
and renewed every two hours until it 
remains clean—a sign that the fruit has 
lost the caustic flavor which the solu- 
tion had imparted to it. Next the fruit 
is pickled according to processes vary- 
ing in conformity to the custom of each 
locality. Some use brine, others admix 
fennel and thyme, while not infrequent- 
ly also salt and vinegar are employed. 
In this way whole olives are pickled. 
Whenever it is desired, on the other 
hand, that the fruit should imbibe a 
stronger savor of the pickle into which 
it is steeped incisions penetrating to 
the stone are made.—United States 
Consular Reports.

It was learned from one of the direc- 
tors that Hill was Hipple’s personal | 
choice for the position of auditor.

that Hill's method of auditing the ac- 
counts of the company seems to have 
been to check up the securities offered 
by Hipple and then place his seal of ap- 
proval upon the total amounts of the 
various loans. This statement was pre- 
sented to the directors. 

It has becowe known publicly for the 
first time since the suspension of the 
company that-there had not been a 
meeting of the directors of the failed 
bank for uearly three years, every de- 
tail having been left to President Hip- 
ple. It was this state of affairs which 
caused the Clearing House associa- 
tion to hesitate about coming to the aid 
of the company at the meeting on Tues- 


day. During the meeting of the Clear- 
ing House bankers, Counsel Junkin 
for the Real Estate Trust company 


was asked: 

“When was your trust company last 
examined by the state board?’ 

“About three years ago,” 
Junkin. 

This frank admission caused a mild 
sensation among the bankers present, 
but when be was asked: “When the 
directors of the trust company ex- 
amined its affairs?” his answer, “not 
for two or three years,” caused the men 
who guide Philadelphia's financial in- 
stitutions to gasp. 

Receiver Earle said he unearthed in 
the bank securities aggregating about 
$1,000,000 face value in the name of 
Adolf Segal. Until he investigates 
more fully he will not be able to say 
how much they are worth. Earle re- 
iterates his firm belief that the officers 
of the bank must certainly have had 
knowledge of MHipple’s transactions 
with Segal and others.

FRYEBURG'S BIG FIR 


wo Hotels, Stores and a Dozen 
Dwelling Houses Destroyed 
Fryeburg, Me., Sept. 1—The Oxford 


house, a four-story wooden structure

the fire jumped over the debris to the 
buildings beyond. 

Control] finality was gained, as far as 
the village property was concerned, by 
means of the hard work of 30 firemen 
who arrived in a special train from 
Portland with an engine and wagon of 
hose. The flames caught in the tim- 
berland later, ran into the plains in the 
direction of Brownfield and burned 
freely, the firemen and villagers being 
unable to check them because of the 
great headway gained while they were 
saving property in the village. The 
fire in the woods was under control at 
9:30 o'clock last night, and it was 
found that the damage there would not 
be extensive, although about two miles 
of territory was covered by the rush 
of flames.

The 
company announced an increased wage 
schedule, but as it did not meet the ex- 
pectations of the young women they 
went on strike again.

Justice requires that each individual 
shall receive from society a reward 
proportionate to his contribution to so- 
Can the state, acting through 
Officials, make this apportionment bet- 
ter than it can be made by competi- 
At present official favors are 
not distributed strictly according to 
merit either in republics or in mon- 
archies. Is it certain that socialism 
would insure a fairer division of re- 
wards? If the government operates 
all the factories, all the farms and all 
the stores, there must be superintend- 
ents as well as workmen; there must 
be different kinds of employment, 
some more pleasant, some less pleas- 
ant. Is it likely that any set of 
men ean distribute the work or fix 
the compensation to the satisfaction 
of all or even to the satisfaction of 
a majority of the people? When the 
government employs comparatively 
few of the people it must make the 


| tefms and conditions inviting enough 
|} to draw the persons needed from -pri- 


vate employment, and if those employ- 
ed in the public service become dissat- 
isfied they can return to outside occu- 
pations. But what will be the result if 
there is no private employment? What 
outlet will there be for discontent if 
the government owns and operates all 


| the means of production and distribu- 


tion? 
Individualism Has Been Tested. 
Under individualism a man’s reward 
is determined in the open market, and 


mn 


| where competition is free he can hope 
| to sell his services for what they are 


worth. Will his chance for reward be 
as good when he must do the work 
by those who are in control of the gov- 


ernment? 
As there is no example of such a 80- 
cialistic state as is now advocated, all 
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‘reasoning upon the subject must be 
confined to the theory, and theory 
jneeds to be corrected by experience. 
As in mathematics no one can caleu- 
late the direction of the resultant with- 
out a knowledge of all the forces that 
act upon the moving body, so in esti- 
mating the effect of a proposed sys- 
tem one must take into consideration 
all the influences that operate upon 
the human mind and heart, and who 
| is wise enough to predict with certain- 
‘ty the result of any system before it 
| has been thoroughly tried? Individu- 
alism has been tested by centuries of 
experience. Under it there have been 
progress and development. That it 
has not been free from evil is not a 
sufficient condemnation. The same 
rain that furnishes the necessary mois- 
ture for the growing crop sometimes 
floods the land and destroys the har- 
| vest; the same sun that coaxes the 
tiny shoot from Mother Earth some- 
times scorches the blade and blasts 
the maturing stalk. The good things 
| given us by our heavenly Father often, 
j if not always, have an admixture of 
| evil, to the lessening of which the in- 
telligence of man must be constantly 
directed. Just now there are signs of 
lon ethical awakening which is likely 
; to result in reforming some of the evils 
| which have sprung from individualism, 
| but which can be corrected without 
|any impairment of the principle. 
Altruism Necessary. 

The individualist, while contending 
| that the largest and broadest develop- 
| ment of the individual, and hence of 
the entire population, is best secured 
| by full and free competition, made fair 
by law, believes in a spiritual force 
which acts beyond the sphere of the 
state. After the government has se- 
eared to the individual, through com- 
petition, a reward proportionate to his 
é religion admonishes him of his 
i

stewardship and of his obligation to 
use his greater strength, his larger 
ability and his richer reward in the 
spirit of brotherhood. Under individ- 
ualism we have seen a constant in- 
crease in altruism. The fact that the 
individual can select the objects of his 
benevolence and devote his means to 
the causes that appeal to him has giv- 
en an added stimulus to his endeavors. 
Would this stimulus be as great under 
| socialism? 
| Probably the nearest approach that 
| we have to the socialistic state today 
| is to be found in the civil service. If 
the civil service develops more useful- 
ness and more altruistic devotion to 
the general welfare than private em- 
ployment does, the fact is yet to be 
discovered. This is not offered as a 
criticism of civil service in so far as 
civil service may require examinations 
to ascertain fitness for office, but it is 
simply a reference to a well known 
fact—viz, that a life position in the 
government service, which separates 
one from the lot of the average produ- 
cer of wealth, has given no extraordi- 
nary stimulus to higher development. 
It is not necessary to excuse or to 

defend a competition carried to a point 
where it creates a submerged fifth, or 
| even a submerged tenth, to recognize 
; the beneficial effect of struggle and 
discipline upon the mer and women 
who have earned the highest places in 
| industry, society and government. 

A Friendly Rivalry. 

| There should be no unfriendliness be- 
| tween the honest individualist and the 
n0nest socialist; both seek that which 
} they believe to be best for society. The 
| socialist, by pointing out the abuses of 
| individualism, will assist in their cor- 
! 
j 


i rection. At present private monopoly 

is putting upon individualism an un- 
i deserved odium, and it behooves the 
| individualist to address himself ener- 
| getically to this problem in order that 
| the advantages of competition may be 
| restored to industry. And the duty of 
| immediate action is made more imper- 
‘ative by the fact that the socialist is 
‘inclined to support the monopoly, in 
the belief that it will be easier to in- 
duce the government to take over an 
j industry after it has passed into the 
bands of a few men. The trust mag- 
‘nates and the socialists unite in de- 
'eclaring monopoly to be an economic 
development, the former hoping to re- 
j tain the fruits of monopoly in private 
ihands, the latter expecting the ulti- 
,mate appropriation of the benefits of 
{monopoly by the government. The in- 
'dividualist, on the contrary, contends 
that the consolidation of industries 
ceases to be an economic advantage 
when competition is eliminated, and 
he believes further that no economic 
j advantage which could come from the 
monopolization of al] the industries in 
the hands of the government could 
compensate for the stifling of individ- 
ual initiative and independence. And 
the individualists who thus believe 
stand for a morality and for a system 
of ethics which they are willing to 
measure against the ethics and moral- 
ity of socialism. 


Clubs and Tipping. 

In clubs the best service is obtained 
where tipping is forbidden. In poorly 
eonducted clubs tipping is allowed, but 
In the best conducted ones a member 
found guilty of tipping a servant would 
be liable to expulsion. The majority 
of clubs in America luxuries. 
Wines, food and tobacco cost as much 
in them as in fashionable restaurants. 
In these clubs, which have little reason 
'for existence, tipping is permissible. 
But in England the club is not a lux- 
ury, but an economy. The English 
founded the club, and an Englishman 
fs a clubman because he can get at his 
club a good dinner, a good bottle of 
wine and a good cigar at less than half 
the price he would pay at the Carlton 
or the Trocadero. In no English club 
is tipping ever countenanced. Men 
have been expelled from English clubs 
fer habitual tipping. In many Ameri- 
can clubs it has been found that a no 
tipping rule, on the whole, bettered the 
service.

A QUEER EXCAVATION. 


The “Ear of Dionysius” and Its Pe- 
eculiar Use. 

The most remarkable artificial cav- 
ern or excavation ever made was that 
which has been recorded in history as 
the “Ear of Dionysius.” This queer 
exeavation, which was adjoining the 
quarries near Syracuse, Sicily, was 
constructed by the slaves of the mon- 
arch by whose name it is known. In 
reality it was an exact model of a 
gigantic human ear, 250 feet long by 
80 high, and was so scientifically con- 
structed that the interior of the grotto 
became the finest “whispering gallery” 
the world has ever known. In a cave 
adjoining this acoustic wonder the 
prisoners of the tyrant were kept, 
and every word they uttered came 
through an orifice to the “internal 
ear,” where Dionysius passed whole 
days listening to the plots that were 
being laid by the enemies of his gov- 
ernment. The prisoners were, of 
course, chained in that portion of 
underground dungeon most fa- 
reflection of all sounds to 
the secret chamber. By this admira- 
ble system of espionage Dionysius 
managed to thwart every conspiracy 
against his government which 
his thirty-nine years’ reign.

CUNNING OF THE FOX. 


Its Skill When Running For Life 
From the Hounds, { 
No other still hunter can travel so 


quietly as a fox, and mighty few men 
are as crafty as the four legged hunter 
when it comes to a matter of getting 
meat, Foxes have been seen in Eng- 
land slipping from bush to bush, crawl- 
ing and creeping after a feeding hare, 
for all the world like a man stalking a 
deer. The fox cannot catch a rabbit in 
a fair chase, but its food is mostly rab- 
bits in spite of their fleetness. But at 
no time does it display its skill so well 
as when running for life with a pack 
of hounds on its trail. 

Olaus Magnus, archbishop of Upsala, 
wrote a book called “Historia de Genti- 
bus Septentrionalibus,” of which an 
English translation exists. This book 
tells of a fox that leaped from back to 
back of a herd of goats. As the dogs 
could not follow, the fox escaped. 

A curious trick of English foxes is to 
jump as high as possible, grasping a 
tree branch with their teeth, hold on 
till the hounds have gone on and then, 
dropping to the ground, escape. This is 
similar to the trick of the American 
fox which jumps into a tree and 
rests on a branch, but American dogs 
are not such fools as English dogs. 
They gather around the tree and howl 
till the hunter comes. 


The Tumbleweed. 

Tumbleweeds spread themselves in 
a wholesale fashion. Instead of send- 
ing the separate seeds out into the 
world with wings or hairs to carry 
them, the whole plant breaks off near 
the root, when these are ripe, and 
goes rolling along the ground before 
the wind. The bare, sun scorched des- 
erts of the great west produce several 
tumbleweeds, and there are some in 
the prairie region. It is natural that 
they should be most abundant where 
there are no hills or trees to stop 
them in their course. But we have one 
tumbleweed in the east—the old witch 
grass, so called, maybe, because it rides 
the wind like an old beldame. In Sep- 
tember this grass spreads its head or 
panicle, with hairlike, purple branches, 
in every sandy field. When the seeds 
are ripe the plants are blown across 
the field, often piling up in masses 
along fences and hedgerows. As might 
be expected, the hair grass, which has 
so effective a way of spreading itself, 
is found throughout the United States 
from ocean to ocean.

AWARDED TO GANS 


Bout With Nelson Ende¢Un the 
.\Forty-Second Round 


GANS BROKE RIGHT HAND 


Bhowed Great Generalship and 
Continued Fighting--Rough 
Tactics by Dane, Who Finally 
Lost on a Foul 


Goldfield, Nev., Sept. 4—‘Battling” 
Nelson lost the fight here by fouling 
Joe Gans in the 42nd round of the best 
and longest fight seen In many years. 
Both men were tired when the fight 
ended, but Gans was apparently the 
stronger. He was away ahead on 
points and smashed and cut Nelson 
all through the fight without being se- 
verely hurt himself. 

Shortly after the 42nd round begun 
the men were in their usual clinch. 
Nelson had his head on Gans’ shoulder 
and his arm down. Several times he 
hit Gans below the belt, apparently 
feeling for a vital spot. At last he 
drew back his right arm and hit Gans 
a vicious blow square in the groin. 
The negro sank to his knees and rolled 
over on his back. Referee Siler, with- 
out hesitation, ordered Nelson to his 
corner and awarded the fight to Gans 
on a foul. 

Siler’s decision received ‘almost 
unanimous approval. The foul was so 
obvious that not even men who had bet 
on Nelson could say that it had not 
been committed. All through the long 
contest Nelson had employed rough 
tactics. He repeatedly butted Gans, 
and had to have his head hauled away 
by the referee. 

Siler was loudly cheered as he left 
the ring, as was Gans, who was car- 
ried to his dressing room. Nelson and 
his seconds were hissed as they de- 
parted. 

Gans put up a remarkable fight. His 
endurance surprised everyone. His 
work was more wonderful when it is 
known that in the 33rd round he broke 
the right hand. Never after that did Le 
strike a blow with it, with the exception 
of a few sbort-arm jolts while clinch- 
ing. He did all his work with the left 
hand. Gans’ generalship was shown 
when he broke the hand. In the 33rd 
round he landed a hard right hand 
punch on the side of Nelson’s face. A 
bone in the hand snapped and Gans 
stepped back with an expression of 
pain. He limped around as though he 
had hurt a foot and no one realized 
that he had injured the right hand. 

The first 15 rounds of the fight were 
fast. After that the men slowed up 
and only at intervals was there a rally. 
Although Gans was far ahead of Nei- 
son in points and most of the time 
looked like a sure winner, Nelson put 
up a wonderful fight on his side. The 
endurance and recuperative powers 
shown by Nelson were extraordinary. 

Gans fought a remarkable clear 
fight. He was fair in everything and 
twice when he knocked Nelson down 
picked him up. One time, when one of 
Gans’ punches knocked Nelson through 
the ropes, Gans picked him up and 
helped him to his feet. As the negro 
stood with his hands down waiting for 
Nelson to steady himself, Nelson gave 
him a vicious blow in the stomach. 
Nelson was roundly hissed by the 
crowd. The men weighed in at 182 1-4 
pounds 

Among those at the fight, according to 
announcement at the ringside, was 
young Teddy Roosevelt, a son of the 
president. The announcement that 
young Roosevelt was at the ringside 
was received with cheers, and someone 
yelled out: “Show yourself and turn 
your face toward the moving pictures.” 

President Rickard announced that 
the actual size of the purse was $33,- 
500, of which Nelson is to get $22,500 
and Gans $11,000. Nolan would not 
agree to fight until this amount was 
insured him. Betting was freely in- 
dulged in at 10 to 7 and 10 to 6 with 
Gans as favorite. 


Intervention Not Considered 

Havana, Sept. 4—President Palma, 
in an interview last night, put an end 
to any expectation that he would make 
any concessions whatever to the rebels 
beyond the offer of pardon already ex- 
tended. American intervention, the 
president said, had not been considered, 
because the government believed it 
could end the insurrection without as- 
sistance. 


Rumblings From Souffriere “" 
Kingstown, B. W. L, Sept. 4.—Police 
officers stationed at Chateau Belair, 
near the Souffriere volcano, report that 
21 detonations were heard yesterday 
and that many flashes were observed 
over the voleano between 8 and 5 
o'clock in the morning. ‘There have 
been no distinct signs of activity since. 
The crater is enveloped in clouds and 
the heat is oppressive.

BITTER CAMPAIGN 


Brought to a Close by Election 
Day In Vermont 


FIGHT FOR GOVERNORSHIP 


Clement Has Backing ot Demo- 
cratic and Independent Voters, 
but Proetor Men Say They Will 
Win by 20,000 Majority 


Burlington, Vt., Sept. 4—The voters 
of Vermont are balloting today for state 
officers, members of congress, members 
of the state legislature and county offi- 
cers. 

Interest centres chiefly in the contest 
for the office of governor. Fletcher D. 
Proctor of Proctor was unanimously 
nominated by the Republican state con- 
vention, while Percival W. Clement of 
Rutland, in addition to having the nom- 
ination at the hands of the Democratic 
party, also had the endorsement of an 
independent movement. This inde- 
pendent movement, started by Clement, 
resulted in a convention being held on 
the same day as that of the Democrats, 
and after consultation between the two 
conventions Clement was chosen as the 
standard-bearer and both bodies en- 
dorsed a state ticket consisting partly 
of straight party Democrats and partly 
of “independents,” or “fusionists.” 

Mr. Clement, who four years ago 
polled so large a vote as independent 
candidate for governor, on a_ high 
license local option platform, that the 
election was thrown into the legislature, 
this year has laid emphasis on the in-

The Republican campaign orators 
have declared, on the other hand, that 
increased expenditures have been made 
necessary by the increase in efficiency 
and scope of various state institutions. 
The license question was only lightly 
touched upon in the party platforms, 
both the Republicans and the Demo- 
crats declaring that the present law, 
adopted four years ago, should be given 
a further trial, although some minor 
changes were recommended. 

The campaign has been bitter, and 
many charges and counter charges 
have been made. The Republican 
party for many years has secured 
large majority in state elections, with 
the exception of 1902, when Clement 
ran as an independent candidate. 

Pointing to the results in that year, 
Clement’s supporters are claiming that 
he has a good chance to carry the state 
today. The Republican party leaders, 
however, declare that such a result 
would be impossible, and that the ma- 
jority for Proctor will not fall short of 
20,000. 

The re-election of Congressmen Fos- 
ter and Haskins is conceded. 

With the whole state so fully aroused 
over the issues involved, it is ex- 
pected that a record-breaking vote will 
be polled today. 


CANNON IN MAINE 


Orders taken. | Says Bryan Is an Honest Man 


With an Impossible Doctrine 

Bangor, Me., Sept. 4.—In city hall 
last night an audience of 2000 people 
heard speeches by Speaker Cannon of 
the house of representatives and Con- 
gFressman Powers of Maine. Powers 
spoke first, and devoted 25 minutes toa 
discussion of national and state issues, 
reviewing the records of both parties. 

Speaker Cannon began his address 
with a tribute to labor as the founda- 
tion of civilization. He alluded to 
Bryan as one of the foremost advocates 
of the Wilson bill and said that later 
on, in 1896, when labor and industry 
were suffering from the Wilson tariff, 
Bryan had urged free silver asa pan- 
acea for all economic ills, declaring that 
it was not the tariff, but lack of money 
volume that had made hard times. 

Now that free silver is a dead issue, 
said the speaker, Bryan advances gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads—a 
thing wildly impossible of achieve- 
ment and uncalled for, considering that 
our railroads carry freight at half the 
rates prevailing in Great Britain. The 
Republican party is doing its best to 
remedy existing ills. 

Mr. Cannon warned the people that 
to elect a Democratic house of repre- 
sentatives this fall would pave the 
way for a Democratic senate and presi- 
dent two years later, and who can 
doubt that Bryan, in power, would 
resurrect free silver as a remedy for the 
evils sure to follow Democratie tariff 
legislation? 1 

Mr. Cannon paid a tribute to Bryan 
as a magnetic orator and as an honest 
man, but he warned the people against 
being carried away by silver voices. 
He declared that Samuel Gompers had 
made a serious mistake in his demands 
in behalf of organized labor, and that in 
time those who misled labor would be 
crushed by disasters of their own mak- 
ing. The speech closed with a tribute 
to the character of Maine men.

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RAILROAD POWER | Woman’s 


Most Corrupting Influence In Pol- 
itics, Says Bryan 


AN ATTACK ON SULLIVAN 


Scores Illinois Committeeman 
and His Political Methods Un- 
mercitully and Repudiates Re- 


cent Endorsement 


Chicago, Sept. 5.—William J. Bryan, 
as the guest of the local Democracy, de- 
livered two addresses here. His first 
speech dealt with political issues and 
economic questions. The second was 
devoted to National Committeeman 
Sullivan of I[llinois, whose resignation 
Bryan has demanded, but who, despite 
this, was endorsed by the recent state 
convention which also declared itself in 
favor of Bryan asthe next Democratic 
nominee for president. 

In his afternoon address Bryan said 
regarding his recent utterances in New 
York on government ownership of rail- 
ways: 

“I stated what I thought, with the 
expectation that everybody else would 
exercise the same freedom. I was led 
to my conclusions by the corruption of 
the people of the United States by the 
railroads. In my judgment we have 
had no more corrupting influence in 
American politics than the railroad. 
have known conventions to be con- 
trolled by passes. I have known judges 
to be elected by railroads, and I have 
reached the conclusion that this corrup- 
tion cannot be eliminated until these 
natural monopolies become the prop- 
erty of the government. I am opposed 
to centralization and therefore I pre- 
fer that we should have the local lines 
owned by state governments and only 
the trunk lines owned by the federal 
government.” 

In his last night’s speech, scoring 
Sullivan, Bryan said in part: “At the 
national convention in St. Louis I had 
in writing a request for his repudia- 
tion, signed by more than half of the 
delegates to the state convention. Had 
Sullivan any of the instincts of a 
Democrat he would not have consented 
to hold his place against the wishes of 
the convention. 

“What is the objection to Sullivan? 
He Is a high official in a franchise hold- 
ing corporation which is constantly 
seeking favors at the hands of the gov- 
ernment. He is familiar with all the 
methods employed by such corporations 
to gain from local and state govern- 
ments special favors and privileges. 

“IT hold that no man who is officially 
connected with a corporation that is 
seeking privileges ought to act as a 
member of a political organization, be- 
cause he cannot represent his corpora- 
tion and the people at the same time. 
Therefore, I insist that the fight should 


— 


| be commenced today to prevent his re- 


election to the national committee. 

“And what I say of himI say of 
aspirants for positions in the party or- 
ganization in other states. If the 
Democratic party has not virtue enough 
to spew out those who traffic in politics 
for the advantage of the corporations to 
which they belong, it does not deserve 
victory nor can it hope for it. 

“I suggest that every candidate for 


office who wants the people to have con- 
; fidence in him should announce that he 


is opposed to Sullivan’s methods; that 
he repudiates his leadership and will 
oppose his re-election. I do not hesitate 
to express the opinion that no man run- 
ning on the Democratic ticket in Il- 
linois is entitled to the support of 
Democrats in this crisis who either 
stands with Sullivan or is afraid to op- 
pose him. 

“I express the opinion that the man 
who opposes Sullivan boldly will be 
stronger with the people than the man 
who either epdorses him or is silent. 
Sullivan asphyxiated the convention, 
but I do not believe that he can asphyx- 
iate the voters of the state.” 

Not a sign of disapproval was given 
by the assembled Democrats during 
Bryan’s speech. His announcement 
that he repudiated the endorsement of 
the Illinois state convention because it 
had endorsed Sullivan was greeted with 
considerable applause.

Albany, Sept. 5.—That foreign life 
insurance companies doing business in 
this state are subject to the law provid- 
ing for the limitation of expenses; that 
they are not restricted in the same man- 
ner as domesic mutual life and stock 
companies from issuing both participat- 
ing and non-participating policies; that 
they are not required to conform with 
the standard forms of policy provided 
for by law. These opinions are in sub- 
Stance the answers of Attorney General 
Mayer to questions arising over the in- 
terpretation of the reform insurance 
legislation.

Counsel 
for the stockholders declared that the 
corporation was insolvent, with an in- 
dcébtedness of about $3,500,000. Vice 
Chancellor Bergen dismissed the appli- 
cation, declaring that the stockholders 
had not made out a case.

For Taking the Field

THEY HOLD NO REVENGE

Claim That Only Object Is to 
Overthrow Illegal Government 


and Restore Constitutional 


Rights to the Country 


Havana, Sept. 5.—As days and weeks 
pass with no appreciable diminution of 


the revolution apprehension increases 


The most conservative testimony from 
the country districts of the provinces 


of Pinar del Rio. Havana and Santa 
Clara is to the effect that two-thirds 
of the people in the country and smalt 
towns of these three provinces are jn- 
surgent in sentiment, if not in fact. It 
is generally believed that the govern- 
ment ultimately will subdue the insur- 
rection, but, in the meanwhile, the 
crops cannot be developed. 

The managers of the insurrection 
have permitted the publication of a 
document purporting to have been 
found in an abandoned rebel camp, but 
which, it is reliably stated, was first 
issued in Havana and the original of 
which is believed to be in a deposit 
yault in the United States, signed by 
prominent con€pirators. This docu- 
ment gives the full program of the reyo- 
lutionists’ policy. It is In the form of 
an agreement, and is dated Havana, 
July 26. With the signatures omitted 
the document is as follows: 

“The undersigned, believing that it 
is imperatively necessary to re-estab- 
lish the vigor of the constitution and 
laws, which are being systematically 
violated by those who control power 
against the will of the people; who were 
intimidated from the polls by force, re- 
solve: 

I.—To organize as a committee to 
direct and carry on all acts necessary 
to cast from power those who have no 
right there. 

IIl.—This movement is inspired by 
the fact, recognized by all, that the last 
elections were void. It is, therefore, 
imperative that the first step be to de- 
ciare vacant the offices of president, 
vice president and civil governors of 
the six provinces and also of those 
senators, representatives and provinelal 
councilmen, who should have been 
elected last December. 

Ill.—When these offices shall have 
been vacated this movement wil! adjust 
itself to the precepts of the present 
code, to effect which, when those illegal- 
ly occupying offices shall have been ex- 
pelled, those senators elected in April, 
1902, and those representatives elected 
in 1904, shall form a congress, electing 
an ad interim president and vice presi- 
dent, who shall call elections for sald 
offices and also for governors, senators, 
representatives and provincial coun- 
cilmen. 

1V.—Mayors and councilmen who 
have been arbitrarily deposed by the 
executive shall return to their offices. 

V.—Holding no revenge and only 
aiming to replace the Cuban people in 
possession of their rights, the directors 
of this movement pledge themselves to 
respect life and property equally of 
foreigners and natives; not to prose- 
cute political opponents and to avoid 
bloodshed, excepting to overcome the 
resistance of those defending the il- 
legal government. 

VIl.—wWe shall aim to make every ef- 
fort to safeguard the national moneys, 
re-establish order and maintain the 
normality of affairs. 

VII.—The undersigned, as leaders of 
the movement, obligate themselves to 
respect the provisional government 
elected by congress as provided in 
clause III., and to co-operate with it in 
holding fair and honest elections to give 
the country a definite government by 
the will of the people. 

VUil.—The undersigned solemnly 
pledge themselves not to cease their 
labors until they shall have restored 
constitutional rights to the country, 
and that they will resign their authority 
the moment the provisional govern- 
men is formed. 

IX.—We declare that we do not fa- 
vor any specific candidate for any of- 
fice, and that when the government i3 
legally re-established, al] Cubans shall 
have recourse for their ambitions !n 
legitimate and peaceful methods. 

In a postscript the document says: 

“All obligations incurred by the un- 
dersigned with those assisting in the 
revindicating movement will be ap 
proved by the provisional government. 
The undersigned shal] exact thig as a 
debt of honor.” 

Business, which but recently prom- 
ised to be exceptionally good, is now 
generally slack. The sugar planters 
and others are abandoning the work of 
development until conditions become 
settled. The wholesale merchants of 
Havana are doing very little and 
American agents are being recalled and 
sent elsewhere. American planters 
and farmers in the western provinces 
are suffering no attacks by insurgents, 
who, on the contrary, are evincing 4 
friendly - spirit.

The Republicans carried 
every county in the state except Ben- 
tington and the party leaders claim 
that county by a small margin. 

The full Republican state ticket is as 
follows: 

Governor, F. D. Proctor of Proctor; 
lieutenant governor, G. H. Prouty of 
Newport; treasurer, E. H. Deavitt of 
Montpelier; secretary of state, F. G. 
Fleetwood of Morristown; auditor of 
accounts, H. F. Graham of Graftsbury; 
attorney general, C. C, Fitts of Brattle- 
boro. 

Although the exact standing of the 
legislature cannot be told yet, it is evi- 
dent that the Republicans will have an 
overwhelming majority in the house 
and that the senate will be solidly Re- 
publican. 

Representatives D. J. Foster of Bur- 
lington (Rep.) was re-elected in the 
First congressional district by a large 
majority over Edwin D. Clift (Dem.), 
and in the Second district Representa- 
tive Kittredge Haskins (Rep.) easily de- 
feated J. H. Senter (Dem). Both con- 
gressmen were re-elected by larger ma- 
jorities than they received in 1904. 
Complete returns, however, have not 
been received. 

Lester W. Hanson (Pro.) and Tim- 
othy Sullivan (Soc.), candidates for gov- 
ernor, received a vote of less than 500, 
each in all the towns heard from, and | 
it Is evident that the strength of these 
minor parties showed in the voting four 
years ago, when the Republican party 
was divided, was turned into the Re- 
publican and fusion colunms yesterday. 

The campaign, which has been one 
of the most exciting the state has 
known, was devoid of national issues, 
both the Republican and fusion candi- 
dates devoting practically all of their 
addresses to the conduct of the state 
administration. 

Mr. Clement, who, four years ago, 
ran for governor as an Independent- 
Republican, relied yesterday on the full 
Democratic support and on a large vote 
from the Republican ranks. The vote 
in the cities and some of the larger 
towns indicates that the Democrats 
generally voted for Clement, but that 
the expected defection from Proctor 
was much less than the fusion man- 
egers anticipated. 

Mr. Proctor, when seen at his home 
in Proctor last night, said: “I am ex- 
ceedingly gratified at the result and 
that the voters of Vermont have shown 
confidence in the platform on which I 
stood.” He desired to be excused from 
discussing the result further. He said 
that he was greatly fatigued after his 
arduous labors in the campaign and he 
desired to remain quietly at his home 
for the present. 

Mr. Clement admitted at a late hour 
last night that Proctor had been elected. 
He declined to discuss the outcome of 
the voting. 

The small towns of the state strong- 
ly rallied to the support of the Repub- 
lican ticket and succeeded in electing 
every candidate on it. Clement, how- 
ever, carried several of the cities. In 
Montpelier he polled 874 votes to 671 
for Proctor, but the fusionists failed to 
earry Washington county, in which 
Montpelier is located, by nearly 500 
votes. 

Clement carried Burlington, 1651 to 
1444, and in Rutland, his home city, he 
had a plurality of 366. It is thought 
that Proctor carried every county in the’ 
state with the possible exception of one

POLITICAL GRAFT 


Boston Man Writes a Letter on 
the Subject to Moran 
Boston, Sept. 5.—H. T. Schaeffer, a 
wholesale coal and oil dealer of this 
city, addressed a letter to District At- 
torney Moran last night, in which he 


said in part: 

“Last Thursday I was approached 
by a friend who said he came from 
those having in charge your campaign. 
This gentleman said your managers 
wished to know what my contribution 
to the campaign fund would be in the 
event of my receiving the nomination 
for lieutenant governor. He also said 
there was another candidate who was 
willing to contribute handsomely.” 

Mr. Schaeffer said the course pur- 
sued appeared to him to be prohibited 
by laws of the state and criminal. He 
cited certain chapters of the corrupt 
practices act and claimed that the 
facts should be brought before the 
grand jury, saying: “The evil is more 
insidious and dangerous than the com- 
mercial graft you have recently in- 
vestigated.” 

In a statement to the press late last 
night, Moran said that he would sum- 
mon Schaeffer before the grand jury to 
allow him to reveal the name of the 
“friena” who made the alleged pro- 
posal, and that if Schaeffer failed to do 
s0 contempt proceedings would follow. 


Three Providence Men Drowned 

Westport, Mass., Sept. 5.—Three 
bodies found near an overturned cat- 
boat on Horseneck beach were identi- 
fied as those of William Carroll, aged 
44; Edward Collins, aged 50, and Wal- 
ter Lacy, aged 27, all of Providence. 
The men left Providence for a yachting 
trip to Vineyard Haven. It is sup- 
posed that the men, in attempting to 
reach shore in a skiff, were capsized. 
The skiff and catboat, both filled with 
water and badly damaged, were found 
near the bodies on the beach. 


Alteged Case of Manslaughter 

Lowell, Mass., Sept. 5.—An unknown 
man who died at the emergency hos- 
pital as the result of a blow was identi- 
fied last night as William Dillon of 
North Andover. John Clancy was ar- 
rested on a charge of assaulting him. 
In the police court Clancy waived the 
reading of a complaint of manslaughter 
and was ordered to recognize in the’ 
sum of $2100, the case being continued. 


Young Canoeists Meet Death | 
Holyoke, Mass., Sept. 5.—The discov- 
ery of a canoe capsized in the Connecti- 
cut river led to a search which resulted 
in the finding of the body of Robert H. 
Baldwin, aged 18 years, of this city. In} 
company with Paul Farnsworth, aged 
17, Baldwin went out In the canoe and 
it is supposed that both were drowned. 
The body of Farnsworth bas not been 

Tecovered. 


Fewer Postoffice Robberies 

Boston, Sept. 5.—Postoffices robbers 
have had poor success this year in 
Maine, according to Lawrence Lether- 
man, head of the postal inspection ser- 
vice in New England. These offices 
have been tempting not because they 
held more money than the ordinary city 
office, but because the safes have been 
comparatively easy of access. 


Old Charge of Dynamite Set Off 

New Haven, Sept. §.—An old charge 
of unexploded dynamite went off in a 
quarry in East Haven, killing one Ital- 
ian laborer and injuring four others, 
one seriously. The dynamite was ex- 
ploded by a steam drill. The dyna- 
mite had been in the rock about a year. 


Killed Himself in Public Park 
New Haven, Sept. 5.—A young man 
whose name is believed to have been B. 
Vietch committed suicide by taking 
earbolic acid in Edgewood park. The 
suicide was about 25 years of age. 


Bone of Contention Gone 

St. Johns, Sept. 5—The lumber mill 
owned by the Dickie company, at the 
headwaters of Hamilton Inlet, Labra- 
dor, where the Quebec government re- 
cently seized 48,000 logs belonging to 
the company on the ground that they 
had been cut within that province, has 
been destroyed by fire. The Labrador 
mail boat arrived last night, bringing 
42 lumbermea who were working at the 
mills. The loss is $20,000. 


An Ohio Murder Mystery 
Springfield, O., Sept. 5.—The body of 
&@ woman, clad only in stockings and 
chemise, was found on the banks of 
Shyder Park lake. Nearby was a man’s 
cap. There were evidences of a struggle 
and it is believed that the woman was 
choked to death. The body was identi- 
fied as that of Mrs. Elmer Filmore. 
Her husband has been arrested. He 
protests his Innocence of any connec- 
tion with the death of his wife. 


Killed While Protecting Brother 

Panama, Sept. 5—Deputy Demetric 
Quintero interfered to protect his 
brother from an assault here yesterday 
and was wounded five times, his in- 
juries resulting in death. The national 
assemmbly has decreed a period of 
mourning.

Menocal, General Cebreco and other 
veterans held a conference with Aj- 
fredo Zayas, the leader of the Liberal 
party, which, however, did not reauit 
in reaching any understanding. At the 
same time the executive committee of 
the Moderate party was holding a con- 
ference at which the subject of peace 
was excitedly discussed, although no 
determination was reached. 

It is reliably stated, although the 
fact has not been made public, that the 
government commanders have been di- 
rected to suspend active field operations 
until it can be determined what can be 
done to end the war. The propositions 
which the promoters of the peace move- 
ment have in mind include a special 
session of congress to pass acts of 
amnesty, for the holding of municipal 
elections within 60 days to be super- 
vised by members of both parties, and 
a new general election law providing 
for minority representation in all 
branches of the national and munici- 
pal governments. 

These propositions seem to appeal to 
the public, although Liberals are in- 
clined to demand also the resignation 
of all high officials, including the presi- 
dent and members of the cabinet, which 
the government, of course, cannot con 
sider. It is feared that the demands 
the insurgent leaders in the fieid will 
be much more exacting than those of |u- 
surgent sympathizers in the cities, 
who, ostensibly at least, assume to be 
non-combatants. 

in the conference with Zayas, Zayas 
sald that while he was desirous of as- 
sisting the peace movement, he could 
not use his influence unless it was to 
be either a temporary peace with an 
opportunity to arrange details later, or 
a peace procured at all cost. He said 
the whole matter was a political ques- 
tion which had taken the form of an 
armed protest and that it must be 
treated from the political standpoint. 
He called attention to the willingness 
of the Liberal senators and representa- 
tives, even those who were not elected 
at the last election, to resign If their 
opponents would do likewise, and make 
an appeal to the country. A peace to 
be permanent must extinguish the fires 
of dissatisfaction and not leave them 
to smoulder by covering them with 
ashes. 

The veterans, who were somewhat 
puzzled to understand the attitude of 
Zayas, said they would communicate 
with him again after formulating more 
definitely the ideas they might have to 
propose. In the meanwhile they urged 
him to to have a full consultation with 
the Libera} leaders. 

The Moderate leaders say they have 
done nothing as yet but talked matters 
over a little, but it is evident that some 
of them clearly realize the necessity 
of at least a semblance of an effort to 
bring about peace. 

In an interview last night, Vice Presi- 
dent Capote said that the result of the 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the Moderate party was a genera) un- 
derstanding that President Palma’s 
Policy should be heartily supported.

Cannon Says Gompers Would 
: Have Them Disregarded 


HE SCORES LABOR LEADER 


pays Workmen Will Vote Under 
Own Hat-Brims and Not Under 
(hat otf Gompers--About the 
Anti-Injunction Law 


Lewiston, Me, Sept. 6—Speaker 
Cannon addressed a karge audience 
here last night, and for the first time 
since he began his campaign in Maine 
be replied to President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
opposes Littlefield’s return to congress. 


Mr. Cannon said in part: 

“Mr. Samuel Gompers has come into 
your district and demanded the defeat 
of Charles E. Littlefield, not because 
Littlefield has failed to properly repre- 
sent the people of this district or even 
the working men here, but because he 
las failed to comply with the demands 
of Gompers. Gompers has introduced 
a new element into American politics. 
He does not exercise the right of peti- 
tlon—he demands that congress enact 
into law his will. He does not come 
here to argue—he publishes a decree in 
the name of labor that the public official 
who refused to obey bis command shall 
be retired from public life. 

“On what meat does this new Caesar 
feed to make him different from other 
political bosses in this day of decadence 
of bossism? He is the president of an 
honorable organization, which has ac- 
complished much for the wage earner 
and is capable of accomplishing much 
more when properly directed by those 
who exercise the functions for which 
they were elected to office in the union. 

“It is reported that Gompers has 
made an assessment on the members 
of the Federation of Labor to secure 
money for use In this campaign. A 
member of the Federation may be a 
Republican in faver of Republican poll- 
cies, but he is assessed to make a cam- 
paign against his own interests as he 
sees them because Gompers is op- 
posed. Such methods in politics have 
never succeeded in this country and 
they never will. 


“Ruch efforts will always fail, be- 
cause every man is here a co-sovereign 
and he exercises bis inalienable rights 
te unite with his fellows, be they farm- 
ers or factory employes, or railroad 
men or doctors or lawyers, and agree 
upon policies which they believe to be 
for the best interests of the whole peo- 
ple. The working men, both union and 
non-union of this country, are as jeal- 
ous of their sovereignty as are the farm- 
ers or any other people. They will act 
with the organization in what pertains 
to the purpose of the union, and they 
will follow Gompers—so long as he ex- 
ercises the functions for which he was 
chosen as president of the Federation 
of Labor. But they will not foHow him 
in his self-assumed function of dictat- 
ing how they shall exercise their right 
of citizenship. They wil go to the polls 
and with the Australian ballot in their 
hand they will walk under their own 
hat-brims and not under that of Gom- 
pers. 

“Mr. Gompers has a_ grievance 
agamst your representative, as he has 
against President Roosevelt, myself 
aud other men in public life. We re- 
fused to disregard our oaths of office 
end enact legislation which Gompers 
demanded. He is aggrieved because 
congress suspended the eight-hour law 
on the Panama canal zone, as it ap- 
piled to alien labor, not American labor. 
He is aggrieved because the president 
has authorized the employment of Chi- 
nese labor in digging the canal because 
American labor cannot and will not go 
there. 


“He Is aggrieved because congress 
would not enact an anti-Injunction law 
which he approved and declared con- 
Stitutional. Some men, among them 
your representative and myself, did not 
believe the proposed law to be either 
constitutional or fair to all the people. 
This proposed law in substance pro- 
bibitefi the United States courts from 
issuing injunctions in any case between 
employer and employe unless necessary 
te prevent irreparable injury to prop- 
erty or to a property right of the party 
making the application, for which in- 
jury there is no adequate remedy at 
law; and in the next sentence the bill 
provided ‘and for the purposes of this 
act no right to carry on business of any 
particular kind or at any particular 
place, or at all, shal be construed, held, 
considered or treated as property or as 
constituting a property right.’ . 

“This means that what Is property 
and a property right under ordinary in- 
terpretation of law shall not be con- 
sidered property or a property right in 
& labor dispute. It would be one law 
for the men who seek to destroy prop- 
erty in a strike, and another law for 
those who seek to destroy property 
under all other circumstances; one law 
for the striker and another law for the 
fest of the people. 

“Mr. Gompers has blacklisted us be- 
Cause congress failed to pass that law. 
Fie hes read us out of civilization. But 
peaking for myself, I had rather quit 
Public life now and at the age of 70 
quit forever, true to the civilization we 
have developed, true to the distribution 
of powers to the executive, the legisla- 
Uve and the judiciary which are a 
theck upon each other, than to retain 
bUbMe office at such a sacrifice to my 
©wn self-respect and at such terrible 
Soest to the country.”

LEGAL ADVICE. 


A Case Where Proceedings In Court 
Were Unnecessary. 

Two or three Chicago lawyers were 
discussing the tricks of their trade. 

“A big, burly fellow from the Michi- 
gan pine forests came into my office,” 
said one of them, “and told a very 
mean story about a rich man here in 
town who was trying to cheat him out 
of $2,000 or $3,000 and who had man- 
aged to get a pretty tight clutch on 
the money. The backwoodsman looked 
and talked like an honest man, and the 
old miser’s reputation was mean 
enough to match the story, so I felt in- 
clined to believe it. When he had fin- 
ished I looked him up and down from 
head to foot. He asked me what I was 
looking him over for. ‘Well,’ said I, ‘I 
was thinking that if I were over six 
feet tall and as powerful a man as you 
I wouldn't hire a lawyer to help me get 
that money.’ The man’s excited face 
smoothed out into blank astonishment. 
“What do you mean? he said. I an- 
Swered: ‘I mean just what I say. You 
are sure, are you, that he has that 
money in his office? ‘He had it there 
last night.’ ‘Well, you don’t need a 
lawyer.’ 

“The man turned on his heel and left 
without another word. In a day or 
two he sent me a check for $50 and 
his thanks for my advice.” 


“Peace Day” at Portsmouth 

Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 6.—The 
treaty of Portsmouth, which ended the 
war between Japan and Russia, was 
signed here a year ago yesterday at3:47 
o'clock in the afternoon, and at the 
same hour yesterday a tablet was un- 
velled to perpetuate the memory of the 
event. The day was observed as “Peace 
day” by the ringing of all the bells of 
the city at sunrise, noon and sunset, 
and several hundred people gathered 
at the navy yard in front of the general 
stores building, in which the envoys 
met a year ago, and with appropriate 
exercises unveiled the tablet. 


Specialty of Falling From Roofs 

Chelsea, Mass., Sept. 6.—I’or the sec- 
ord timt in his life, Fred Darcy, aged 
7, had a remarkable escape from death 
by a fall from a housetop to the side- 
walk last night. While flying a kite 
from the roof of his home, he walked off 
the roof. Excepting from a_ severe 
shaking and a slight scalp wound, he 
was uninjured. About two years ago 
Darcy, while playing on the roof of the 
old Academy of Music, slipped and feil 
a distance of 30 feet to another roof. 
He escaped without injury at that time. 


Rockefeller’s Money Not Wanted 

Boston, Sept. 6.—Although the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions are determined to raise 
the sum of $60,000 before next Monday, 
they would not consider a gift from 
John D. Rockefeller. According to an 
official they need this money very 
badly, but they would prefer to go 
without rather than run the risk of tak- 
ing the money and having another con- 
troversy such as stirred the country 
when his former gift was accepted. 


Engiand Slack In Education 

Boston, Sept. 6.—The educationar 
system in England is inferior to that of 
many other countries, in the opinion of 
Chairman Storrow of the Boston schoo] 
committee, who has just returned from 
a European trip. ‘The English sys- 
tem,” says Storrow, “is antiquated and 
inefficient. Both in teachers and in 
management the schools of the country 
are far behind her neighbors and our- 
selves.” 


To Test Salior’s Exclusion 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 6—Rear Ad- 
miral Thomas, commandant of the sec- 
ond naval district, has decided to make 
a test case in the superior court of the 
recent exclusion of ‘a young man aat- 
tached to the naval training station 
from a dance pavilion maintained by 
the Newport Amusement association. 
The Amusement association has a rule 
that no one in uniform can be admitted 
to the pavilion. 


Couple Deeply in Debt 

Boston, Sept. 6.—Oliver Rogers and 
Julia S. Rogers, his wife, living at 
Cambridge, have filed petitions in 
bankruptcy in the federal bankruptcy 
court, the former naming liabilities of 
$42,886.09 and the latter $36,790.80, and 
assets combined of less than $6.75. The 
debts embrace about everything in the 
line of tradesmen. 


Monument to Old Executive 

Readfield, Me., Sept. 6@—A monu 
ment to mark the resting place of Jon- 
athan G. Hunton of this town, who was 
governor of Maine in 1830, erected at a 
cost of $500 by direction of the last leg- 
islature, was dedicated with appropri- 
ate exercises. The monument is a 
granite shaft about eight feet in height. 


Murdered Man Was a Criminai- 

Boston, Sept. 6.—The police have 
learned that William J. Welsh, who 
was shot and killed in South Boston 
Saturday night by unknown persons, 
had a criminal record, he having served 
a year in the Salem jail in 1905 and 
1906 for burglary in Manchester, Mass. 


“Error” Which Cost a Life 

Birdsville, Tenn., Sept. 6—George 
Norris was killed and three other men 
were injured in a shooting affray near 
here. Luther Clark, Roscoe Reagan 
and J. M. Gillintime, who did the shoot- 
irg, have not been arrested. The shoot- 
ing, it is said, was the result of an error, 
the men attacked having been mistaken 
for other persons. 


Steamer tn Bad Position 

Shelburne, N. 8., Sept. 6.—Steamer 
Elina, which ran ashore Tuesday, is ly- 
ing in a very exposed position on the 
rocks at East Baccaro, with a large 
hole under the port bow. Any change 
of wind to the south or southeast would 
likely prove disastrous.

kerious Accident to Balloonisa 
on Maine Fair Grounds 
Lewiston, Me., Sept. 6.—Oarl Smith 
of Brockton, Mass., a professional aero- 
paut, accompanied by Miss Ida Merrill 
of Boston, another professional aero- 


naut, ascended In a bolloon from the 
Maine state fair grounds last evening 
in sight of more than 2000 people. 

They rose quickly into the air, and 
when above the usual height of 100 
feet the two balloonists made prepara- 
tions to drop in their parachutes. Each 
of the occupants had a separate trapeze 
and parachute. Smith swung himself 
to the trapeze and cut the parachute 
loose, but the trapeze rope broke and 
the man fell to the ground, while the 
crowd below susged back out of his 
way. In striking the ground he broke 
his breast bone and his hips and arms. 
He was removed to a hospital! in an in- 
sensible condition. 

Ida Merrill landed in the woods about 
a half mile distant in her parachute 
without mishap. 

The police expressed suspicion after 
the accident that two negroes, who had 
been seen about the balloon before the 
ascension, had cut the trapeze rope, 
and the authorities are looking for these 
negroes. At the hospital it Is sald that 
Smith has little chance of recovery. 
Smith was employed by a Boston firm 
of balloon makers to make the ascen- 
sion. 


Showing True Sportemanship 

London, Sept. 6—An important 
change was made in the Cambridge 
Harvard university boat race rules last 
night to the effect that if at any point 
in the race there should be a serious ac- 
cident to either boat not due to the 
fault of any individual and materially 
affecting the result, the umpire Is em- 
powered to restart the race the same or 
some other day, after consultations 
with Captains Goldsmith and Filley. 
Similarly the race may be restarted if 
either boat should be interfered with 
by a steamer, barge or other obstacle. 
All the newspapers give attention te 
these sportemanlike conditions. 


Latest Promises From Russia 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 6—An official 
communication embodying the whole 
government program was published 
last night. The program embraces 
courts martial for political crimes and 
an increase of the penalties for revolu- 
tionary propaganda. It also promises 
a liberal measure of reforms and that 
useless restrictions on Jews shall be 
abolished forthwith. Measures are 
promised in the direction of greater 
provincial autonomy. An income tax 
will be instituted. Reforms In the po- 
lice and other public services also are 
promised. 


A Rather Late Discovery 

Madrid, Sept. 6.—The Espana Nueva, 
in the course of an attack on the con- 
duct of the Spanish-American war, 
states that General Linares, the Span- 
ish commander at Santiago, asked Ad- 
mira! Cervera to land a few guns to 
supplement the inadequate defenses at 
the Morro castle and La Socapa. 
The admiral, in response, sent Linares 
two Maxim guns, but Linares did not 
attempt to mount these guns until the 
sortie of Cervera’s squadron, when he 
found the breech-locks had been lost. 
The newspaper demands a strict in- 
quiry. 


Cruiser Boston’s Accident 

Bellingham, Wash., Sept. 6.—Crulser 
Boston, damaged on Peapod frock, will 
start for Bremerton navy yard today 
under her own steam. The leak in the 
hull is well under the bottom and is 
four feet long. One of the plates was 
broken and it is difficult to stop the 
flow of water. Oakum wrapped in 
canvas was inserted In the crack and 
this was compressed with hydraulic 
jacks, plates being placed on over this, 


Real Estate Trust Prosecution 

Philadelphia, Sept. 6.—Charged with 
having defrauded the depositors of the 
Real Estate Trust company of this city 
out of many millions of dollars, Adolph 
Segal, William F. North and Marshal! 
8. Collingwood were arrested. Segal 
was held in $25,000 and the two trust 
company officers in $10,000 each. They 
entered bond. 


No Room For Filipinias 

Baton Rouge, La., Sept. 6.—Refusal 
to admit several Filipino students to 
Louisiana state university is announced 
by the university authorities. No rea- 
son for this action is given, but it is 
understood that the ground taken is 
personal prejudice against Filipinos. 
The Filipinos desired to study agri- 
culture. 

NEWS IN BRIEF 

The Chicago Board of Trade, by a 
vote of 621 to 177, rejected a proposed 
amendment to the rule by which the 
commission on grain deals will be cut 
from 1-4c a bushel to 1-8c.

A mysterious item 
of earlier times was the burning in the 
bonfire of a barrel, bag or basket full 
of cats. The registers of Paris show 
that a hundred sous were paid to an 
official for having provided during 
three years (1571-73) “all the cats re- 
quired, as usual, for the fire,” and also 
in one year, when the king was pres- 
ent, “a fox, to give pleasure to his 
majesty and for having provided a 
great bag of linen in which the said 
cats were.”—London Chronicle. 


Sixteen Miles Underground. 
The most remarkable canal in the 
world is the one between Worsley 
and St. Helens, in the north of Eng- 


land. It is sixteen miles long and un- 
derground from end to end. In Lan- 
cashire the coal mines are very ex- 


tensive, half the county being under- 
mined. Many years ago the man- 
agers of the Duke of Bridgeport’s es- 
tates thought they could save money 
by transporting the coal underground 
instead of on the surface; therefore 
the canal was constructed and the 
mines connected and drained at the 
same time.—VDearson'’s Weekly.

Withdraws 
The Auk When 
Prospects Were 
Of the Best 


The Boston papers concede that the 
Auk sailed by Charles F. Adams, 2d, 
would have won Thursdays race, had 
she not withdrawn on the home stretch, 
admittimg she had fouled the Vim. 
The Auk had overbauled the Vim, and 
it was the hardest kind of a fight be- 
tween the two boats, for to wio the 
race meant that two legs of the nec- 
essary three were won on the Roosevelt 
cup. 

The Boston Advertiser says: The 
two boats were sailing close together, 
both on the port tack, witb the Auk to 
leeward of the Vim, and both engaged 
in a furious luffing matcb. The Auk 
luffed about, and while attempting to 
cross the stern of the Vim in order to 
get to windward of her, caught the 
main boom of the New York boat with 
her forestays. The Vim whirled en- 
tirely around and lost her headway, and 
Mr. Adams, realizing that a foul had 
been committed, change his course and 
withdrew from the race, giving the Vim 
a clear field. 

‘*That’s one of the grandest things I 
have ever seen done ion the yachting 
game,’’ said Designer Gardiner on board 
the committee boat when be saw what 
bad happened. ‘*Mr. Adams is the fin- 
est sporteman I ever met.’’ 

At the Eastern Y. C. after the race 
Clifford Buckman, who sailed the Vim, 
said: Charlie Adams is the whitest 
man I ever sailed against. If he had 
stayed in the race he would have beaten 
me.”’ 

Owner Trenor L. Park of the Vim 
said: ‘‘It would bea pleasure to lose a 
race to a man like Adams.’’ 

On all sides words of commendation 
for the most graceful and courteous act 
of Mr. Adams were heard. Nine men 
out of ten would have stayed in the race 
and won and fought tbe protest out if 
there bad been one made. Mr. Adams 
modestly declined to take any credit 
fur his action, saying that it was the 
only thing he could dv.

' ‘The Tilly VI (German) was the sec- 
ond boat to finish, but a protest was 
entered against her by the Wansee 
(German) because of a foul which 
took place on the line just as the boat 
was started. The Caramba (Amer- 
iean) was the third boat across the line, 
5m. 40s. behind the Tilly. Next came 
the Wannsee 59s. behind the Caramba, 
while the Glueckauf IV (German) 
brought up in the rear nearly two min- 
utes astern of the Wanusee.

In com- 
menting on a recent note to this effect 
in a daily paper, which advocates the 
compulsory use of English in prescrip- 
tions, the Druggists’ Circular and 
Chemical Gazeite takes occasion to 
make a strong defense of the time 
honored practice. Says this paper: 

“Suppose the sapient writer quoted, 
whose utterances may sound all right 
to those who know no more of his sub- 
jects than he does, should fall sick and 
his physician should decide that the 
one thing needful to save his life was’ 
Gerzifiim robertianum. If there were | 
a law preventing the doctor from pre- 
scribing in Latin he would have to; 
choose one of the upward of a dozen 
English names for this drug. Suppose 
he chose ‘redshanks’ and so wrote the 
werd in his prescription. When the 
druggist went to prepare the medicine 
he would find that ‘redshanks’ was the 
English name of at least four entirely 
different plants—namely, the one al- 
ready mentioned, Polygonium am- 
phibium, Polygonium persicaria and 
Rumex acetosa. 

“As with redshanks so with hundreds 
of other drugs. Aaron's beard may be 
Cotinus continus, Cymbalaria eym- 
balaria or Saxifraga sarmentosa. Of 
snakeroots there are numberless kinds. 
Suppose the English writing doctor 
wanted to be sure of getting the right 
kind, so specified black snakeroot. 
Then is the druggist to dispense Cimi- 
cifuga racemosa, Asarum canadense or 
Sanicula marilandica?”

TAFT’S SPEECH IN MAINE 


Believed to Have Beena‘‘Feeler”’ 
Thrown Out at Request of the 
President--Extra Session to 
Consider Matter Is Possible 


Washington, Sept. 7.—Secretary of 
War Taft’s Maine speech has revived 
the spirits of the tariff revisionists 
within the Republican party. The im- 
pression is somewhat deep-rooted here 
that immediately after the November 


elections the Republican leaders, at the 
request of President Roosevelt, will at- 
tempt to agree on what Taft calls 
“some reasonable plan” for tariff legis- 
lation. 

Many of the politicians believe the 
secretary of war threw out a feeler at 
the request of the president who, from 
all accounts, would like to see congress 
do something on the subject before the 
next presidential Campaign. 

It is suggested here that a “reason- 
able plan” might contemplate an ex- 
tra session of congress, 
about the middie of next March, fo 
the enactment of a maximum and mini- 
mum tariff law ora horizontal reduction 
law to promote trade relations with for- 
eign countries. No one believes the 
subject could be dealt with at the short 
session, but the representatives of the 
party who are clamoring for legisla- 
tion do not see what objection there 
would be to undertaking the work at 
an extra session. 

There is no doubt that the American 
Reciprocal Tariff league, which has 
done such effective work throughout 
the central west and the northwest, 
proposes to insist that the president 
shall take up the subject in his Decem- 
ber message to congress.. The repre- 
sentatives of this organization want 
him to pave the way for legislation at 
an extra session. 

Recently some of the “stand-patters” 
have indicated that it might be wise to 
take tariff out of the presidential cam- 
paign by doing something to satisfy the 
demand within the party either at the 
coming short session or at a special ses- 
sion. 

Most persons here who know the re- 
lations that exist between the presi- 
dént and Secretary ‘1 t are disposed 
to belleve that the secretary of war 
did not speak out in favor of revision 
without consulting his chief. The ut- 
terance strengthens the impression a 
good many persons received recently 
that the president is restive under the 
“stand-pat” halter which he allowed 
Speaker Cannon to put on him. It is 
pointed out, too, that Taft’s utterance 
haw complicated the tariff question as 
an issue in the congressional cam- 
paigns of this year. 


CANNON HAS A CHILL

LONG IS REBUKED 


Exceptions to His Criticism oi 
the Pilgrim Fathers 
Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 7—The re- 
cent address by former Secretary of the 
Navy Long, in which he discussed the 
Pilgrim fathers, was the subject of 


critical comment on the part of nearly 
all the speakers at the banquet of the 
General Society of Mayflower Descend- 
ants last night. Samuel B. Capen of 
Boston referred to Long’s conclusions 
as unwarranted, as did also several 
other speakers, but the most elaborate 
answer to Long’s statements was con- 
tained in a speech by Morton Dexter 
of Boston, who said that to all intents 
and purposes Long charged the Pil- 
grims with being hypocrites. “For my 
part,” said Dexter, “I absolutely re- 
pudiate any such conclusion in regard 
to them.” 

Regarding the charge of commer- 
cialism, Dexter’ declared that the Pil- 
grims were heavily in debt to merchant 
adventurers who’ fitted out their expe- 
dition, and that they made an honest 
and painstaking effort to pay off this 
debt. They should be judged, he said, 
by the standard of their own time, rath- 
er than by the standards of the pres- 
ent. As a matter of fact, said Dexter, 
the Pilgrims themselves were only a 
small minority of the colony, and the 
laws which they enacted were to sup- 
press the lawless element. None of the 
crimes imputed to them occurred until 
the colony had been settled for some 
time. 


€teamer Sunk in Collision 
Detroit, Sept. .7—Steamer Mill- 
waukee collided with steamer Nelson 
Mills in the St. Clair river and the 
Mills went to the bottom at once. 
James Barber, wheelsman on the Mills, 
and Mrs. T. J. Moore, wife of the engl- 
neer, were drowned. A second wheels- 
man on the Mills is reported missing. 
Immediately after the collision two 
boats put out from shore and the Mil- 
waukee lowered another and the work 
of rescue of survivors preceeded. Cap- 
tain Osborne of the Milwaukee said 
the Mills tried to cross his bow with- 
out warning and the collision was in- 
evitable. The Milwaukee is a modern 
steel package freighter, while the Mills 

is of the old type of wooden craft. 


Defiant Raiiroad President 

St. Paul, Sept. 7.—The state railroad 
and warehouse commission issued a 
subpoena to President Hill of the 
Great Northern railroad, citing him to 
appear before the commission Sept. 18 
and give evidence in the case of the citi- 
zens of Hastings against the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. The 
latter road carries coal for the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific be- 
tween the Twin Cities and Hastings.

Paris, Sept. 7—The discovery of a 
wooden box with a protruding fuse in 
tbe garden of the villa of Grand Duke 
Paul Alexandrovich in St. Cloud ere- 
ated a great sensation. Investigation 
showed that the box was filled with 
sand. The police are searching for the 
person who placed the box where it 
was found and believe that the prae- 
tical joker is a discharged servant. 


Insurgents Take Dominican Town 

Cape Haytien, Hayti, Sept. 7—De- 
tails of the capture of Dajabon, repub- 
lic of Santo Domingo, by five Dowini- 
can insurgent generals, show that at 
the head of 800 men they arrived be- 
fore Dajabon, which was only defend- 
ed by a garrison of 70 government sol- 
diers. The latter retired into the fort 
and the town capitulated to the insur- 
gent army.

SEGAL UNDER $25,000 BAIL 


freasurer and Assistant Treas- 
urer of Wrecked Concern Are

Philadelphia, Sept. 7.—To determine 
the respousibility of the directors of 
the wrecked Real Estate Trust com- 
pany, Banking Commissioner 
Berkey came here and appointed as 
special bank examiners Charles M. Vo!l- 
jum and Meyer Goidsmith, expert reg- 
istered accountants, who, with the con- 
sent of Receiver Earle, will make a 
thorough examination of the assets and 
jiabilities of the concern. 

Receiver Earle, after a conference 
with the company directors, issued a 
statement announcing that he hopes 
soon to reopen the bank and that all de- 
positors will be protected. Earle says 
the directors will help reorganize the 
company, but he did not say how much 
money they have guaranteed. 

The preliminary hearing of Adolph 
Segal, the promoter, W. F. North, treas- 
urer, and M. S. Collingwood, assistant 
treasurer of the Real Estate Trust 
company, took place yesterday after- 
noon. When the district attorney com- 
pleted bis case he asked the magistrate 
to hold the prisoners for trial in the 
same ball as that previously demanded, 
namely, $25,000 for Segal and $10,000 
each for North and Collingwood. This 
was done, but not before counsel for 
Segal had made a statement that Segal 
would prove his innocence in court. 

When it became known that Berkey 
had decided to personally interest him- 
self in the company’s affairs there im- 
mediately arose Many rumors concern- 
ing probable criminal action against 
the directors. That these reports were 
not unfounded was made plain by 
Berkey himself. Receiver Earle told 
Berkey that he would gladly welcome

The evidence presented through wit- 
nesses by District Attorney Bell at the 
hearing of Segal, North and Colling- 
wood disclosed the methods by which 
Segal and Hipple wrecked the com- 
pany The most damaging testimony 
was that to the effect that both Hipple 
sud Segal had repeatedly overdrawn 
their accounts with the knowledge of 
the treasurer and assistant treasurer. 

Receiver Earle’s plan for the reor- 
ganization of the defunct concern was 
given to the printer last night. It pro- 
vides for the reopening of the bank by 
the payment of 30 percent In cash to 
depositors and 30 percent In _ pre- 
ferred stock guaranteed by coilateral 
bonds, 40 percent to be paid within 60 
days. The directors of the Real Estate 
Trust company are to raise the neces- 
sary cash to make this settlement.

PEAGE PROJEGTS 


Are Apparently Making Little 
Headway In Cuba 


LIBERALS STANDING FIRM 


Want President and High Gov- 
ernment Officials to Resign-- 
Capote Would Satisty Them-- 
Merchants Favor Intervention 


Havana, Sept. 7—While the peace 
projects have caused a general suspen- 
sion of revolutionary operations, no ap- 
preciable progress towards anything 
like a satisfactory understanding has 


been made. The Liberal leaders insist 
that it is unjust to regard them as insur- 
gents and assert that they are merely 
seeking for peace, at the same time de- 
claring that not only must the terms 
of peace be better than heretofore talked 
of, but that there must be some un- 
questionable guaranty that the condi- 
tions will be carried out to the letter. 
The Moderates meanwhile continue in 
a waiting attitude. 

General Menocal says he has no rea- 
son to be disappointed with the prog- 
ress the negotiations are making, and 
that the sem!-official suspension of hos- 
tilities which began yesterday in Santa 
Clara and Havana provinces will be 
extended today to Pinar del Rio, giving 
the veterans a chance to get among 
their comrades and others in the field 
and push negotiations for peace. 
Menocal appears not to be discouraged 
by the attitude of the Liberals. 

The Liberals have not yet relin- 
quished the hope that they may be able 
to force the resignation of President 
Palma and all the high government of- 
ficlals. The succession of Vice Presi- 
dent Capote to the presidency is also 
discussed, Liberals seeming to think 
they could reach an understanding with 
him that would be satisfactory to all. 

Many business men of Havana ridi- 
cule the whole effort for what they call 
a patched-up peace, which, they allege, 
can be no more than temporary. Some 
go so far as to assert that the country 
never can be governed rightly or in- 
vestments be absolutely safeguarded 
unless the United States intervenes. 
This is frankly stated in some cases, 
also, by high government offictals. 

Despite all drawbacks, however, the 
fact that peace proposa's sre pending 
and that hostilities have been suspend- 
ed has brought more or !ess hopeful- 
ness to the people of Havana. 

Talk concerning. Capote’s succession 
to the presidency as one of the ways 
of settling the trouble is persistent. 
Asked about these and other points of 
the negotiations, Menocal said: “We 
have not got that far, but I can rost- 
tively assure you that thus far things 
are going satisfactorily.” 

When asked concerning the result of 
the conference yesterday with the Lib- 
erals, the general said: “Their wish 
for peace is the same as ours; we are 
all hopeful of accomplishing it, but 
we have not yet taken ‘ip the detalis.” 


Government Troops Routed 

Cienfuegos, Sept. 7—A detachment 
of 50 government troops from this city 
encountered a band of General Guz- 
man’s insurgents near Camaraones. 
In the fight which ensued the govern- 
ment force was routed, many being 
killed or wounded. There is great ex- 
eitement in Clenfuegos. 


Complaint of French Fishermen 

St. Johns, Sept. 7.—The French shore 
question has been revived under a new 
aspect. A French vessel fishing with- 
in territorial waters on the northeast 
coast complained that people on the 
coast destroyed her nets. British and 
French warships investigated and the 
imperial government invited the colony 
to punish Its subjects if found to be In 
the wrong. The colonial cruiser Fiona, 
with officials, has been dispatched to 
the scene to hold a full inquiry. 


King Alfonso Meets Strikers 
Bilbao, Sept. 7.—King Alfonso, In 
compliance with the request of the 
strike committee, recelved a delegation 
of workmen, shook hands with each of 
them and listened to a lengthy state- 
ment of their grievances, promising to 
hand over to the proper ministry the 
memorial which was presented to him. 
The king expressed regret that his po- 
sition as a constitutional monarch 

would not permit him to do more. 


Rats Bite Woman to Death 

New York, Sept. 7.—Mrs. Elizabeth 
Van Hart, a paralytic, 60 years old, 
was killed by rats in her home in 
Elizabeth, N. J. Rats had attacked the 
helpless woman as she sat in a chair, 
possibly asleep, and severed an artery 
m one of her feet that caused her to 
bleed to death. The flesh of both feet 
was much torn by the rodents. 


Baliconist’s Fall to Death 

Oskaloosa, Kan., Sept. 7.—In full 
view of 2000 spectators at the Jefferson 
county fair, Jerry Turner, an Inexpe- 
rienced balloonist, was instantly killed. 
The balloon rose about 3000 feet. The 
parachute descended slowly, Turner 
performing on a trapeze below. When 
200 feet from the ground his hands 
loosened and he fell, head downward. 


Lipton May Again Try For Cup 

London, Sept. 7.—Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton sails for the United States Sept. 21. 
He is going to Chicago, but it is said 
that while in New York he probably 
will discuss with the committee of the 
New York Yacht club the conditions 
under which he may again challenge for 
the America’s cup.

Massachusetts Democrats Not 
All Shouting For Bryan. 


QuINGY AND MORAN AT ODDS. 


Conservatives Still Fighting Dis- 
trict Attorney.e 


The reveption to William Jennings 
Bryan in New York, upon his return 
from abroad, has touched the Massa- 
chusetts Democracy with mixed emo- 
tions. When it was announced from 
abroad that he had become corserva- 
tive during his ‘long period of political 
retirement, a great shout went up.from 
all the different elements of the De- 
mocracy. All the conservatives were 
willing to welcome him back to the 
country, and hand out to him the Demo- 
cratic nomination two years hence on 
the supposition that his radicalism had 
been tempered by several hard win- 
ters, and they were especially glad to 
welcome him as a lesser evil as a 
presidential candidate than William 
Randolph Hearst. 

But some of the Massachusetts 
Democrats returned from New York 
in a very confused state of mind. They 
are wondering what has become of Mr. 
3ryan’s couservatism and in what re- 
spect he is less radical than in 1896, 
except upon the single subject of free 
silver, and even upon that. some of 
fbem have private opinions differing 
somewhat from the published state 
ments. _ 

For instance, quite a number of the 
members of the conservative Democe- 
racy are not hilariously enthusiastic 
over the nationalization. of railroad 
trunk lines, even though Mr. Bryan 
stands committed to that proposition. 
They feel as strongly in regard tg that 
matter as they did in 1896 on the sub- 
ject of free silver. But if Mr. Bryau 
is radical, they do not feel that he is 
quite as radical as William R. Hearst, 
and for that reason they are not saying 
anything at present for publication, but 
it is plainly evident that the program 
of Mr. Bryan is much more radical 
than they had expected to find it. 

Aside from that, there are many 
Democrats who feel that if George 
Fred Williams is to be the Massachu- 
setts mentor of Mr. Bryan, there will 
not be much opportunity for anybody 
else to.figure very largely in the coun- 
sels of war later on. 

Sti! Opposing John B. Moran. 

_ The political situation in this state 
is still very much in the fog on the 
Democratic side. Chairman Josiah 
Quincy of the Democratic state com- 
mittee does not yet admit that Moran 
is as good as nominated. He does not 
even admit that he will be nominated at 
any time in the future. He is thor- 
oughly convinced from a careful ir- 
vestigation extending over the whole 
commonwealth that there is ten times 
more hot air than votes in the Moran 
movement up todate. He is just as de- 
termined as ever to fight for the nomi- 
vation of a discreet and conservative 
candidate as he was two months ago. 

On the other hand, Mr. Moran feels 
absolutely certain that he will be able 
to swoop down upon the Democratic 
convention and elope with the nomina- 
tion. He is a very different man today 
from what he was a few days before the 
withdrawal of Mr. Whitney. At that 
time he was pretty well convinced that 
he was beaten. He was a compara- 
tively meek citizen, sobered by the 
thought that he would probably have to 
run upon the Prohibition ticket against 
a regular Democrat and a Republican 
eandidate for governor. No sooner was 


Whitney out of it than his attitude 
changed. From a man under the 


shadow of prospective defeat with a 
despairing look in his eyes, he became 
once more the old jaunty, defiant, and 
egotistic Moran. 

It is this Moran whom Quincy pro- 
poses to defeat for the nomination if 
possible. It may be said that the con- 
servative Democrats believe that they 
can defeat the district attorney without 
any great amount of difficulty, if the 
task is undertaken at once. There are 
still three weeks to the caucuses, and 
in those weeks an enormous amount of 
organization and rallying can be done. 

It is realized that any Democrat 
who stands up as an opponent of Mo- 
ran will offer himself as a target to the 
vilification and the abuse of the en- 
tire Moran following. Whitney was 
perfectly willing to be assailed by Mo- 
ran so long as he thought he had the 
backing of the party leaders, and it 
was only when he discovered, after he 
had practically demolished the Moran 
movement, that some of the leaders 
were rather jealous of his prominence 
and anxious to shine themselves, that 
he threw up the sponge in disgust. The 
one prominent leader in the Democratic 
column who has stood like a rock 
against the turbulence of the Moran 
Inoverment is Josiah Quincy. He has 
nejther been alarmed at it, dismayed 
at its apparent growth, or afraid to say 
what he thinks of it. If he were him- 
self to be a candidate he would cer- 
tainly have a strong following all over 
the commonwealth. _ In this contest he 
has certainly shown a tremendous 
amount of sand and it is evident that 
Moran is more afrald of him and his 
machinations than of anybody else in 
the commonwealth. 

-Hevcertainly has a right to be, for 
Mr. Quincy is an astute. politician 
; with a wide experience, fertility in ex-

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Fight Grows Bitter 

As the fight develops there is more 
and more evidence that its bitterness 
is growing. Mr. Quincy- has declared 
that the fight will go on until after the 
caucuses, after the convention, and 
possibly even beyond that.« If this is 
not an intimation that the conservative 
Democracy will fight to a finish against 
the hot-headed district attorney, it is 
difficult to interpret exactly what the 
meaning is, conceded in these words. 

When Mr. Moran ran for the office 


‘of district attorney of Suffolk county 


he was an unknown quantity, an un- 
tried official. Today, according to 
leading Democrats, he has been tried 
and found wanting. He has instituted 
plenty of actions, but thus far none of 
them have borne fruit except seme 
minor matters, and all of them have 
had a political complexion. There is 
undoubtedly some ground to the asser- 
tion that his chief steck in trade is 
promises rather than performance. 
Certainly he is not the type of man 
who has usually been elected governor 
of Massachusetts. He is hardly in the 
same class with Wolcott, Russell, Rob- 
inson, Long, Boutwell and Andrew. 
The famous Essex club opened its 
eampaign in this state last week in its 
annual summer outing to Nahant. The 
principal speaker was United States 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, who made 
the occasion noteworthy by an addresa 
which held the attention of all. The 
senator is im good health, and his re 
marks were full of humor and con- 
vincing logic. He made an especial 
plea for the election of Republican 
members of congress, pointing out the 
tremendous amount of work they had 


accomplished in the interest of the 
commonwealth during the last year. 
He showed that since July 1, 1898, 


there has been expended for improve 
ments upon the rivers and harbors ot 
Massachusetts the sum of $7,823,105.00. 
He showed that there had been appro- 
priated by the last session of congress 
for the state of Massachusetts $2,171,- 
570.00 for public buildings, aids te 
uavigation, harbor improvements, for- 
tifications and arsenals. 

It has long been the Democratie ery 
that Massachusetts should have meni- 
bers of congress of a different political 
faith from those who at present repre- 
sent her, in order that she might re- 
ceive greater consideration at the hands 
of the national government. sut it 
should be noted that when the delega- 
tion was nearly equally divided, the 
state fared no better; in fact, it fared 
not nearly as well as when the delega- 
tion was nearly all Republican. 

The present Republican delegation 
In congress bas done splendid service, 
as Mr. Lodge pointed out, and deserve 
well of their constituents who desire 
the best service possible.

Even his royal highness 
the baby does not miss his accustomed 
outing on account of the weather. 
Nunu, the nurse, will shorten the great 
ribbon streamers of the white cap she 
Wears, and she pins up her dress to es- 
cape the muddy stréets. Le bebe him- 
self is resplendent in the laces and 
feathers which are an inseparable fea- 
ture of the magnificent devotion which 
the French bestow upon an infant; he 
is snugly tucked in his gocart, the hood 
Is raised if it is a heavy downpour— 
anything less is thought to be good for 
him—and off he goes.—Harper’s Bazar.

He who, keenly sensitive, with many 
powers of indignation in him, can be 
provoked and yet restrain himself and 
forgive—he is the strong man, the spir- 
itual hero.

AT HUSBAND'S DEATHBED 


Griet Stricken Woman Ends Her 
Life With Revolver 

Boston, Sept. 8—Mrs. David E. 
Sharretts, wife of David E. Sharretts, 
a cashier in the office of the war de- 
partment at Washington, shot and 
killed herself at the Massachusetts 
Homeopathic hospital over the body of 
her husband, who had died only five 
minutes before at the institution. Mrs. 
Sharretts’ act is attributed to an ex- 
cited mental condition, following the 
long strain. 

Mrs. Sharretts ended her life while 
alone in the room with her husband’s 
body. Sharretts was 44 years of age 
and his wife was two years younger. 
Sharretts came to Boston from Wasbh- 
ington several weeks ago for treatment 
for an intestinal disorder.

Illinois Man Says Nebraskan

New York, Sept. 8.—Roger C. Sulll- 
yan, member from Illinois of the Demo- 
cratic national committee, last night is- 
sued a lengthy statement in which he 
replied to the recent attacks made upon 
bim by Mr. Bryan.

LAKE OF QUICKSILVER. 


Remarkable Discovery Made 
Mountains of Vera Crus. 

A lake of quicksilver, covering an 
area of more than three acres and 
having a depth ranging from 10 to 50 
feet, has been discovered in the moun- 
tains of the state of Vera Cruz,. says 
a dispatch from Mexico City, Mexico, 
to the New York World. The value of 
the product is estimated at many 
millions of dollars. 

The news of this discovery was 
brought to Mexico City by C. A. Bungi, 
a reputable mining man, who de- 
clared he was suffering from mercurial 
poisoning from having spent much 
time investigating the extent of the 
lake and coming in contact with the 
quicksilver. He went to Santa Rosalia 
Springs, in the state of Chihuahua, 
where he took a course of treatment 
for his ailment. He returned to Mexico 
City fully restored in health. 

Mr, Bungi interested F. Lagerwall, a 
wealthy iron manufacturer of Sweden, 
who is now in Mexico on business, and 
J. B. Feelin of New York, who accom- 
panied Bungi to the state of Vera Cruz 
and proved the truth of his discovery. 

This lake of quicksilver has been 
known to the Indians of that locality 
for many generations. It is situated 
far up in the mountains in an almost 
inaccessible position. Its surface is 
partly covered by stones. It is be- 
lieved that volcanic action in the 
mountains above smelted the quick- 
silver out of the cinnabar ore and that 
it ran down and filled this depression. 

Lagerwall and Feelin have agreed to 
provide the capital for the operation of 
the rich find. A tunnel will be driven 
through the base of the mountain and 
the quicksilver will be brought down 
by means of gravity.

SURGERY ON THE RAILS. 


Erie Railroad Has a Complete Hos- 
pital on Wheels. 

In car 1099 the Erie railroad has 
added a complete hospital on wheels 
to its equipment, says the New York 
Herald. It is provided for use when in 
case of an accident passengers or em- 
ployees are injured and the nearest 
hospital is so far away that operations 
on the spot become necessary. 

Divided into two compartments, the 
sixty foot car has an operating room 
fifteen feet ten inches in length, equip- 
ped with an Isaacs operating ta>le, 
with a movable head and foot exten- 
sion, an instrument sterilizer on the 
right and a surgeon's basin on the left. 
The car also has two lockers equipped 
with surgical instruments and stocked 
with bandages, plasters, sponges, an- 
aesthetics, antiseptics, astringents and 
other medical and surgica! necessities. 

Four foot slide doors in either side, 
with portable steps, permit of an easy 
entrance with a stretcher to the room, 
which has ten side windows and a 
large window in the roof over the op- 
erating table. All are of ground glass 
and provided with white rubber roller 
curtains. Two four flame acetylene 
gaslights and two smaller ones furnish 
light at night. A gravity water system 
to furnish both hot and cold water can 
be regulated by a surgeon with a valve 
operated by the foot. 

Two sliding doors with ground glass 
windows lead to the ward room, forty- 
three feet four Inches in length, equip- 
ped with eleven brass bedsteads and a 
lavatory and saloon. Boxes under the 
ear carry crutches, splints, army 
stretchers, surgical implements, wreck- 
ing tools and other accessories. The 
car rests on six wheel trucks.

At Inter Club 
Yacht Race 
Under. Auspices of 
Squantum Clad 


One of the most successful and prob- 
ably the last yacht race of the season 
among local clubs was the inter club 
race sailed Saturday under the auspices 
of the Squantum Yacht club. There 
was a large fleet of boats out, thirty 
eight competing in the several classes. 
The wind was strong from the south- 
east filling the bay with white caps and 
rather strong for full sail. 

The dory class bad a course of seven 
miles and all other classes a course of 
eleven miles. ‘The preparatory gun 
sounded at 3 o’clock and ten mioutes 
later the gun for the start of the class 
X boats. The other classes were sent 
away at intervals of five minutes, 

The Elizabeth F. led the dory class in 
crossing the line at the start with the 
Barbara and Sunny Jim, close behind, 
the balance of the fleet bringing up in 
the rear well banched. The positions 
changed somewhat before the finish and 
the Sunny Jim was the first to crosi 
while the Elizabeth F. whicb led thes 
fleet at the start, finished in fourth 
place. 

Class C. the topmast class, had but 
two starters, tbe Violet and Thialfi. 
The Violet took a long tack toward 
Long Island, while the Thialfi stood 
over toward the Wollaston shore. By a 
series of tacks the Vivlet rounded the 
buoy off Half-Moon ahead of the Thialfi 
and succeeded in ipcreasing her lead 
somewhat before the. finish. 

The Eleanor of Vice-Commodore 
Sawyer had hard lu kat the start, which 
probably lost the race. In hoisting the 
mainsail just before the start the sheet 
caught in one of the backstays ripping 
a hole in the sail near the top. He 
continued in the race, however, and 
finished in seventh position. The 
Alpha led the class over tbe course, 
finishing before the boats io Class UC. 
which started five minutes earlier. She 
lost the race to the Sentinel on time 
allowance. 

The boats in Class B. got somewhat 
mixed up at the start. The Goblin on 
the port tack met the Linnett coming 
on the starboard tack: They either 
had to collide or the Goblin ram the 
judges boat. The two met and the 
Goblin tore a hole in the Linnett’s 
mainsail with her bowsprit. The latter 
boat had to withdraw as did also the 
Goblin a few minutes later, as she had 
her mainsail torn by coming in contact 
with another boat. The Sheila got the 
gun but lost on time allowance to the 
Poor Boy. 

All eyes were on the Cape cat class, 
as they are known as the scrappers. The 
Marvel got away first closely followed 
by all of the others in the class except 
the Iris, which kept well to the wind- 
ward, ‘The class sailed a very pretty 
race which was won by the Iris of 
Commodore Crane.

Neither of 
these protests were allowed.

All the Public 
Schools Have 


An Overplas 
Of Pupils 


All of the public schools in Quincy 
opened this morning, and, as was 
anticipated, it is quite a problem ‘just 
how to provide the necessary accom- 
modations for the army of school chil- 
dren which reported. 

Many school children are still away, 
not having returned from their vaca- 
lions. These will only serveato swell 
the number who reported this morning. 

Just what the conditions will be and 
how all will be accommodated has not 
yet been figured out. There is not a 
building in the city but has more than 
it complement of children, so that all 
are crowded. 

Some buildings are more crowded 
than others and: it will be necessary 
to secure ontside rooms in some dis- 
tricts, particularly Atlantic. 

At the Adams, Lincoln and John 
Hancock buildings, there is a jam, and 
it will be necessary to do some shifting 
about. Even the new Washington 
building has more than its full comple- 
ment. 

The worst condition of course, is at 
the High school. The plan as outlined 
in Saturday’s Ledger is being carried 
out on the supposition that the Wood- 
ward Institute directors will, at its 
meeting this afternoon, grant the use 
of its rooms to the High school for af-’ 
ternoons. 

As now planned something like fif- ~\ 
teen classes will use the Woodward for 
recitation purposes. The remainder 
oi the school will attend at the building 
on High School avenue where two ses- 
sions will be held. 


At the Woodward Institute, this 
noon, Principal Plummer said it was 
impossible for him to tell what the 
enrollment of the sehool would be. 
Quite afew who were registered had 
not reported and quite a few reported 
who had not registered. 

Some of these did not bring’ their 
promotion cards, so that he was nn- 
able to give any figures, 

Twenty-four additional seats have 
been put in this year, and these will all 
be used. 

Mr. Plummer said that there was no 
question but what the enrollment this 
year would be in excess of last year, 
and the largest in the history of the 
school, and up to the full capacity of 
the building.

The Quincy 


Trolley Express 


_. Takes Everything ~ 


{From the Boston Herald.) 

‘*Ship by electric express,’’ wrote a 
customer at the end of a substantial or- 
der received by a Boston business house 
the other day, ‘‘as I must have the goods 
this afternoon.’’ 

The Boston man was anxious to com- 
ply, as the customer was a rather val- 
ued trader who kept a large store in one 
of the summer towns on the Buzzard’s 
Day shore. But ‘‘electric exprass’’ was 
a new one for him. He had never 
heard of it. Neitber had his clerks. He 
got out bis shipping lists, but failed to 
find that he hL.d ever used any such 
thing as an ‘‘electric express.’’ Then he 
rang up on the phone and got into com- 
munication with the Buzzard’s bay 
man. 

‘*What’s this ‘electric express’ you 
want your stuff shipped by ?”’ he asked. 
“We can’t find any such company, and 
Ican’tsee how it is possible to get 
your order down this afternoon.”’ 

It was the turn of the down-country 
man to be surprised. ‘‘Why,’’ he 
ejaculated, ‘‘the electric express is the 
biggest thing we've got for shipping 
things quick. I use it every day, and 
can get almost anything I want from 
New Bedford two or three hours after 
I order it. Supposed, of course, Bos- 
ton had it, but:if you baven’t, I'll have 
to call the order off and get my stuff in 
New Bedford, for I’ve got to have it 
this afternoon sure.’’ 

And that afternoon when the heavily 
laden trolley freight car passed his door, 
it landed just what he wanted from a 
wholesale house at the other end of the 
line. While the Boston man was getting 
busy to find out why Boston couldn’t 
have as good shipping facilities as the 
southern end of the state. He learned 
that for full five years electric.expresses 
have been operated in that region, to 
the great advantage of business “men, 
while as yet they are unknown in the 
Hub. 

The trolley express service has long 
been a practical fact in the West, and 
to some extent in New York, but by 
some strange twist of circumstance its 
New England development has _ been 
confined almost entirely to the shores 
of Narragansett and Buzzard’s bays. 
It happens that the trolley companies of 
that region saw the opportunities of 
the scheme long ago, and took steps to 
grasp them. Their rapid growth shows 
how well business men have availed 
themselves of the facilities for trade ex- 
tention, and ought to furnish a broad 
hint for the enterprising merchants of 
Boston. 

Already the main lines of travel are 
covered by a network of trolley express 
routes, joining Providence, Fall River, 
New Bedford, Onset, Middleboro, 
Taunton, Brockton and as far west as 
Danielson, Ct. Northward they have 
come as near Boston as Abington, and 
as soon as the necessary grants are made 
by towns lying between, it is expected 
that the service will reach Boston it- 
self. 

The trolley express is the logical out- 
come of the public’s experience with 
trolley passenger lines. If the one 
proved such a convenience for carrying 
people, why not the other to carry their 
baggage and light freight ? No sooner 
was the experiment tried than its suc- 
cess was assured, and ever since the 
purpose of its projectors has been to 
extend the service and to increase its 
utility. Long ago the experimental 
cars, refitted from decrepit passenger 
coaches, gave way to larger and more 
convenient express cars specially de- 


signed for their work, and now the 


companies are'devoting as much atten- 
tiom to the development of the freight 
traffic as to passenger service, and with 
quite as valuable returns. 

The first electric express car appeared 
in Providence on May 27, 1901, In the 
course of its absorption of various trac- 
tion utilities, the Rhude Island Com- 
pany had found itself called upon to 
operate an along shore line of coal cars, 
and had put in commission an electric 
locomotive, {t was but natural that 
other freight demand as ready carriage, 
and that shortly it became necessary to 
provide suitable cars for carrying it. 
Therefore the company inadvertantly 
drifted into the electric express busi- 
ness in that line growing so rapidly 
that it had to be faced asa separate 
branch of railroading. 

So the first experimental get-up was 
succeeded by well constructed freight 
cars, which from time to time grew 
larger and finer, tilltoday cars are not 
less than 40 feet long, and fitted as com- 
modiously as the express cars of any 
steam road. Large depots are main- 
tained, and not less than 25 carloads of 
freight matter a day are hauled over 
roads radiating not less than 35 miles. 

The New Bedford & Onset road was 
the first in Massachusetts to establish 
an electric express, starting business, 
under a special grant of the Legislature 
in July. 1902; only a year fafter the be- 
ginning in Providence. One car was 
used at first, but as others became 
necessary they were built and put in 
operation, over the company’s 21 miles 
of track in New Bedford, Fairhaven, 
Mattapoisett, Marion, Wareham and 


_ | Onset. 


So pronounced was the success that 
the company extended the service over 


the tracks of the Dartmouth & West- 
port company to Fall River, in March, 
1903, thus covering a span of 35 miles. 
About a year ago this was still further 
extended by the operation of cars be- 
tween Fall River and Providence, con- 
necting with the Rhode Island system. 
Today these companies together cover 
a stretch of thickly settled industrial 
country running from Danielson, Ct., 
on the west, almost 100 miles to Monu- 
ment beach on the east. 

The Old Colony company watched 
the development of the freight carry- 
ing business with interest, especially 
since the New Bedford company was 
using its tracks in Fall River for its 
business. So the company applied for 
the necessary legislation, and put on 
a line between Providence and Taunton 
last spring. In a few weeks this was 
extended from Taunton to Brockton, 
and still later from Brockton te Whit- 
man, Rockland and Abington. As 
stated, it is contemplated to eventually 
carry this line to Boston, while the 
management is anxiously awaiting the 
necessary grants to enable the establish- 
ment of direct lines between Taunton 
and Fall River, New Bedford and 
Middleboro and Taunton and Middle- 
boro. 

.The electric express was not designed 
as a competitor of the steam roads, but 
merely to give to the territory along its 
route the same kind of service the steam 
roads did along theirs. There has been 
no effort at cutting rates. but rather to 
build up’ business by furnishing new 
routes of transportation and bringing 
cars into direct connection with the 
people at their homes io the country 
and the business houses at the doors of 
their warehouses. 

It supplements the steam railroad 
freight service by tapping its depots at 
frequent points, bringing them goods 
for shipment, and distributing the goods 
they bring from remote points. The fact 
that steam freight traffic has not been 
diminished proves conclusively that the 
realm of the trolley express was exclu- 
sively its own. It has built up in its 
own territory a traffic which did not 
formerly exist. 

The variety of interests which have 
been served by the trolley express is 
forcibly illustrated in the remarkable 
exhibits found on the cars. Meats, pro- 
visions and other food supplies form a 
considerable part of the cargoes, whole- 
salers finding the routes calculated to 
serve their wants as the steam lines 
never didor could. Lumber, ice, house- 
hold furniture, garden truck and general 
merchandise form a large part. 

Along the shores of Narragansett acd 
Buzzard’s bays, the fishermen have 
found it more conyenient to haul their 
fisb, oysters, clams and scallops half a 
mile or so to the trolley express station 
than to haul them all the way to the 
steam railroad depot. The farmers of 
Rhode Island, who formerly marketed 
their goods almost entirely in Provi- 
dence, Newport and Fall River, now 
supply in large degree the New Bedford, 
Wareham and Taunton markets through 
the service of the trolley express In 
Fall River a veritable produce exchange 
has grown up since the advent of the 
trolley freight. The Cape Cod cran- 
berry grower now ships his crop from 
the edge of his bog instead of hauling 
miles to the railroad station, as he 
formerly did, 

The electric express takes almost any- 
thing for transportation, from an ounce 
to halfa ton in weight, though some- 
times restricted as to method of car- 
riage. For instance it would scarcely 
do to carry a donkey alongside a case of 
eggs in the same car, but horses and 
donkeys, cows, and eyen three elephants 
were transported in suitable cars. Live- 
stock is comparatively common when 
families are moving from snmmer to 
winter quarters, On the road between 
Middleboro and Wareham a considera- 
ble milk business is done. 


Broken Mysteriously. 

About two weeks ago Franklin 
Jacobs was taken to the Soldiers’ 
Home at Chelsea, suffering from what 
was thought to be rheumatism in his 
leg. At the home Mr. Jacobs ex- 
pressed the opiniofi that his leg was 
broken, but he was told it was im- 
possible. A surgeon from a Boston 
hospital found, however, that it was a 
fact and set the bone. How the break 
occurred is a mystery.

A Quincy branch of the U. S. Volun- 
teer Life Saving corps has just been 
organized and will hold a meeting 
Wednesday evening at 8 o'clock at the 
Y. M. C. A. building. All members of 
the Y. M. C, A. are invited and it will 
be the first of a series of instructive 
meetings.

Capt. Sadler writes: Mr. Long of the 
Quincy Y. M. C. A. is taking a great 
interest in the work and has kindly se- 
cured for us the use of a room in the 
building for our own instructions. All 
members of the crew will be recognized 
by the life saving shield on the breast 
of their bathing suits. 

A word about the Volunteer Life 
Savers. The object of the organization 
is to provide for the saving of human 
life on any of the waters of the United 
States. They aim to establish a station 
at all beaches and public bathing places 
that are not already provided for by the 
government, 

Owing to the fact that Quincy was 
not protected by life guards at their 
public bathing places we have organized 
a volunteer life saving crew whose 
object will be, not alone the saving of 
life, but to, furnish free of charge 
swimming instructions to all those 
wishing to learn. 

It seems rather late in the season, 

(but we are going to have a course of 
instructions during the winter by a 
most competent instructor, Commodore 
J. J. E, Reilly of the U. S. V. I 

C., on resuscitation, artificial respira- 
tion, and first aid to the injured. 

The crew is fully equipped with life 
Saving apparatus and an emergency 
chest consisting of lint and gauze ban- 
dages, splints, salve, absorbent cotton, 
adhesive plaster, scissors, tweezers, 
blankets, towels, safety pins and restor- 
atives. 

Offtimes a person is taken from the 
water in an unconscious condition and 
practically drowns on dry land for the 
wapt of proper and immediate atten- 
tion; each member of the crew will be 
competent to take care of all cases of 
that nature. If there is only one life 
saved during the existance of the crew 
we can feel amply repaid for orgapiz- 
ing. 

But have your children learn to take 
care of themselves around the water 
and it will save lots of worry and oft 
times pain. 

All the members of the different 
crews mourn the loss of their beloved 
and hero friend, Capt. James Farrell of 
the Charlesbank crew, who gave his 
life in helping his fellow beings. God 
will certainly reward such a noble sac- 
rifice. It is impossible fur a person to 
realize what it means to have a life or 
death struggle with a drowning person 
unless they have had the experience 
themselves. But it seems doubly hard 
when a person struggles with three and 
succeeds in rescuing them only to see 
that person die from the effects of his 
efforts. Long live the name of all such 
self-sacrificing heroes as Capt. Farrell.

marked by blackened walls, 
burned houses, broken windows and 
shattered doors. Not a single store is 


intact in Warsaw and Peknaya, the 
principal commercial streets.

MARTIAL LAW NOW 


Co Serious Crisis Reached In the 
' 


Cuban Insurrection 


NO PARDON FOR REBELS 


Prominent Liberals, Including 


Congressmen, Who JHave Not 
Fied Are Placed Under Arrest 
--Peace Advocates Now Declare 
Against the Government 


Havana, Sept. 11—President Palma 
last night issued a decree suspending 
all constitutional guarantees, particu- 
larly the articles Nos. 15, 16, 17, 19, 22, 
23, 24 and 27, in the provinces of Pinar 
del Rio, Havana and Santa Clara. The 
law enforcing public order, which is 
equivalent to martial law, is also put 
into immediate effect in the three 
provinces named. 

A supplemental decree has been is- 
sued suspending the decree of Aug. 28, 
pardoning repentant rebels, and order- 
ing that all rebels be arrested and 
jailed. Both decrees have been com- 
municated to all officers in the field. 

Coincident with the issuance of the 
decrees, which followed last night’s 
decision not to yield to the peace de- 
mands, the goverment ordered the ar- 
rest of practically every prominent 
Liberal. Alfredo Zayas, president of 
the Liberal party, and several others 
have disappeared. Among other Lib- 
erals arrested are Congressman Vil- 
luendas, brother of Congressman En- 
rique Villuendas, who was killed in a 
fight with policemen at Cienfuegos a 
year ago, and Congressmen Borges and 
Varona. 

When the news of the issuance of 
these decrees reached the veterans’ 
peace committee, which was in ses- 
sion at the home of General Menocal, 
there was immediate and almost unan- 
imous denunciation of President Pal- 
ma and other members of the govern- 
ment. Senator Sanguili, independent, 
made an impassioned speech, in which 
he declared that there remained for 
Cubans but two roads to travel, one of 
honor, and the other of disgrace. The 
government, he said, had refused of- 
fers cf endeavors to settle the diffi- 
culty pacifically, and so nothing was 
left but to side with its opponents. 

General Collazo and other prominent 


veterans made similar speeches, and 
General Menocal coincided with the 
views of the other speakers. It ap- 


pears probable that most of the mem- 
bers of the veterans’ peace commis- 
sion will join the insurgents. 


The government does not intend that 
membership in congress shall shield 
anybody from arrest. Senator Morua 
del Gado was one of the first arrested, 
and several representatives were quick- 
ly added to the list of prisoners. Form- 
er representatives in congress and 
veterans are being searched for by po- 
lice. Senar Zayas and most of the 
other leading Liberals in this city have 
mysteriously disappeared. x 

The force of Colonels Avalos and 
Diaz, the latter being troops sent by 
the first armctred train, continued yes- 
terday on their way to Pinar del Rio. 

Colonel Tabares’ detachment has re- 
turned to Paso Real, where it is in 
quarters. No fighting was reported 
yesterday. Havana and Santa Clara 
provinces are quiet, but Santiago is re- 
ported uneasy. 

Notwithstanding the numerous crit- 
icisms of the government, the most 
cool and thoughtful of the Cuban peo- 
ple agree that the course taken was 
the only one possible, as negotiations 
with its enemies on conditions involv- 
ing practical abdication of authority 
were not to be thought of and the 
Liberals were not willing to negotiate 
on any other basis. 

It is authentically stated that the 
revolutionists have lan.ed a quantity 
of arms and ammunition at Manzanillo. 


Lands Obtained by Fraud 


Trenton, Sept. 11—Attorney General 
Moody has brought suit in the federal 
court here to recover possession of 
lands in Utah now held by the Utah 
Fuel company, alleging that repre- 
sentatives of the company induced 
agents to apply to the government for 
grants which on the day after their 
receipt were turned over to the Utah 
Fuel company. Moody charges that 
this was fraudulent and demands the 
return of the lands. 


Railroad Company Negligent 


New York, Sept. 11—A _ coroner's 
jury which inquired into the death of 
Charles Mahoney, a brakeman in the 
employ of the New York Central rail- 
road company, who was killed when 
an express ran into a freight train 
that had been derailed, found that the 
man came to his death by the negli- 
gence of the railroad company.

MANAGEMENT OF SERVANTS 


How to Engage a Maid and Instruct 
Her Intelligently. 

When engaging a servant be careful 
to explain her work to her; also show 
her that the work must be done in 
your way,and not hers or the way her 
former mistress had It done. When 
she does well in her work encourage 
her by a few words of praise. Never 
reprove her in the presence of others 
and above all while she is serving @ 
meal, says the New York Journal. 

Retain your temper at all times. 
Give your orders for each day as early 
as possible, and if it seems necessary 
write them down very distinctly and 
clearly on a piece of paper and fasten 
it up in the pantry, kitchen or some 
other convenient place. 

See that she is extremely neat in her 
dress, hair neatly and simply arranged, 
no jewelry worn, a perfectly clean 
apron, collar, cuffs and cap and a 
spotless gown. It is well to give strict. 
orders in regard to the hours when the 
servants are allowed to have visitors. 

Tell the maid who opens the door 
never to let the visitors stand in the 
hall, but to show them immediately 
into the drawing room. Instruct her 
carefully what she must say in reply 
to messages left at the door or when 
persons who call are not to be ad- 
mitted. 

Most persons prefer to have the maid 
say that “Mrs. Brown is not at home,” 
meaning that she is not at home to 
callers, It is purely a matter of form 
and is not considered an untruth. 
However, some persons are scrupulous 
in this matter and prefer to have the 
maid say, “Mrs. Brown begs to be ex- 
cused this afternoon.” 


How to Clean Matting. 

To clean matting it should be first 
swept thoroughly with a stiff broom, 
following the grain of the straw, then 
swept across the grain with a soft 
broom that has been dipped in warm 
water, says the New York Telegram. 
Then wash thoroughly in warm water 
in which a handful of salt has. been 
dissolved. Nothing brightens colored 
matting so much as the salt, and, 
moreover, it goes far to prevent it fad- 
ing. The light colored matting should 
be washed in water in which borax 
has been dissolved. If any grease 
spots are noticed before the matting 
is cleansed cover them with a mixture 
of prepared chalk wet with turpentine, 
which after being allowed to remain 
on for two days should be removed 
with a stiff brush. In the event of the 
grease having sunken in about one- 
eighth of washing soda added to the 
mixture will be effectual. Sweet milk 
is said to keep the matting in a good 
state of preservation, and it is only 
necessary to use the application about 
once a year. 


How to Cure Insomnia, 

There are several common sense 
ways of obtaining sleep, One of them 
is the application of cold wet cloths to 
the back of the head and neck. This 
treatment will not be followed by a 
reaction if it is continued for a number 
of minutes, and it often works surpris- 
ingly well, says a writer in World’s 
Work. Another way of solving the 
problem is to soak the feet in a hot 
bath until the veins become dilated 
with blood, or the whole body up to 
the hips may be given a hot soak. 
*With some people a two or three min- 
ute hip bath is the most effective rem- 
edy. Others find help in a few slow 
exercises which do not jar or excite 
the system, but simply bring some fa- 
tigue to the big muscles of the trunk 
and limbs. Friction of the skin, espe- 
clally of the lower part of the body, is 
another means, 


How to Care For a Molting Canary. 

In handling a molting canary keep it 
very warm, at least at 70 degrees, and 
carefully protected from drafts. A bird 
tonic, purchasable from any good drug- 
gist, should be given until the little 
pet recovers health and spirits. Usual- 
ly a bird stops singing through this 
period, and the rest is beneficial. 
Heavier food should be given, such as 
hard boiled yolk of an egg, with finely 
powdered cracker crumbs and a little 
cayenne pepper or a whole hard boiled 
egg chopped very finely and a little 
pulverized sugar. Opportunity to bathe 
every day should be given and the chill 
first taken from the water. 


How to Make Lemon Sherbet, 

For lemon sherbet put to boil in a 
clean basin two scant quarts of water 
and one pint of sugar, says the New 
York Telegram. Cook until clear, skim- 
ming if necessary. Meanwhile squeeze 
six lemons and grate a little of the yel- 
low peel into the juice. Djssolve a ta- 
blespoonful of gelatin in a quarter 
cup of cold water, heating it over the 
teakettle. When the sirup is clear 
pour into the lemon juice, add the gel- 
atin, cool and freeze. The beaten 
whites of two eggs may be used in- 
stead of the gelatin to give the ice 
body if preferred. 


How to Prepare Plants For Winter. 

If you have geraniums—or any other 
plant for that matter—that you intend 
to make use of in the window garden 
next winter do not allow them to bloom 
during summer, says a writer in Out- 
ing. Nip off every bud as soon as 
seen. Throw the strength of the plant 
into the development of branches. 
These should be shortened from time 
to time and made to produce side 
branches. In this way you get a 
bushy, compact plant with a score of 
‘blossoming points where there would 
‘be but few if you allowed the plant to 
train itself. 


How to Make Homemade Paste. 

A homemade paste that never sours 
or dries up is made by adding to one 
pint of smooth, thick—very thick— 
paste, which has been thoroughly 
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in progress.

CLOCKS FOR POLICE. 


Device to Keep Tabs on Som- 
erville (N. J.) Bluecoats. 


G00D AS A REGULAR ROUNDSMAN 


Automatic Timepieces Will Record 
Policemew’s Going and Coming. 
Must Be Wound Every Half Hour 
With Keys Distributed Along Offi- 
cers’ BDeate—How the Blueccoats Re- 
gard It. 


The guardians of the law of Somer- 
ville, N. J., are bewailing the proposed 
installation of a clocklike device which 
will keep tabs on them while on post 
with the efficiency of a regular rounds- 
man, says the New York Telegram. 
The town board has already passed 
favorably upon the plan, and it is to be 
experimented with as soon as some of 
the “clocks” which have been ordered 
arrive. 

Edward F. Brown, who is a New 
York broker by day and Somerville 
police commissioner at night, is re- 
sponsible for the new idea. It is to be 
worked out as follows: 

Every man on patrol duty will carry 
with him an automatic timepiece about 
two-thirds the size of a Waterbury 
alarm clock. Each clock is to have six 
keys and the keys are to be kept in 
separate boxes which will be stationed 
at six different points on his beat. 
Every half hour he must go to a dif- 
ferent box, take the key from it, wind 
his clock with it and thereby register 
his whereabouts at that time. Printed 
placards are to be distributed all over 
town informing the citizens where 
each policeman is supposed to be at 
certain times. By this p!an the police 
commissioner hopes to be able not only 
to keep tabs upon his men, but also to 
let the citizens know just where to 
summon police aid if it is desired. 

The rank and file of bluecoats here, 
however, do not take kindly to the 
plan. ‘They see terrifying possibilities 
in it and look upon its installation with 
dread. 

“Gee,” said the day foree, whose 
beat covers the whole town from 9 In 
the morning till 7 at night, “it looks as 
if they were trying to Binghamize us. 
Next thing you know we'll get the two 
platoon order and then one post.” And 
he groaned at the mental picture of 
such a calamity. 

“Of course, you know,” he continued, 
“there’s a portion of the force that ain't 
been living up exactly to the rules and 
regulations of this department. That 
portion has been seen at times patrol- 
ling his beat as if it were shaped like 
the letter Z, but I’m hanged if I can 
see why we should all be compelled 
to find the keyhole of a clock just be- 
cause one may miss it. Take it for 
mine, the wife will have to build an ex- 
tension on my vest pocket if I’ve got 
to carry a Waterbury clock to work 
with me.” 

Two-thirds of the night force almost 
wept when the sad news of the clock 
scheme was conveyed to them, 

“It's tough,” said one, 

“You bet,” said the other. 

Just then the other third of the mid- 
night squad arrived on the scene. 

“What's the row?’ he inquired. 

When informed of the new plan he 
was silent for a moment. Then he 
turned to the others and said, “Well, 
we'll have to learn solitaire, and that’s 
all there is to it.” 

“But penuchle’s a fine game,” mut- 
tered one of the others absentminded- 
ly. 

“Yes, but you can’t play it all by 
yourself,” was-the curt reply. 

Although the force is opposed to the 
clock scheme, the townsfolk think it's 
the one best bet—that is, the majority of 
them do. Some of them, however, are 
So pessimistic that they believe the 
police will soon find a way to “beat” 
their beat. - 

When the plan was outlined to the 
town poet, who is the most pessimistic 
of the lot, he chanted gloomily: 

“Dickery, dickery, dock, 
The cop wound up his clock; 
The clock struck one,

“That’s what it’ll be like,” he said, 
“and that’s no Mother Goose yarn. If 
& cop wants to kill time he’ll kill it, 
see!” 

And judging from the attitude of 
“the cops” if the clock device is in- 
stalled they will certainly try “to kill 
time.”

THE GUEST CHAMBER. 


Make the Room Fresh and Cheerfal 
and the Bed Comfortable. 

First of all, a hostess should find out 
if her spare room bed is comfortable 
by sleeping in it herself now and then. 

She should not put on it monumental 
pillows and bolsters unless she also 
provides something less neck twisting 
to sleep on. 

The bed should not be left made for 
weeks at a time and the sheets allowed 
to grow clammy and musty smelling. 

Above all, the windows should be 
opened every day and opened wide, not 
a stingy inch or two behind airproof 
draperies. There is nothing so depress- 
ing as being put to sleep in a room 
that smells “shut up.” 

Leave plenty of drawer and closet 
room for your guest’s belongings. 
Don’t fill every corner of the room with 
your own extra possessions. 

Contrive a good light by the bed, so 
that if your guest desires she may 
read before going to sleep. 

A hostess who is a real housekeeper 
will think of her own possible wants 
in fitting out her spare room for her 
women guests. 


CULINARY CONCEITS. 


Never stir cake after final beating. 
Beating motion should always be last 
used. 

When interrupted while frying in 
deep fat drop a crust of dry bread into 
the fat to prevent its burning. 

When the time for cooking vegeta- 
bles is limited pour boiling water over 
them, then drain and cook in the usual 
way. 

When frying croquettes be sure to 
plunge the basket in hot fat before the 
croquettes are placed in it. This will 
prevent them adhering to the wire 
when lifted out. 

When roasting meat to make the 
gravy nice and brown take a table- 
spoonful of sugar and melt in a pan 
till it smokes, then add boiling water, 
stir well and mix with the gravy. 

Cracker or bread crumbs used in coy- 
ering the tops of scallops, etc., should 
be well greased in melted butter. This 
makes a better covering than the dry 
crumbs dotted with butter and uses 
less of the latter ingredient. 


How to Buy Good Lamb. 

Stale lamb is always flabby and 
moist to the touch. It loses its firm- 
ness. strangely owing to organic 
changes having rapid course in its 
fibers. It is full of nitrogen, the gas 
that causes all decomposition and meat 
changes, and even one day alters the 
structure of both lean and fat curi- 
ously. 

Good fresh lamb should feel firm and 
should be plump in aspect. Its lean is 
a pinkish red and its fat white and 
hard. If a leg is bought it is a good 
plan to note the fore quarter of the 
animal, also to see if the vein in the 
neck is of the right blue tint. Quite a 
bright blue vein ts shown at the neck 
of a fresh lamb, but if the meat is not 
newly killed this vein will be one of 
the first tudications of coming decom- 
position, for its blue will change to a 
sickly green color. 


No Room For Mice. 

Last yeer I had the whole of the 
lath and plaster stripped in my house, 
also all the floors taken up. All the 
walls in the house were then coated 
with cement, as also were the joists of 
the floors, so that no mice could get in 
from adjoining houses through the 
flooring. My house is now absolutely 
impervious to mice. It is impossible 
for one to enter or remain, and I now 
no longer keep a cat. Any one has on- 
ly to look at the filthy condition exist- 
ing between lath and plaster and the 
boards between the floor and ceiling to 
kee how uncleanly any house must be 
that harbors mice. It would be a 
great stroke of sanitary reform if all 
building bylaws should prohibit the 
use of lath and plaster in constructing 
new houses.—London Express, 


Stale Sponge Cake. 

Stale sponge cake can be used to 
make a delicious pudding, fitting slices 
of it into a baking dish. Butter the 
dish first and sprinkle with sugar. 
Fit in the sponge cake and sprinkle 
with chopped almonds and cocoanut, 
both of which have been slightly 
browned in the oven. Put in another 
layer of cake and cover as before until 
the mold is full, and pour in a pint of 
milk which has been heated to the 
scalding point and mix with three 
yolks of eggs beaten with sugar. Pour 
this in, bake in a pan of water and 
serve with @ nice sauce.

MAN 
AILLED 


And Three 
Others Injured 
by Blast 

At Quarry 


One man was killed and three were 
injured by the explosion of an old blast 


Co. this morning. 

The man killed was William Larson, 
aged 35 years, of 18 Grove street. 

The injured men are John Miller, the 
foreman, of Hall place; James Malone, 
of Side street, and Charles Sappala of 
Station street. Miller and Malone were 
able to go to their homes after receiving 
first aid from Doctors John H. Ash and 
J. P. Reynolds, but Sappala was taken 
to the City Hospita!. 

Miller’s injuries consist of burns on 
the face by powder. 

Malone received injuries to bis stom- 
ach. His ribs were also injured but 
not fractured. 

Sappala’s injuries consist of cuts on 
the head and legs by flying rocks and 
burnt hands and arms. 

The explosion took place while the 
men were engaged in prying out some 
blocks of granite that had been lousened 
by a blast, 

The blast had taken place Tuesday 
afternoon. This morning the men un- 
der the direction of fureman Miller 
went to work with an air drill to open 
up the seams caused by the blast. . With- 
out warning there was a terrific expla- 
sion beneath them, and the. four: men 
were thrown in all directions. 

A large piece of rock struck Larson 
on the back of the head making a large 
hole and killing him instantly. 

It is thought that some of the powdet 
or dynamite used in Tuesday’s blast 
did not explode at that time, and that 
a spark from the steel drill being used 
ignited it. 

Willing hands quickly rushed to the 
injured men’s aid and Docturs Ash and 
Reynolds were quickly on the scene, 
The police and Hall’s ambulance were 


(also called by telephone. 


The physicians saw that Larson was 
beyond their aid, and gave their atten- 
tion to the injured men, Their wounds 
were quickly dressed, and as stated 
above Miller and Malone were taken to 
their homes and Sappala to the City 
Hospital. 4 

Medical Examiner Jones viewed the 
remains of Larson, and gave them in 
charge of an undertaker.

How to Care ror House Plants. 

House plants can be put out of doors 
with entire safety now. The best 
place for them is on a veranda shel- 
tered from the afternoon sun. Leave 
them in their pots. Plan for free cir- 
culation of air about them. Do not 
allow any that are to be made use of 
in the house néxt winter to bloom dur- 
ing the summer. Throw their strength 
into the production of branches. These 
should be nipped at the end from time 
to time to force the production of side 
branches, thus securing a bushy, com- 
pact plant with plenty of flowering 
points. If not properly trained most 
plants adapted to house culture will 
grow into awkward shapes, but with a 
little attention at the proper time they 
ean easily be made symmetrical. The 
proper time is now, while the plant is 
in process of development. 


How to Judge Melons. 

The first point in judging your melon 
is the welght. A heavy fruit is a good 
fruit, and if heavy, says the Pittsburg 
Dispatch, only the question of ripeness 
remains to be decided. A good ripe- 
ness test is the odor. A ripe fruit is 
fragrant, spicy, tempting to the nos- 
trils. Muskmelons with deep furrows 
and rough surfaces are sound and 
sweet. The color in the furrows is 
also worth noting. If very greeny 
green it is underripe; yellow, and it is 
apt to be mushy. A very smooth sur- 
face often means that the melon is 
everripe.. It may be sweet, but it will 
be too soft and dry for perfection.

A VISIT TO STRICKEN CITY 


Hundred and Forty Corpses 


Picked Up In Streets, While as 
Many More May Have Been 
Killed--One Christian Victim 


Warsaw, Sept. 12.—With the sanc- 
tion of the authorities, who provided 
an armed guard for the mission, a 
press correspondent visited Siedlce, 
the scene of the murderous events of 


Sept. 8, 9 and 10. The railway sta- 
tion was crowded with Jews, among 
whom were many starving women 
with infants in their arms. When 
there fell upon the ears of the fright- 
ened people the sound of a_ volley 
being fired in the town, half a mile 
away, a panic ensued, men trembling 
with fear and women imploring the 
soldiers for mercy, anticipating the 
slaughter of their loved ones and 
themselves.

The 
streets were littered with Jews’ hats, 
torn clothing and damaged carts. In 
Pienka street the houses were riddled 
with bullets. Cows and goats which 
had escaped from their pens during 
the reign of terror wandered about 
aimlessly. 

At the Victoria hotel, the interior 
of which had almost been demolished, 
the correspondent was obliged to 
turn back, shooting having recom- 
menced. He was made a prisoner by 
soldiers, but shortly afterwards re- 
leased by the governor’s order.

It is asserted that paid provocative 
agents so contrived matters that on 
Saturday the soldiers began shooting 
in the streets and bombarded houses, 


the occupants being forced to flee. It $ 


is related that soldiers killed the Jew- | 


ish proprietor of a fruit store, put his 
body under the table and ate his pro- 
visions as they were spread upon the 
table. Another refugee states that 
Saturday night the doctors at the 
Jewish hospital in Siedlce lighted the 
gas in that institution preparatory to 
operating upon the wounded who had 
been brought in, who numbered 7, 
when without warning the soldiers in 
the street opened fire upon the hos- 
pital, killing two of the inmates. 

As a man was taking his wife and 
newly-born child to a hospital they 
were fired upon by soldiers and the 
wife and child were killed. 

In many cases the soldiers spared 
the lives of Jews upon the payment 
of the ménaced persons of $25. 

By actual count 140 corpses were 
picked up in the streets, and it is 
stated that as many more bodies are 
hidden in cellars. Only one Chris- 
tian is known to have been killed and, 
so far as can be learned, no sol- 
dier was killed. 

Trainloads of fugitives are leaving 
Siedlce for the south. A Jewish 
child who begged permission of a 
military officer to search for his par- 
ents, was kicked away by the officer. 


Girl Murderer’s Fate Unknown 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 12.—Zenaide 
Konoplianikyoyo, the girl who assas- 
sinated General Min at Peterhof, 
and who was sentenced by court-mar- 
tial to be hanged last night, was taken 
out of the fortress of St. Peter and St. 
Paul yesterday and placed on board a 
ship bound for the Schlusselburg pris- 
on. Her friends still hope that a re- 
| prieve is possible, but a rumor is in 
| circulation that she was executed at 
daybreak. 


Warsaw Jews Searched 

Warsaw, Sept. 12.—Soldiers last 
night searched the Jewish quarter. 
Several conflicts resulted and two Jews 
were killed and 11 seriously wounded. 
Forty-two supposed revolutionists 
have been arrested here and will be 
tried by a field court martial. A mili- 
tary officer was killed here last night 
by terrorists. 


Two Duelists Killed 
Brooksville, Ga., Sept. 12—A duel 
with pistols occurred here between 
Lee W. Hicks, a conductor on a pas- 


Senger train, and J. M. Higginbot- 
ham, a contractor of Brooksville. 
Both men were killed. The fight 


took place on the platform of a car 
as the train was leaving the station. 


Root Honored in Lima 

Lima, Peru, Sept. 12.—Secretary 
Root and family visited the cathedral 
and other places of interest here.

Washington, Sept. 12.—The critical 
situation in Cuba is absorbing the 
attention of the administration to the 
exclusion of all other foreign topics 
as indicated by the activity of the of- 
ficials in the state, navy and war de- 
partments.

free hand in this matter. The danger 
of future control by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany is too great. 

In our judgment this question of rates 
is the most vital one to be dealt with 
and it is of the utmost importance that 
it should be settled before and not after 
the franchise has been granted, 

It should be stated that the City can- 
not legally make it a condition or part 
of the order to specify or limit rates. 
Rut, on the other hand, itis perfectly

Bryan Not Dictating Policy of 


the Democratic Party

RAILWAY OWNERSHIP

Has Not Changed His Opinion 
That It Should be Vested In 
the Government and Gives His 
Reasons For Thinking So 


Louisville, Sept. 13.—Entering the 
southland for the first time in 20 
years, William J. Bryan was welcomed 
with spontaneous gladness. He seized 


the opportunity to make & state- 
ment in explanation of his New York 
speech on government ownership of 
railroads, saying in part: 

“In my speech at the New York re- 
ception, I made some remarks con- 
cerning the government ownership of 
railways and thought that I had ex- 
pressed myself so clearly that my po- 
sition could not be misconstrued 
even by those who desired to mis- 
construe it. ‘The New York speech 
was prepared in advance. It was not 
only written, but it was carefully re- 
vised. It stated exactly what it 
wanted to state and I have nothing 
to withdraw or modify in the state- 
ment therein made. 

“This statement of my views has 
been assailed by some as an attempt 
to force these views upon the Demo- 
cratic party and by some as an an- 
nouncemcet of an intention to insist 
upon the incorporation of these views 
in the next Democratic national plat- 
form. 

“Let me answer these two charges. 
I have tried to make it clear that I 
expressed my own opinion and I have 
never sought to compel the acceptance 
of my opinion by anyone else. Re- 
serving the right to do my own 
thinking, I respect the right of every- 
one else to do his thinking. 

“If you ask Me wigher the ques- 
tion of government ownership will be 
an issue in the campaign of 1908, I 
answer I do not know. If you ask 
me whether it ought to be in the plat- 
form, I reply that I cannot tell until 
I know what the Democratic voters 
think upon the subject. If the Dem- 
ocrats believe that the next platform 
should contain a plank in favor of gov- 
ernment ownership, then that plank 
ought to be included. If the Demo- 
crats think it ought not to contain 
such a plank, then such a plan ought 
not to be included. It rests with the 
party to make the platform and in- 
dividuals can only advise. I have 
spoken for myself and for myself 
only, and I did not know how the sug- 
gestion would be received. 

“I am now prepared to confess to 
you that it has been received more 
favorably than I expected. There is 
this, however, I do expect, namely, 
that those Democrats who oppose pub- 
lic ownership will accompany their 
declaration against it with the asser- 
tion that they will favor government 
ownership whenever they are con- 
vinced that the country must choose 
between government ownership of the 
roads and railroad ownership of the 
government. 

“I still advocate strict regulation 
and shall rejoice if experience proves 
tha. that regulation can be made ef 
fective. 1 will go farther than that 
and say that I believe we can have 
more efficient regulation under a 
Democratic administration with a 
Democratic senate and house than we 
are likely to have under a Republican 
administration with a Republican sen- 
ate and house, and yet I would not 
be honest if I did not frankly admit 
that observation has convinced me that 
no such efficient regulation is possi- 
ble and that government ownership 
can be undertaken on the plan out- 
lined with less danger to the country 
than is involved in private ownership 
as’ we have had it or as we are likely 
to have it. 

“Among the reasons that have led 
Me to believe that we must in the 
end look to government ownership for 
relief, I shall mention two or three. 
First and foremost is the corrupting 
influence of the railroad in politics. 
When the president, following the 
Democratic platform, insisted upon 
rate regulation, he was met with the 
opposition of the railroads and every 
point gained in favor of the people 
was gained after a strenuous fight. 

“I have no idea that the railroads 
are going to permit regulation without 
a struggle, and I fear that their in- 
fluence will be strong enough to de- 
lay, if it does not entirely. defeat, 
remedial legislation. 

“Another reason which has led me 
to favor government ownership is the 
fact that the people are annually plun- 
dered of an enormous sum by extor- 
tionate rates, that places are discrimi- 
nated against and individuals driven 
out of business by the favoritisms 
shown by the railroad. You say that 
all these things can be corrected with- 
out interfence with private ownership. 
I shall be glad if experience proves 
that they can be corrected, byt I no 
longer hope for it.” 

The forepart of Bryan's general ad- 
dress was devoted to an emphatic 
condemnation of imperialism and the 
policy if the Republican administra- 
tion in holding the Phillipines.

Had Terrible Experience In a 
West India Hurricane 

Boston, Sept. 13.—Hours of terror 
were passed by the passengers and 
crews of the Admiral Schley of the 
United Fruit company and the steam- 
er Alice of the Donald Steamship 
company of New York, which arrived 
here from Jamaica and Cuba, badly 
damaged in a violent West Indian hur- 
ricane. For several days the ships 
were at the mercy of unusually high 
seas and at times all on board expect- 
ed that their vessels would founder. 

The Admiral Schley, which carried 
25 passengers, lost all her headlights 
and ventilators and was otherwise 
damaged about 
The seas broke into many of her 
staterooms and some of the passen- 
gers had narrow escapes from drown- 
ing. The passengers were driven to 
the cabin by the water and here for 
hours the women on board assembled 
in prayer. Often the steamer was 
hurled upon her beam’s ends and at 
times it seemed as if she would not 
right. All on board united in praise 
of Captain Davison for his skill and 
bravery 

The steamer Alice was damaged in 
various parts and twice her steering 
gear was broken. The Alice carried 
no passengers, but Captain Knudsen’s 
wife suffered severely, as she was 
forced to remain in the pilot house 
without food or drink for 15 hours. 
The steamer was driven 100 miles out- 
side of her course. 

Anxiety is felt by the Officials of 
the United Fruit company here over 
the failure of their steamer, the 
Brewster, to reach Port Antonio, 
where she is now more than five days 
overdue. The Brewster carried a 
crew of 34, but had no passengers. 


Damage Suit Involving $6,000,000 


New York, Sept. 13.—A suit involv- 
ing damages placed at several mil- 
lions, in which the United Fruit com- 
pany of Boston and New York is 
named as the defendant, and which 
is based upon the alleged violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, was 
filed in the United States circuit 
court. The plaintiff is the American 
Banana Company, a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of bama 
several years ago. Under a ~ n 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, wh.ch 
provides that an injuerd party shall 
collect triple damages, the amount of 


damages demanded in the suit is 
$6,000,000. 
Change tn Military System 
London, Sept. 13—War Minister 


Haldane last night issued an army 
order formally constituting a general 
staff in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the commission creat- 
ed last year under the Balfour ad- 
ministration. Haldane says he is 
“hopeful the time will come when 
the colonies also will welcome the as- 
sistance of the staff, which thus will 
become a real bond of union between 
the scattered military forces of the 
empire, enabling, in case of necessi- 
ty, a concentration to form a really 
homeogenous imperial army.” 


War Veteran Held In Peonage 


Cape Girardeau, Mo., Sept. 13.—John 
Reed, a negro, who served in Cuba 
during the Spanish war, was a witness 
for the government in the trial of 
Smith Bros., wealthy land owners, 
charged with violation of the peonage 
statute. “I never received a cent for 
my labor all the time I worked for 
the Smiths,” said Reed. “I was 
forced to work under penalty of 
death. I was lured to Missouri un- 
der pretense that I was to work in a 
flour mill. Fifteen other negroes 
came with me. Before we knew it, 
we were all prisoners.” 


Motor Boat Records Pall. 


New York, Sept. 13.—The 300-horse 
power motor boat Standard, owned by 
Price Kinney, broke all motor boat 
records for the kilometer and for the 
nautical mile on the Hudson river in 
the championship contests. The 
Standard, with the tide, covered the 
kilometer in 1m. 7s., which is equal 
to 33 1-3 statute miles an _ hour. 
Against the tide she covered the dis- 
tance in 2m. 10s., which is equivalent 
to 31.88 statute miles an hour.

Mystery as to How He Left the 
Academy Without Being Seen 
--Ponds May Be Dragged In 
Search For Missing Man 


Ashburnham, Mass., Sept. 13.—Pro- 
fessor Harold P. West of Cushing 
academy, who disappeared Tuesday 
morning from the academy grounds, 
is still missing. It is believed that 
West wandered away while suffering 
from mental aberration. Six years 


fered from mental trouble of a simi- 
lar nature. 

For two days more than 100 men 
and boys have made a thorough and 
systematic search of the territory for 
miles about this place, but without 
results. The young man had less 
than three hours’ start of the search- 
ing parties, which were started early 
Tuesday forenoon. 

The greater part of the residences 
for miles around this town are sup- 
plied with telephones, and word has 
been sent in every direction for the 
citizens to be on the lookout for the 
supposed demented man. In addition 
to tnis precaution, every surrounding 
town has been notified, and if he ap- 
pears on a highway he will surely 
be taken care of. 

West, who is 28 years old and a 
graduate of Bowdoin College in the 
class of 1900, came here on Saturday 
to become instructor of French, after 
having spent the past year studying 
in France. Arriving Saturday night 
he appeared perfectly normal, as he 
also did throughout the day Monday 
and up to almost the minute of his 
disappearance. 

Sunday he attended church, and to 
several expressed his liking for his 
new location. 

On Monday he met many of the stu- 
dents who arrived and at the acad- 
emy the day was spent in arranging 
classes, in which West took an ac- 
tive part. Monday night he visited 
the rooms of his students, and retired 
to his own room in the Science 
bu.ding dormitory. 

Tuesday morning about 7 o’clock 
he met two of the students in the 
lavatory on his floor of the building. 
He said “Good morning” and so far 
as the boys could see he was in a 
normal condition. That was the last 
seen or heard from him. 

An extraordinary feature of the af- 
fair is how he could leave the top 
floor of the building and cross the 
Spacious lawns surrounding the 
school buildings without being seen 
by some of the students or instruc- 
tors. A that hour of the morning ey- 
eryone about the buildings is up and 
starting his day’s duties, 

The man’s non-appearance at 
breakfast caused some comment, 
which increased when chapel exer- 
cises were held and he did not ap 
pear. 

In spite of his absence, Professor 
Cowell, principal of the school, did 
not believe anything serious had oc- 
curred until he failed to show up at 
his classes at 9 o'clock. 

The vigorous search which has 
been inaugurated will be maintained 
and it is probable several small ponds 
in the vicinity will be dragged.

Preservation of Independence 


Vashington, Sept. 13.—President 
Roosevelt is keenly alive to the pro- 
gress of the revolutionary movement 
in Cuba and the responsibility of the 
United States in case the conditions 
worse and interventian be- 
comes necessary. 


The ships that have been sent to Cu- 
ba, the Denver to Havana and the Mar- 
ietta to Cienfuegos, are for the purpose 
only of protecting American interests 
and furnishing asylum for Americans 
who may be in danger from the war- 
ring factions. Actual intervention 
would mean the use of the army, and 
all the available forces would 10 
doubt be needed and will be ready if 
a serious situation develops. Under 
present conditions the army has been 
kept in a better state of preparation 
than ever before and will be ready it 
called upon. In event of interven- 
tion every available man of the regu- 


grow 


lar army will be used, and will be sent 
to Cuba as fast as possible. Although 
no regular transports are available on 
the Atlantic coast, it is known where 


transports can be obtained as soon as 
needed. 

Authority for the intervention in 
Cuban affairs is contained in the third 
rticle of the Pliatt amendment adopt- 
ed by the congress in the army appro- 
priation bill of 1902, which reads: 

“That the government of Cuba con- 
sents that the United States may exer- 
i he right to intervene for the 
ition of Cuban independence, 
naintenance of government ade- 
quate for the protection of life, prop- 
erty and individual liberty, and for 
discharging the obligations with re- 
spect to Cuba imposed by the treaty 
of Paris on the United States, now to 
be assumed and undertaken by the 
government of Cuba.” 

This, with the other provisions of 
the Platt amendment, were incorpo- 
rated in the constitution of Cuba. 

Some weeks ago the Sixth and 
Twenty-first regiments of infantry 
were ordered home from the Philip- 
pines, it being stated that their tour 
of service in the Pacific islands was 
completed. The return of these regi- 


ments upon three transports which 
sailed last winter for the Philippines 
will bring available troops to the At- 
lantic coast and also the transports 
which would be very necessary if the 
Platt amendment is invoked. 


Insurgents Resume Activity 


Havana, Sept. 13.—The insurgents 
in Pinar del Rio and Santa Clara 
signalized the resumption 
of war by blowing up railroad bridges, 
again blocking traffic, and committing 
r acts of destruction, The insur- 
gent commanders in Santa Clara had 
previously threatened the railroad 
authorities and others that they would 
begin yesterday to burn and destroy 
property, and the railroad officials so 
informed the provincial governor, but 
that functionary was powerless to 
prevent the depredations. As the in- 
surgents in Havana province have 
made similar threats there is much 
apprehension here of the inaugura- 
tion of a like policy.

Buying Horses For Cuba 


St. Louis, Sept. 13.-—H. Laine, a 
representative of the Cuban govern- 

nt, purchased 500 horses here to 
be used in putting down the rebellion 
in that republic. The horses were 
shipped to New Orleans. Fifteen 
hundred more are to follow.

Many persons, terrified by 
the alarming symptoms, demanded 
permission to camp out in public 
spaces, which the municipal authori- 
ties refused. 


New Schooner Long Overdue 


Sydney, N. S., Sept. 13.—It is fear- 
ed that the large four-masted Boston 
schooner Albert S. Hunt, which left 
Boston on Aug. 16 for St. Anns, C. B., 
and has not yet arrived, has gone to 
the bottom with all hands, as under 
ordinary circumstances the schooner 
should have completed the passage 
within a week. The schooner was 
coming here to load a cargo of sypD- 
sum. She was launched less than @ 
year ago in the United States. 


Editor Challenged to Duel 


Madrid, Sept. 13—General Linares, 
who commanded the Spanish troops 
at Santiago, Cuba, during the Span- 
ish-American war, irritated by the 
attacks of the editors of the Espana 
Nueya, hes resigned the captain gen- 
eralship of Catalonia and sent his 
seconds to Editor Soriano.

Oyster Growers Lose Heavily 


New Haven, Sept. 13—Engineer 
Nichols of the Connecticut shell fish 
commission declared, after a careful 
examination of the oyster beds in 
Long Island Sound, that the set of 
1906 was almost a complete failure. 
The financial loss to the oyster grow- 
ers will amount to about — $500,000. 
That there is no set this year is at- 
tributed to the water being too cold 
during spawning period, July and 
August.

Hartford, Sept. 13.—Alteging combi- 
nation and conspiracy in restraint of 
trade Charles R. Hale, an independent 
coal merchant of this city, has brought 
suit against 10 coal dealers of Hart- 
ford, claiming damages of $36,000. The 
names of the wholesale dealers who 
refused to sell and deliver coal to the 
plaintiff are named in the complaint.

Pulls Foraker Along With Him 
In Ohio State Conventii n 
Dayton, O., Sept. 13.—Republicans 
of Ohio held one of the hottest state 
conventions in the history of the par- 
ty in this state. And still more re- 


markable was it for the fact that the 
contest was not over the naming of 
candidates for the state offices for 
which the convention had been called, 
but over the selection of a chairman 
of the state executive committee, in- 
volving the state leadership of United 
States Senator Dick. 

The senator won, not only on this 
proposition, but also on the question 
of endorsement of his work and that 
of Senator Foraker in the United 
States senate, many of the Republi- 
eans of the state having taken the 
position that in view of the fact that 
the senators had not entirely agreed 
with the policy of President Roose- 
velt on national legislation it would 
be inconsistent to give an endorse- 
ment of equal force to both the presi- 
dent and the two senators. 

In winning a victory over Congress- 
man Burton and Harry M. Daugh- 
erty on these two questions, Dick re 
tained his chieftainship and prestige 
but, on the other hand, the platform, 
in which appeared the merchant ma- 
rine and some other planks, indicated 
that Burton had not been idle in oth- 
er directions, for the Cleveland lead- 
er’s views were clearly imbedded in 
some. of the best parts of the plat- 
form. 


Failed to Endorse Bryan. 


Hartford, Sept. 13.—The Democra- 
ic State Convention named a full state 
ticket headed by Charles F. Thayer of 
Norwich for governor. The conven- 
tion was the quietest in many years. 
Its striking feature was a speech by 
ex-Governor Waller, the chairman, in 
which with wit, humor, sarcasm and 
invective he arraigned the Republi- 
can party. A delegate rose to ask 
indorse Bryan, 
but at this point a motion to adjourn 
was made and carried, the convention 
coming to an end. 


Cannon’s Attitude Displeases 


Canton, O., Sept. 13—The state 
convention of .the Junior Order of 
American Mechanics, in session here, 
ordered a letter forwarded to Speak- 
er Cannon expressing the hostility of 
Ohio members of that order to his al- 
leged opposition to the immigration 


ing that unless Cannon renounces his 
alleged position on the subjeet he 
will be opposed by the Ohio order in 
any future political aspirations he 
may have. 


Gompers Will Not Hurt Cannon 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 13.—“If 
Speaker Cannon depends on Gompers 
to knock him out, he can remain in 
public life as long as he likes.” This 
was the comment of Senator Hopkins 
of Illinois, who was one of President 
Roosevelt's callers. Hopkins admitt- 
ed that the Republicans of Illinois may 
lose three congressional district. Oth- 
erwise, he said, the outlook in the 
state was decidely good. 


Hearst Ticket In the Field 


New York, Sept. 13—In a harmon- 
fous and enthusiastic final session 
last night the state convention of 
the Independence League put into the 
field a full ticket of state officers to 
be voted for at the coming election. 
The delegates cheered for 33 minutes 
when Mr. Hearst appeared on the 
platform to make a brief speech of 
acceptance. 


For Governor of California 


Sacremento, Cal., Sept. 13.—Former 
Congressman Theodore A. Bell was 
nominated for governor by the state 
Democratic convention. The  plat- 
form adopted by the convention in- 
dorses William J. Bryan for the pres- 
idency and pledges him the support 
of California Democrats. 


Conspiracy Charge Against Shea 


Chicago, Sept. 13.—President Shea 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters will be compelled to stana 
trial on charges of conspiracy, grow- 
ing out of the great teamsters’ strike 
of last year. For two days argu- 
ments have been heard in court rela- 
tive to the quashing of the indict- 
ments. It was decided that the in- 
dictments are good.

Philadelphia, Sept. 13—The police 
suspect a woman of having Killed 
Mrs. Morris K. Lewis, who was mys- 
teriously murdered in Charlotte Kel- 
ly’s apartment house where she had 
rooms.

SUPPLEMENTARY. 


To the Board of Directors of the Citizens’ 
Association, : 

Gentlemen:—This supplementary re- 
port on the subject of Electric Express 
is in pursuance of your request that we 
find out from the officials of the Old 
Colony Street Railway Company pre- 
cisely what rates and service they pro- 
pose to give Quincy. We were unable 
to obtain any satisfaction on these vital 
points. The oflicials simply said that 
they would necessarily have to give 
good service and make competitive 
rates in order to get the business. They 
positively declined to commit them- 
selves definitely. 

We have already pointed out that a 
thirty cent per hundred weight rate 
would be fifteen per cent less than the 
present rate of the New York & Boston 
Dispatch Express Company, which, with 
better service, would command a pre- 
ference; bat it would still leave the 
question of better service indefinite and 
the rate not as low as we are entitled 


{to. The officials say they need more 


experience before making rates, but in 
our judgment, this is merely an excuse

For Republican 
County and

The demand was so great for blanks 
for the Republican nominations, that 
the supply was exhausted, and the 
City Cle:k found it necessary on the 
last day to place a rush order with the 
Daily Ledger for more. Fortunately, 
the order could be filled in an honr, so 
there was no serious delay. 

Most of the papers made nominations 
of delegates for one convention only, so 
that the six wards required a large 
number for the five conventions, for 
candidates for Congress, and candidates 
for Representatives. 

There are four names from which to 
select a candidate for Congress in the 
Tenth district, which is by direct vote 
of the Republicans of the whole dis- 
trict. 

Representative Eugene C. Hultman 
has no rival for renominaticn in the 
Fifth Norfolk district, although there 
have been reports to the contrary.

Hatched by Captain of Police Who 
Sought Promotion 


JEWELRY STORE ROBBED 


Patrolman Called Into Service 
to Make Deal With Crooks, His 
Superior to Turn Back Stuff 


as If Retaken 


Chicago, Sept. 14.—An interesting 
story of police methods was told at a 
hearing on charges that have been 
preferred by Chief of Police Collins 
against Inspector Patrick J. Lavin, 


who is accused of conniving at crimes 
in his district while a police captain 

Patrick P. Mahoney, a former pa- 
trolman under Lavin, testified that he 
was intimately acquainted with a 
brother of Lavin, who was a police 
sergeant, and that Patrick J. Lavin, 
then a police captain, called him into 
a private room in the police station 
and declared that he was about to 
take the examination for promotion 
to police inspector and that it would 
aid him in securing the promotion Ir 
he could do a job of police work be- 
fore the examination was held. La- 
vin then said, according to the wit- 
ness: 

“There is a Dutchman on Went- 
worth Avenue near Fiftieth street 
who owns a jewelry store, with $8000 
to $10,000 worth of stuff in the safe. 
Now you know some handy fellows 
who can touch the place off. It wilt 
be worth $5000 to me to have the 
job pulled off and then turn back the 
stuff as though it had been re-taken.” 


Mahoney said that he agreed to the 
proposition of Lavin and made ar- 
rangements with James Clark and 
Thomas Barry to rob the place. Sev- 
eral boxes of jewelry, according to the 
witness, were carried from the place 
and some money was secured, which 
was divided between the men and 
himself. The jewelry was concealed 
in the basement of his own house, 
Mahoney declared. 

Bernard J. Hagaman, the jeweler 
who was called the “Dutchman” by 
the witness, preceded Mahoney on the 
stand and sald that his place had 
been robbed as Mahoney afterward 
described, and said that of the jew- 
elry taken, some of it, valued at $1400, 
| had never been returned to him. 


Troops Did Work Well 


Liegnitz, Prussia, Sept. 14-——The 
four days of theoretical war ended 
with the defeat of the invading army 
(the reds), commanded by General 
Von Weyrich. There were 90,000 men 
engaged.

Bolled “Roast Beef”

E. Wilson, general manager of the 
Nelson Morris Packing company of 
Chicago.

OLD GLORY WAVES 


Planted In Park Facing Cuban 
President's Palace 


-_—= 


AT REQUEST OF PALMA 


Americans Ready to Cope With 
Any Uprising In Havana or 
Attack From Rebels Approach- 
ing the City 


Havana, Sept. 14—There are 120 
sailors from the United States pro- 
tected cruiser Denver camped in front 
of Old la Fuera castle, facing the 


Plaa de Armas, the little park in 
front of the presidential palace, which 
is the seat of the Cuban government. 

The American flag is planted just 
inside the low stone coping separat- 
ing the castle grounds from O’Reilly 
street, which thoroughfare passes be- 
tween the camp and the plaza de Ar- 
mas. The American sailors are armed 
with gegulation rifles with the ex- 
ception of a few who carry revolvers 
or carbines. Two field howitzers and 
two rapid-fire guns were sent ashore 
with the sailors and now point across 
the little park, a significant warning 
to any one approaching the executive 
headquarters of the Cuban govern- 
ment with hostile intent. 

The Denver, which originally an- 
chored further up the bay, dropped 
down last evening to a position 
abreast the foot of O’Reilly street and 
in front of the offices of the captain 
of the port, so as to be conveniently 
near the detachment sent ashore and 
close at hand in case of need. 

The whole business was done so 
quietly and quickly that it caused the 
greatest surprise. The reason for 
the sudden landing of the American 
sailors was the result of a conference 
between President Palma, Charge 
Sleeper and Commander Colwell. On 
the occasion of the latter’s formal 
call upon Palma, Sleeper asked the 
president the direct question whether 
he considered that the government 
was able to protect all American in- 
terests in Havana unaided. The 
president replied that he hoped the 
government would be able to do so, 
but himself suggested that it might 
be advisable, as a measure of precau- 
tion in the interests of Americans as 
well as for the maintenance of order 
In general, to land marines at some 
convenient point, suggesting the Plaza 
de Armas as the place. Sleeper and 
Colwell, after a brief conference, de- 
cided that the landing should be made 
at once, and at 5.30 the detachment 
began coming ashore with arms, am- 
munition and camp paraphernalia 
and took up a position commanding 
the approaches to the palace. 


Questioned whether their duties 
on shore would simply be protection of 
American interests or defence of the 
palace and Palma, Executive Officer 
Miller and the other officers of the 
detachment replied that if the town 
should be attacked or if an uprising 
occurred in the city, they undoubted- 
ly would have something to do regard- 
less of fine questions as to who at- 
tacked. 

The general impression here seems 
to be that it is the intention of the 
United States not only to protect 
American inerests, but also the gov- 
ernment of Palma. The presence in 
the city of American sailors has had 
the effect of creafing a feeling of 
comparative security against attack 
from without or of an internal upris- 
ing. Reports had been current that 
the worst elements of the population 
were planning to set fires, under the 
cover of which robberies might be 
committed. It was also reported 
that insurgents in considerable num- 
bers were approaching Havana from 
several directions. 

There has been no news received 
here from the western portion of Pinar 
del Rio province, on account of the in- 
terruption of telegraphic communica- 
tion. The province of Matanzas is 
reported to be still free of insurgents. 
Santa Clara, the most disturbed of 
the provinces, reports more accessions 
to the insurgent cause. 


Colwell Has Not Recelved Orders 


Havana, Sept. 14—Commander Col- 
Well late last night was shown a press 
dispatch from Washington stating that 
the sailors from the cruiser Denver 
had been ordered to return. He ex- 
pressed great astonishment and said 
he had received no such order, adding 
that he believed the navy department 
had not deciphered his code message 
explaining the situation. Colwell said 
he believed he had done right and was 
satisfied that the evening’s events 
had so proved. However, if, after 
reaching an understanding of the situ- 
ation, the navy department ordered the 
return of the sailors on board ship, 
the order would be carried out with- 
in half an hour. 

Alfredo Sayas, president of the Lib- 
eral party, has offered to surrende to 
eral party, has offered to surrender to 
Colwell if guaranteed a fair trial.

Return to Warships 


SMALL LEGATION GUARD 


Serious Situation Put Up to the 
United States--Result ot Inter- 
yention; Would Be Annexation 
--Five Warships Near Cuba 


Washington, Sept. 14—It was of- 
ficially announced here late last night 
that the sailors who were landed at 
Havana from the American cruiser 


Denver have been ordered to immedi- 
ately return to their vessel, save for 
a small guard which will be left at 
the American legation. This action 
followed the receipt of an official re- 
port by Acting Secretary of State 
Bacon from Mr. Sleeper, the American 
charge at Havana, regarding the land- 
ing of the men. 

The report was not made public, but 
it was announced officially shortly af- 
terward that the sailors were landed 
from the Denver solely and simply 
for the protection of the lives and 
property of American citizens, that 
such action was in pursuance of a 
discussion between Sleeper and the 
naval commander, with the belief that 
it was & wise precaution looking to the 
protection of the lives and property of 
ricans 
here was no intention, it is stated, 
to do ctherwise than to safeguard 


Americaa interests, and the services 
of the sailors were to be utilized only 
in the case of any disorders within the 
city shculd threathen such inter- 
ests. That the landing in any way 
contempated the protection of either

Mr. Sleeper’s cablegram reported 
the landing of the sailors and ex- 
planed the purposes of the landing as 
explained above—that there was no 
purpose of protection of anybody or 
anything except American lives and 
property. The announcement that the 
sailors had been ordered back to ship, 
except for the small legation detach- 
ment, followed from the White House 
very soon after the receipt of Sleep- 
er's Official report. That the landing 
was a complete surprise to the govern- 
ment here was evident. The the land- 
ing was not made under instructions 
from Washington also was made plan. 

It is now evident that the United 
States Is face to face with a serious 
problem in Cuba. Attempts to con- 
ceal this fact are no longer made at 
the state department. Advices from 
agents of the department on the island 

> now to the effect that the insur- 
rection has passed beyond the control 
of President Palma. 

Annexation is the great problem 
ahead. It is pointed out by govern- 
ment officials that the day the United 
States puts an armed force on the 
island conditions will revert to what 
they were while this country was 
exercising a suzerainty over the island 
following the Spanish-American war. 
It is further pointed out that such 
Suzerainty will never end until the 
is annexed to the United 


States, 

For weeks the general staff of the 
army has been preparing to send 
troops to this island. The visit of Gen- 
eral Bell, chief of staff, to Oyster Bay, 
three weeks ago, was the result of the 
president’s decision to be ready to 
sent forward an armed force if oc- 
casion demand such action. It is inti- 
t the war department that the 
ament of the army concentra- 
tion camps three weeks in advance of 
the time originally fixed is the result 
if the desire to have troops prepared 
to move on short notice. 

The presence of any number of navy 
vessels In Cuban waters, it is pointed 
out at the department, does not mean 
intervention. Their presence may be 
rded as an indication of this gov- 
ernment’s determination to intervene 
if intervention shall become necessary. 
If peace is to be restored it will have 
to be restored by the army. 

There are four American naval ves- 
sels in Cuban waters—the Denver at 
Havana, the gunboat Marietta off Cien- 
fuegos, and the auxiliary Dixie and 
the cruiser. Columbia at Guananamo, 
the United States naval station on the 
South side of the island. In addition 
the Des Moines is at Key West. In 
addition the Newport, the Paducah, the 
Don Juan de Austria and the Dubuque 
are patrolling in Dominican waters, 
and as the situation in that republic 
is quiet at present one or more of 
these might easily be sent to Cuba if 
further trouble occurs.

Missing Instructor Was Wauder- 
ing Dazed In the Woods 
Ashburnham, Mass., Sept. 14.—Har- 
old P. West, the Cushing Academy in-

town. When found by Deputy Sheriff 
Richardson the young man was in a 
most pitiable condition from exhaus- 
tion and exposure and was fast los- 
Ing consciousness. 

He was at once taken to the hotel 
and medical aid summoned, and with- 
in a short time was resting comfort- 
ably. 

There is now no question that West 
is suffering from a mental disorder, 
but the physicians state that he will 
be quite well again after a quiet rest. 


Notorious Murderess Dying 


Taunton, Mass., Sept. 13.—Jane Top- 
pan, the notorious poisoner, can live 
but a few days more, report physicians 
who are caring for her at the Taunton 
insane asylum. Though she weighed 
230 pounds when she was incarcerated, 
she weighs now but 67 pounds. Her 
case is more aggravated now than 
éver before. The only nutriment 
which she has taken in months is that 
which has been injusted into her 
veins by the physicians who have her 
in charge. The hallucination that 
she is being poisoned just as she pois- 
oned her victims has grown to a 
frenzy. 


To Arbitrate Controversy 


Boston, Sept. 14—The threatened 
dock strike in Boston has been avert- 
ed. All parties to the controversy have 
agreed to arbitration, and the board 
upon which will rest the responsibility 
of settling the dispute will meet to 
hear the evidence in the case. The 
controversy started several weeks ago 
on the docks of the Metropolitan 
Steamship company, where three ovr 
four longshoremen were discharged. 
The contention of the Longshoremen’s 
union was that these men were dis- 
missed for no other cause than their 
connection with the union. 


To Raise Price of Milk 


Boston, Sept. 14—A meeting of the 
directors of the Boston Co-operative 
Milk Producing company, an organ- 
iztaion of dairy farmers, was held at 
the American House with a view to 
readjusting the price for milk. In a 
statement the directors say they are 
convinced that a substantial advance 
in the price of milk “must be secured 
at all hazards, as last winter’s price is 
not sufficient with the increased cost 
of production to warrant the produc- 
ers in maintaining the supply.” 


Both Parties at Fault 


Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 14.—A _ for- 
mal finding in the case of George E. 
Botsford, who was thrown from a run- 
about and killed by a collision with 
an automobile driven by Stanley Y. 
Beach, has been made by coronor Dot- 
en. He finds that Beach was driving 
at an unsafe rate of speed for that 
locality, although it was within .the 
speed limit. He also finds that Bots- 
ford was violating a state law in driv- 
ing a rubber-tired vehicle at night 
without a light. . 


Big Schooner Perhaps Lost 


Boston, Sept. 14—The big four- 
masted schooner which is long over- 
due at St. Ann’s Bay, C. B., from this 
port, is the Edwin R. Hunt of Bath, 
Me. The Hunt left Boston’ four 
weeks ago yesterday in ballast for 
Cape Breton to load gypsum for Ches- 
ter, Pa. The trip from this port to 
Cape Breton usually is made by sail- 
ing vessels in a week. The Hunt 
was commanded by Captain Sargent, 
who had a crew of @ dozen or more. 


Union Official Fined For Assault 


Dedham, Mass., Sept. 14—James H. 
Donnelly of Philadelphia, a national 
organizer of the Textile Workers of 
America, was found guilty of assault 
and battery upon Petro Senerchia, a 
strike breaker at the mills of the J. 
E. Cochrane Manufacturing company. 
Donnelly was called here to handle a 
strike of 100 tapestry carpet weavers 
at the Cochrane mills, which has been 
on since May 23. He was fined $25. 


Steamer a Week Overdue 


Boston, Sept. 14.—Manager Young 
of the United Fruit company states 
that as yet no word has been received 
as to the whereabouts of the fruit 
steamer Brewster, which sailed from 
this port on Sept. 1, for Port Antonio, 
Jam. As the days go by and no news 
of her is received the anxiety con- 
cerning her safety is increasing. The 
Brewster should have reached Ja- 
maica a week ago. 


Second Victim of Explosion 


Lynn, Mass., Sept. 14.—George P. 
Tatnall of New York, who was blown 
up in Lynn last week while assisting 
at a demonstration of a new explosive, 
died at the Lynn Hospital yesterday. 
Thig makes the second death from the 
explosion, Frank Wartenberger, the in- 
ventor, being instantiy killed. 


Democrats Gain In Leglisiature 


Portland, Me., Sept. 14—A carefully 
revised list shows that in the next 
legislature the Democrats will have 
eight of the 31 senators and 60 of the 
151 representatives.

FOR SENSITIVE SKINS. 


Hot to Treat Them When Inflamed 
by the Sun. 

In warm weather many of those who 
usually wear gloves discard them and 
the skin of the hands is exposed to the 
warm rays of the summer sun, says 
the New York American. The white- 
ness of the skin and its delicate thin- 
ness allow the chemical rays to pene- 
trate Into the skin and It Is apt, if the 
exposure is prolonged, to produce fn- 
filAammation. 

The most usual occurrence is knowa 
as “sunburning,” and consists in the 
occurrence of large scales of the horny 
layer of the skin being thrown off, 
leaving the skin red and tender be- 
neath. Provided nothing else is pres- 
ent capable of keeping up the inflam- 
mation this ends the matter and grad- 
ually the skin assumes its usual ap- 
pearance, If, however, certain bac- 
terla are present in the skin the proc- 
ess thus begun may continue and 
Spread around the part primarily af- 
fected. 

Not only so, but it may occur even 
although the primary exposure is very 
trifling in degree and short in duration. 
The light seems in these cases to 
weaken the resistance of the skin and 
the bacteria do the rest. 

A patch inflamed in this way will 
not recover spontaneously. In the 
early stages sometimes protection 
from the elements is enough, but this 
is not always successful, even in the 
earliest stages of such attacks, and it 
is wise usually to submit it to other 
treatment. It is a species of scaly ec- 
zema and yields most readily in the 
application of tarry preparations such 
as the following: 

Recipe: Liquoris carbonis picis, half 
a dram; hydrargyri ammoniatae, eight 
grains; parafini mollis, add one ounce. 
Mix. ; 

This ointment, too, is useful in treat- 
ing any scaly scurf on the skin. 

If the surface is red it may not tol- 
erate an ointment of any kind and it 
will yet yield to such a lotion as the 
following, soaked In lint and renewed 
as often as it dries: 

Recipe: Liquoris plumbi subace 
tatis, quarter of an ounce; liquoris car- 
bonis detergens, quarter of an ounce; 
zinc oxide, half an ounce; glycerin, | 
half an ounce; aquae rosae, add six 
ounces. Mix and apply by soaking in 
lint and fixing to part involved.

Heinze won out:in a small way, but 
concluded that he did not know enough 
about the game. He therefore dropped 
everything and went to Germany, 
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where he took an exhaustive course in 
metallurgy and mining engineering. 
When he was tleoroughly prepared he 
came back and won the world—of cop- 
per. At one time he saw that there was 
money in smelting, so he bought some 
old smelting machinery, took it up to | 
the mines of British Columbia, built a 
railroad a few miles long and soon had 
things his own way. Of course the 
Canadian railroads and smelters fought ; 
him, but he had the advantage of loca- 
tion and forced his adversaries to buy 
him out at a big profit to himself. 

With the money thus gained he went 
back to Montana and began his cam- 
paign which resulted in changing the |

It is suspected that a very large 

business in fraudulent naturalization 

has been done in the _ city of 

Boston in the last half dozen years. 

One the men arrested has 

stated that he was induced to 
swear that he had been in the country 

long enough to be naturalized, by the 
promise of a city job under a Demo- 
cratic administration. He is sorry now 
ithat he listened to the suggestion 
which has brought him to the United 
States District Attorney's office. 

| The new naturalization law passed 
by the last congress is’ .expected to 
make very difficult any such frauds 
las have been perpetrated in the past. 
'It is recognized by the federal au- 
| thorities that crimes against the fran- 
ehise are extremely serious matters 
‘and that those who are caught at it

BEYOND POLICE CONTROL |. . 


Followed Women’s 
Cry For Help When They Were 
Caught In Crowd at Unveiling 


Stampede 


of McKinley Monument 


Columbus, O., Sept. 15.—With panic 
threatening a crowd of 50,000 persons 
surging about a stand erected in the 
capitol grounds, frantic to secure a 
glimpse of Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, 
daughter, the 


oratorical exercises arranged for the 
unveiling of a statue of William Mc- 
Kinley yesterday afternoon were sud- 
denly postponed until last night, af- 
ter the status of the martyred presi- 
dent had been hurriedly unveiled b) 
Mrs. Longworth. 

The crowd was so large and cramped 
that it got beyond control, and the 
shrieking of women and _ children, 
who were caught in the crush, rapidly 
worked the crowd into a_ frenzy. 
Many women fainted and were carried 
out of the crowd by the police. Mrs. 
Eliza L. Mahan and a negress were 
trampled on and had to be removed 
in an ambulance. Both will recover. 

Mr. and Mrs. Longworth had an ex- 
citing experience in escaping from the 
excited crowds. From the speakers’ 
stand they went through a window 
overlooking the platform into the 
governor's office, but they were scarce- 
ly inside when the people began to 
surge through the doors from the cor- 
ridors, and the office was quickly 
filled. The Longworths then at- 
tempted to reach an automobile which 
was waiting for them in the stmet, 
but once inside the building they 
were caught in a surging crowd. Find- 
ing no immediate avenue of escape, 
Longworth fought a way out for his 
wife from the capitol and across 
Broad street into the Outlook building. 
There they remained until the police 
cleared a way for a carriage which 
took the Longworths to a hotel. Later 
they took a train for Cincinnati. 

The committee on arrangements 
had expected an enormous crowd, but 
in view of the solemnity and dignity 
of the occasion, the committee believed 
that the crowd would be easily kept 
in restraint. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the police arrangements 
would have been adequate, but the of- 
ficers quickly found they were pow- 
erless to cope with the crowd. Tiers 
of seats had been constructed ac-ross 
the entire west front of the capitol 
with the speakers’ stand in the cen- 
ter. Four thousand tickets were

sued for these seats to invited guests. | 


and all seats were occupied. 
The McKinley monument stands at 


the west entrance to the grounds, fac- 


ing the street, and the crowd was 
packed into the space between the 
speakers’ stand and the monument. 


The exercises began at 2.30 o'clock. 
As a band was playing an overture, 
women in the crowd next to the 
speakers’ stand began to scream and 
cry for help on account of the crush 
Several women fainted and were car- 


ried to the stand. Rev. Washington 
Gladden rose to deliver the invoca- 
tion, but he had spoken only a few} 
sentences when the roar of voices 
forced him to stop. Governor Harris 
then attempted to quiet the crowd. 
“Keep back!” he shouted, “You're 


crushing the people in front to death!” 
The governor's voice could not be 
heard 20 feet away. on account of the 


din. The commotion then became 
so alarming that those on the stand 
asked Mts. Longworth to come for- 
ward in the hope that a glimpse ou 
her might satisfy the crowd. 

She came to the front of the stand 


and the crush became almost a stam- 
pede. It was then decided to unveil 
the statue at once. Mrs. Longworth 
then pulled a ribbon, which drew 
aside the flags covering the statue. A 
man who stood on another’s shoulders 
grasped the ribbons and they were 
quickly torn into fragments by relic 
seekers. The crush was stopped for 
a few minutes, but as Mrs. Longworth 
sat down it was renewed and _ she 
again went to the front of the plat- 
form and bowed to the throng. The 
committee on arrangements having 
decided to defer the addresses until 
evening, allowed Mrs. Longworth to 
retire from the platform, and an- 
nounced the change of program. Per- 
sons struggling for their lives around 
the stand cheered this announce- 
ment, but a storm of hisses came from 
people on the outskirts of the crowd, 
who did not understand the situation. 
The crowd then ~.spersed. 

The program of exercises was car- 
ried out at Memorial hall last night. 
Governor Harris presided. The speak- 
ers were Justice Day of the supreme 
court of the United States, Senator 
Daniels of Virginia, General Joseph 
McKay and General Brown. Mrs. 
McKinley was unable to attend the 
dedicatory exercises, but she was rep- 
resented by her niece, Mrs. Ida Mc- 
Kinley Day.

Their Employees to Wed. 


CASH FOR WEDDING PRESENTS 


Swift & Co. Regard Married Meu 
More Valuable as Clerks, and Those 
Who Tuke a Wife’ Receive $50 or 
More—Few Bachelors Now In the 
Concern. 


To win a place in the offices of Swift 
& Co’s big packing establishment a 
young man needs, above all, the requi- 
site commonly looked upon as making 
for success—a wife! The company has 
made this fact evident by adopting the 
plan of giving a wedding present of 
$50 or more to each man in its employ 
on the announcement of his marriage. 

For this reason few bachelors can 
be found working over the books in 
the offices of the stockyards establish- 
ment, says the Chicago Tribune. The 
married men know that not only are 
they looked upon with favor when pro- 
motions are in order, but that marriage 
means an immediate recognition of the 
increased value of their services. 

This is the manner in which the offi- 
cers of the company recently decided 
to show their appreciation of a man’s 
pluck in taking to himself a wife: He 
is called “upon the carpet,” congratu- 
lated by his employers, who then hand 
him an envelope containing a sum of 
money.

| MACHINE PICKS COTTON. 


|; Bolls Drawn Through Tube And 
Loaded Directly Into Wagon. 

A cotton picking machine has been 
patented by John Hervey and Charles 
Hervey, his son, of Kansas City, says 
the Kansas City Star. The principle of 
the machine is that of the vacuum or 
the pneumatic tube. The cotton bolls 
are sucked through the tube and loaded 
directly into a wagon. The tube that 
receives the cotton reminds one of noth- 
ing so much as the tail of a kangaroo. 

The tube Is a piece of large sized 
hose made of a fine grade of rubber 
covered with wire netting. There is a 
nozzle on the end of the tube. This 
nozzle is lined with a series of fins or 
fingers. The operator holds the nozzle 
within a few inches of the cotton bolls. 
Suction causes the boll to be drawn 
into the nozzle, where the fins catch 
and hold it for the fraction of a second 
until the cotton is gently pulled away 
from the boll. 

The machine is designel tp be fas- 
tened to a platform on the rear end of 
a wagon. The machine vests on an 
iron stand about four feet high. It con- 
sists of a specially made vacuum fan. 
It can be operated by a small gasoline 
motor or by hand power, one man 
turning a crank and another directing 
the nozzle. 

A number of successful tests have 
been made with the machine. Five 
acres of cotton were picked near Elk 
City, Okla., this year by one of the 
machines in competition with fifteen 
negroes picking by hand. The machine 
picked five acres at a cost of 68 cents 
} an acre, against $1.68 an acre for the 
hand picking. 


BOON FOR SHORT GIRLS. 


New Tiptoe Shoe Will Add Much te 
Their Height. 

Girls, if you want to be stylish you 

will have to trip around on tiptoes 

bees Of course, you don’t have 


to do the tripping in bare feet, but you 
}must wear the new “tiptoe” shoe 
which the shoe manufacturers have 
solemnly decreed shall be the thing, 
says the Chicago News. The new styles 
were shown at the national shoe and 
leather fair in Chicago. 

In the “tiptoe” shoe the foot is held 
exactly as though you were actually 

alking on-tiptoes. The entire weight 
of the body is thrown upon the toes 
and the front part of the balls of the 
feet. The heels of the new shoes are 
unusually high, to brace the body. In 
some instances they are as high as two 
and a half inches, but the usual height 
is an inch and a half. 

No matter how flat your pedal ex- 
tremities may be, the “tiptoe” will give 
you a beautifully arched instep, it is 
said. To the short girl especially does 
the new shoe come as a boon, and she 
may add a couple of inches to her 
height with perfect ease and propriety. 

Pointed toes and thick, soles will pre- 
vall in the “tiptoes.” Laces will be 
used almost exclusively. In the low 
shoes, instead of the bows being in the 
center, they will be placed at the out- 
side of ‘each.

The Quincy built warships continue 
prominent in tbe war news of the day.

BUILDING A CHINA CLOSET, 


How to Make One That Saves 50 Per 
Cent of Breakage. 

An ideal china closet is built between 
the dining room and kitchen, so that it 
can be entered unobserved when guests 
are at the table, says the Boston Trav- 
eler. The shelves are not more than 
fourteen inches wide and about nine- 
teen inches apart. If wider than this 
the tendency is to pile too many dishes 
upon them, and they are apt to give 
way. 

Corrugated rubber, such as is used 
beside kitchen sinks, is an excellent 
covering for the shelves and decreases 
the breakage of china by 50 per cent. 
A serviceable device for use when 
plates are stood on ends is to use a rope 
instead of a cleat to hold them and to 
fasten it at the corners and in the 
center by double headed tacks driven 
down tightly into the shelves. This be- 
ing slightly yielding the plates are less 
apt to fall over from a sudden jar or 
slight blow. Heavy pieces, such as 
platters and vegetable dishes, should be 
placed on the lowest of the broad 
shelves, the greatest weight being ’ 
brought as far as possible over the 
cleats. 

Hooks on which cups are hung should 
not be screwed on the edge of the 
second shelf, but well underneath it. 
They should be tested from time to 
time, Iest by the settling of the house 
and of the shelves they become loose. 

The second shelf should be about 
three inches narrower than the one be- 
neath it to admit of large dishes being 
lifted out safely. The upper shelves, 
unless used for large dishes, may be 
fiush with the second. The top shelf 
should have a broad cleat across and 
around it. This is for the purpose of 
keeping the various odds and ends, 
such as are usually stored thereon, 
from falling over upon the dishes.

A BID FOR PEACE 


Campaign Operations Suspended 


by Cuban Government 


ONLY ON THE DEFENSIVE 


Change ot Front,Causes General 
Surprise, as Does Release ot 
Alleged Conspirators--Cubans 
Think That Tatt Will Lend a 
Friendly Hand Toward Peace 


Havana, Sept. 17.—The government 
is making final strenuous efforts to re- 
store peace in Cuba and thus avoid 
any kind of American intervention. 
The object of these endeavors, it is 
stated, is that it may be able to say 
by the time Messrs. Taft and Bacon 
arrive that peace already has been se- 
cured and that therefore there is no 
need for the American government's 
intervention, either to restore peace or 
insure permanent tranquility. 

Members of the government say that 
they are making the efforts in accord- 
ance with the advice contained in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's letter; that they have 
no gbjection to the friendly assistancé 
of the United States in the matter if it 
becomes necessary, but that they be- 
lieve they can settle it between the gov- 
ernment and the revolutionists without 
the necessity of any intervention. At 
least, they say, they are making an at- 
tempt to accomplish this end unaided, 
and with fair prospects of success. 

This is the latest phase of a rapidly 
changing situation that developed late 
yesterday afternoon when an _ ex- 
traordinary gazette was issued contain- 
ing a decree signed by President Palma 
on the recommendation of Secretary of 
Public Works Montalvo. The decree 
follows: 

“All campaign operations are sus- 
pended, and in consequence the govern- 
ment forces will act only on the defen- 
sive throughout the republic. The sec- 
retary of the interior will issue all nec- 
essary orders for the execution of this 
decree.” 

The decree caused great surprise, as 
it was believed to signify a change of 
heart by the government officials who, 
for the past few days, have been 
strongly against taking up peace over- 
tures with the emissaries of the revolu- 
tionists. Yesterday’s action had its be- 
ginning by General Menocal’s renewed 
effort in visiting Secretary Montalvo 
and urging him to make the strongest 
possible endeavor to induce President 
Palma to comply with President Roose- 
velt’s advice and avoid the conse- 
quences of intervention by requesting a 
truce and endeavoring to have the Cu- 
bans themselves come to an agreement. 

Secretary Montalvo and General 
Menocal first visited Jose Gomez and 
others of the alleged conspirators in 
prison and found them willing to co- 
operate in securing peace. The basis 
of peace was not discussed in any de- 
tail, but Montalvo returned to the pal- 
ace and urged Palma to consider the 
matter. The president called a confer- 
ence which was attended by the min- 
isters, Vice President Capote, General 
Andrade and Senator Dolz. The result 
of this conference was the issuance of 
the decree suspending governmental 
campaign operations. 

Simultaneously with the issuance of 
the decree declaring a cessation of hos- 
tilities, the special judge in charge of 
the cases against the alleged conspira- 
tors in prison and prisoners recently 
captured liberated 30 of the latter, 
against whom indictments had been is- 
sued. Meanwhile a warrant was issued 
for Felipe Romero, a wealthy young 
Cuban, who has been representing the 
revolutionists in various errands to 
Commander Colwell of the United 
States cruiser Denver, and who is 
charged with being the recipient of 
communications from the New York 
revolutionary junta. But now 


Owing to extremely meagre wire fa- 
cilities little is known concerning the 
situation in Santa Clara, except that 
at Aroyo Blanco cavalrymen defeated 
mounted revolutionists belonging to the 
force of Senor Canisares, ex-speaker of 
the house, killing several and eaptur- 
ing arms, ammunition and supplies. 
Whe Havana defenses continue to be 
strengthened. 


As Viewed by Bryan 

Roanoke, Va., Sept. 17.—William J. 
Bryan last night gave the first expres- 
sion he has made on the present Cuban 
situation. When seen in his car just 
before he left for Lynchburg and asked 
if he would say anything about the sit- 
uation In Cuba and whether in his opin- 
ion the United States should intervene, 
Bryan dictated the following state- 
ment: 

“I am very glad the administration 
recalled the troops landed at Havana. 
While we should do all in our power 
to bring about peace by offering the 
good offices of ‘our country, we have no 
business interfering with their local 
affairs. They must settle the disputes 
among themselves, but I would he 
glad if both parties would be willing to 
accept mediation with the idea of bring- 
ing about an agreement through the 
good offices of our governmett.” 

Mr. Bryan pointed out that this ex- 
pression was the first he has made on 
the present situation in the island and 
this was all he cared to say. 


More Cruisers For Cuba 

Norfolk, Sept. 17.—Cruisers Cleve- 
land and Tacoma, with several hundred 
men in addition to two drafts of ma- 
rines from Boston and League Island, 
passed out of the Virginia capes en 
route to Cuba. A draft of marines 
from League Island arrived here yes- 
terday and were assigned to the Ta- 
coma. ‘Two hours later the cruiser 
was steaming out of this harbor for 
Cuba. Marines from Boston were as- 
signed to join the Newark, which is 
still at this yard, but making every 
preparation for an early departure. 


investigators Leave Washington 

Washington, Sept. 17.—Secretary 
Taft and Assistant Secretary of State 
Bacon left Washington yesterday after- 
noon for Tampa, Fla., to embark on a 
naval vessel for Havana, in accordance 
with the instructions of President 
Roosevelt to ascertain the exact po- 
litical situation in Cuba. Other mem- 
bers of the party were the stenographer 
of Taft, private secretary to Bacon, Cap- 
tain McCoy, the president’s military 
aide, F. L. Cairns, a Spanish inter- 
preter, and two messengers. 


Dixie Ordered to Cienfuegos 

Havana, Sept. 17.—The auxiliary 
cruiser Dixle received orders from 
Washington to proceed to Cienfuegos 
and sailed this morning. It is believed 
that the small force of the gunboat 
Marietta is not considered a sufficient 
guard, owing to the besieged conditions 
of the city. 


Horses Sent to Cuba 

New Orleuns, Sept. 17.—About 200 of 
the horses Intended for the Cuban gov- 
ernment were shipped on the steamer 
Excelsior for Havana. An additional 
consignment of about 900 horses and 
mules will be ready for shipment this 
week. 

Made Polar Observations 

Seattle, Sept. 17.—Captain Amund- 
sen, discoverer of the Northwest pas- 
sage, reached Seattle on the steamship 
Saratoga from Nome. Owing to his de- 
sire to reach the government observa- 
tory at Sitka to complete his magnetic 
observations, Amundsen sailed for 
Sitka a short time after his arrival. 
“My observations extend over a period 
of three years, and it will take three 
years to calculate them,” said he. “I 
believe, however, that I have found 
the north magnetic pole.”

Hungarians Unveil Monument to 
Our First President 


PRAISE FOR AMERICANS 


Father of Our Country Did Great 
Work For Civilization the 
World Over--Many Thousands 
Present at the Ceremony 


Budapest, Sept. 17.—Sunday was 
George Washington Day in Hungary’s 
capital and the entire population, from 
morning until night, gave itself up to 
enthusiasm over the unveiling on mon- 


archial territory of a monument to the 
first President of the United States. 
The Stars and Stripes and the Hun- 
garian colors intertwined were to be 
seen everywhere. 

In the morning there were special 
sermons in many of the churches, the 
preachers calling attention to the im- 
portance of the event. Yesterday af- 
ternoon thousands of pexsons lined the 
streets through which passed an im- 
posing parade to the city park, in 
which the monument stands. Thirty 
thousand persons were in the park, 
which was surrounded by many thou- 
sand persons more. Francis Kossuth, 
Hungarian minister of commerce, and 
Count Albert Apponyi, minister of wor- 
ship, represented the Independece party 
at the ceremonies and were not present 
in their capacities as government offi- 
ejals. 

The attendance included numerous 
members of the diet, the various mu- 
nicipal officials, Mr. Chester, the Amer- 
ican consul general, 500 Hungariat- 
Americans headed by BE. T. Kohanyi of 
Cleveland, and delegates from patriotic 
societies in all parts of Hungary. 

Prior to the unveiling united choirs 
sang the Hungarian and then the 
American national anthem and other 


hymns. 
The monument was unveiled amid 
scenes of great enthusiasm. Vice 


President Rakovski of the chamber of 
deputies was the orator of the day. He 
dwelt at length on Washington's great 
work for the cause of civilization, not 
only for the United States, but for all 
the world. He sald the standard set 
by the father of the American repub- 
lic had influenced Louis Kossuth and 
that by that standard Hungary’s great- 
ness would be attained. 

Mr. Kohanyi in a speech praised 
American institutions and freedom. 
He sald Hungarian-Americans were 
true citizens of the republic, but would 
always keep up their love for their na- 
tive country. Mayor Bauzy of Buda- 
pest promised to take good care of the 
monument, which, he sald, was splen- 
aid evidence of the friendship between 
the two peoples and hoped it would last 
forever. After the speeches the people 
paraded past the monument, ccvering 
the pedestal with wreaths and floral! 
designs. 

At a banquet last night Bauzy toasted 
President Roosevelt and Consul Gen- 
eral Chester proposed the health of the 
King of Hungary. Count Appopyi 
eulogized the United States and ex- 
pressed his admiration of Hungarian- 
Americans for being absolutely loyal 
to their new home, while retaining 
their love for the fatherland. Chester 
availed himself of the opportunity to 
state that he only attended the cere- 
monies and the banquet as a private 
American citizen, thinking that it was 
his duty to do so on such an occasion. 


Farmers Lynch a Negro 

Houston, Tex., Sept. 17.—Farmers 
hanged Mitchell Frazier, a negro, at 
Rosebud, because he pushed Frank 
Hess, a white farmer, from a walk. 
Hess struck the negro and the latter 
used a knife on Hess. Breaking in the 
door of the town prison, the mob took 
the negro to a scaffolding supporting 
a tank and hanged him. 


Compulsory Service In Army 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 17.—According 
to an imperial decree, persons persist- 
ently refusing to serve time in the 
army are rendered liable to loss of civil 
rights and to sentences of from four to 
six years’ service in the disciplinary 
battalion, or the loss of civil rights 
alone, or from four to six years’ penal 
servitude, 


Fugitive Defauiter Caught 

Augusta, Ga., Sept. 17—Thomas W. 
Alexander, head of the largest cotton 
firm in Augusta, who, two months ago, 
disappeared after having defaulted for 
a sum approximately $200,000, has 
been arrested by a detective agency in 
Pittsburg and has agreed to come back 
to Augusta without requisition papers. 


Buliding Operations Tied Up 

Winnipeg, Man., Sept. 17.—Winnipeg 
13 in the grip of an extensive strike, 
the building trades having unanimously 
decided to go_out in sympathy with the 
plumbers.

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Removes One of Russia’s Most 
Hated Reactionists 


MANY PLOTS AGAINST HJM 


Dodged Bombs and Bullets to 
Die a Natural Death--His Mag- 
nificent Constitution Worn 
Down by Fear ofRevolutionists 


St. Petersburg, Sept. i7.—General 
Trepoff, commandant of the imperial 
palace, feeling relieved of the trying 
duty of protecting his imperial master, 
who left last Thursday on a crulse to 
Bjorko, retired to his cabinet at Pe- 
terhof to rest and gave orders that he 
should not be disturbed until dinner 
was served. When, at 7:30 o'clock, din- 
ner was announced, Trepoff did not an- 
swer the call and finally a member of his 
staff at 8 o'clock knocked at the door 
of his cabinet. Receiving no reply, he 


entered and found the general lying 
stretched out at the foot of his couch 


It was plain that Trepoff had died 
shortly after he retired to the cabinet 
and had been lying for three hours 
where he fell. Although he died a nat- 
ural death, the threat of the revolution: 
ists last winter that he would not die 


by being shot or blown up with a 
bomb, but would be killed in his own 
bed, is clearly brought to mind. 

The post of commandant of the im- 
perial palace is a special appointment 


made by the czar and always is held 
by a strong and loyal man. Among the 
candidates for the position is General 
Orloff, who was named to replace Gen- 
eral Skellon as governor general of 
,, but was not anxious to leave 

yurt position for one so fraught 
with danger. 


General Mossoloff, 
chief of the imperial chancellory, also 
is a powerful candigate, but General 


De Dioulin, who, w Trepoff, had in 
charge the maintenance of order in &. 
Petersburg during the big strikes, 
seems most likely to be the man to be 
given the post. 

General Trepoff, whose name was in- 
delibly linked with reaction and op- 
pression in Russia, was a tyrant by in- 
clination, education and conviction. It 
was he who became the guiding spirit 
of reaction after Nicholas II had issued 
his famous manifesto in the fall of 1905, 
promising the people a share in the 
government. Holding the position of 
master of the palace in league with the 
court intriguers, who were determined 
to restore the old regime, he was in a 
position to poison the czar’s mind 
against Witte and all who stood for the 
liberal regime. 

Trepoff's life was many times at- 
tempted. When Grand Duke Sergius 
was assassinated Trepoff was named 
governor general of Moscow, but the 
revolutionary agitation was rampant 
and Trepoff was summoned to St. Pe- 
tersburg and made governor general of 
the city. He took up his residence in 
the winter palace and became practical 
dictator of Russia. Under his iron hand 
the city became quiet. 

Plot after plot to kill him was dis- 
covered and frustrated. Two of his 
own nieces were involved In the con- 
spiracy and attempted to killhim. Oue 
committed suicide, the second attempt- 
ed to but was saved. 

In his dungeon-like room in the 
center of the palace, where no bomb 
could reach him, with the telephone con- 
stantly at his side, Trepoff issued or- 
ders, received reports and Imprisuned 
this man and exiled that one. At night 
he made excursions through the city 
in a Red Cross ambulance to person- 
ally inspect his troops. His personal 
courage was beyond all question. 

Trepoff made a pretence of acqul- 
escing in the manifesto of October of 
1905 and in Witte’s elevation to 
the premiership, but, In reality, he was 
only awaiting a favorable opportunity 
to give battle to the forces of the new 
regime. 

When the orgy of liberty, which fol- 
lowed the manifesto, was in full biast, 
threatening to sweep away the founda- 
tions of the government, even Witte 
jwas glad to turn to the great police 
master to restore order. He accom- 
plished his task. ‘Trepoff retired to 
Tsarkoe-Selo to become master of the 
police. He and Count Ignatieff at- 
tempted to prove to the czar that the 
people were not ready for the liberties 
he had granted. They organized the 
Black Hundreds, through such willing 
tools as Durnovo, poisoned the czar’s 
sind against the Jews as instigators 
of the revolution, and planned the anti- 
Sewish massacres for Easter, 1906, 
which were to demonstrate to the czar 
how the real Russian people had risen 
in their wrath against the revolution 
and its agitators. 

In all six actual attempts on the life 
of Trepoff have been made within the 
jJast three years, and only last July 
General Kozloff of the headquarters 
staff was assassinated at Peterhof by 
m terrorist who believed he was firing 
apon Trepoff. 

General Trepoff would have been 51 
years old Dec. 15. For several months 
he had been suffering from a heart af- 
fection and asthmatic trouble. 

Though for two years he was con- 
stantly living under the threat of as- 
sassination, with even members of his 
own family among those seeking to 
take his life, Trepoff’s death was due 
to natural causes; but the reyolution- 
ists can at least claim partial responsi- 
bility for his end, as his illness was 
auperinduced by the constant strain

Boston, Sept. 17,—The longshoremen 

of this city have repudiated a decision 

of a board of arbitration relative to a 

settlement of the strike at the Metro-

Railroad Ordered Ciosed 

Bethel, Vt., Sept. 17.—Because it was 
considered unsafe for passenger and 
freight traffic, the White River Valley 
railroad has been ordered closed by or- 
der of the state board of railroad com- 
missioners.

A DEADLOCK PROBABLE 


Five Republicans Want to Be 
Governor of New Hampshire 
Concord, N. H., Sept. 17.—The state 

convention of the New Hampshire Re 

publicans will be held here tomorrow. 

There are five candidates for the gu- 


bernatorial nomination, four of whom 
are apparently tied in the number of 
delegates, and a deadlock appears prob- 
able. The candidates for nomination 
for governor are: Winston Churchill 
of Cornish, Charles H. Greenleaf of 
Franconia, Rosecrans W. Pillsbury of 
Londonderry, Charles M. Floyd of 
Manchester and Stephefi H. Gale of 
Exeter. 

Mr. Churchill has conducted a whirl- 
wind campaign on an anti-railroad cor- 
poration platform. Greenleaf and 
Floyd stand for the same issue, namely, 
a “stand-pat” policy in state affairs, 
but are supported by different factions 
of the party. Pillsbury calls for a gen- 
eral reduction of state expenses, the 
abolition of state commissions, and the 
election by the people of certain offi- 
clals who are now appointed by the gov- 
ernor. Gale is waging an independent 
comes but has only a small follow- 
ng. 

Inasmuch as there are four candl- 
dates on practically even terms, and a 
majority vote is necessary for nomina- 
tion, all sorts of theories are rife re- 
garding the outcome of the convention. 
It is thought, however, that should the 
convention be unable to cast a majority 
vote for either of the candidates, Gov- 
ernor McLane of Milford may be ten- 
dered a renomination. 


Mutinous Jackles on the Cleveland 
Norfolk, Sept. 17.—With the depar- 
ture of the cruiser Cleveland from the 
navy yard the story of mutinous con- 
duct on the part of a number of her 
crew became current. It is reliably 
reported that while the cruiser was 
making hasty preparations to leave this 
yard a number of the crew objected 
to discipline of a master-of-arms and 
gave him an unmerciful beating. ‘The 
condition of the man was such that 
he was not expected to live and a sur- 
geon attached to the Cleveland was 
hastily summoned to attend him. 


Won’t Adopt Whole Spelier 

Indianapolis, Sept. 17.—The Indian- 
apolis, the Terre Haute and the Muncie 
Star newspapers announce that The 
Star in the three cities will put into 
effect tomorrow the spelling of 189 of 
the 300 words recommended by the 
Carnegie spelling board as indorsed by 
President Roosevelt. The Star will not 
adopt the remaining 111 words of the 
Carnegie forms, “which seem too revo- 
lutionary or offensive to the cultivated 
eye.” 


Did Not Ali Obey Law 

Paris, Sept. 47.—Although a ma- 
jority of the stores here yesterday 
complied with the compulsory weekly 
rest day law, several remained open, 
causing numerous demonstrations. The 
police were forced repeatedly to charge 
a mob of 400 persons In the Ternes 
district, arresting 20 of them. Other 
demonstrations were easily dispersed. 


Big Band of Counterfelters 
Paris, Sept. 17.—The police discoy- 
ered a band of expert colners having 
International connections and 50 mem- 
bers of it were arrested. The procesa 
used by the counterfelters was almost 
perfect, the coins being electroplated 
with gold dust. It is estimated that 
20,000 francs of this money has been 

passed during the last six montha,

have been issued by district officers of 
the Mine Workers’ union calling out al! 
the men employed by the Vandalia Coa) 
company as the result of failure to 
adjust differences growing out of the 
discharge of three men near Linton. 
The Vandalia company employs 8000 
men.

San Francisco, Sept. 17.—TIwo per- 
sons were killed and 30 were Injured by 
the collision of two heavily loaded elec- 
tric cars. A car became uncontrollable 
in descending a hill and crashed intoa 
ear packed with men, women and chil- 
dren on their way to the beach.

Ottawa, Sept. 17.—Four persons are 
still missing from the Gilmour hotel 
fire. Miss L. Lovejoy of Peterboro, 
Vt., and three other persons have not 
been heard from. Water is still being 
played on the ruins and a search is im- 
possible.

GARDENS UNDER EARTH 


Indiana Man to Raise Tropical 
Plants In Unused Mine. 


WILL CULTIVATE FIFTEEN ACRES 


Colonel Posey of Evansville Intends 
to INuminate the Various Chambers 
and Passageways of His Mine With 
Acetylene Gas—Many Tons of Rich 
Soil to Be Imported Into the Mine, 


Frank B. Posey, surveyor of the port 
of Evansville, Ind., and a Ikepublican 
leader of prominence, is about to un- 
dertake in Spencer county a remarka- 
ble experiment, says the Indianapolis 
Star. He proposes to plant gardens 
under the earth’s surface and to raise 
the fruits and flowers of the tropics. 
The hanging gardens of Babylon rank- 
ed as one of the early wonders of the 
world, but the people in Evansville 
say they will not be in it with the un- 
derground gardens of Spencer county. 

A few years ago Colonel Posey, who 
formerly represented the First district 
in congress, bought 200 acres of land 
on Pigeon creek, lying partly in Spen- 
cer and partly in Warrick counties. On 
the place is a coal mine that was aban- 
doned seventeen years ago. Recently 
Colonel Posey caused the shaft to be 
reopened, and to his surprise he found 
that, unlike nearly all abandoned 
mines, the interior chambers were in- 
tact. 

Colonel Posey organized an exploring 
party and investigated all of the rami- 
fications of the abandoned mine. He 
found it covers an area of fifteen acres, 
subdivided into chambers 200 feet long 
and of varying width. These chambers 
are about 100 feet below the surface of 
the earth. ~ 

It at once occurred to Colonel Posey, 
who delights in experiments, that here 
Was an opportunity to test the feasi- 
bility of underground gardening. He 
was satisfied that if he could raise fif- 
teen acres of garden truck 100 feet be- 
low the earth’s surface he would per- 
form an achievement that would arrest 
the attention of scientific circles all 
over the world and at the same time 
prove immensely profitable. He learn- 
ed by taking temperatures that the in- 
terior of the mine remains constantly 
at 55 degrees, the even temperature of 
the earth. This temperature is un- 
varying winter and summer and is 
the temperature most conducive to the 
growth of plant life. Furthermore, the 
air is surcharged with carbonic gas, 
upon which plants thrive. 

In order to grow, however, plants 
require light, and how to light his un- 
derground gardens has been a problem 
that was difficult to solve, but Colonel 
Posey is convinced that he has at last 
found the solution,, He will illuminate 
the various chambers and passageways 
with acetylene gas, which furnishes a 
very brilliant light and is inexpensive. 

“I had heard,” said Colonel Posey, 
“that some experiments conducted at 
Cornell university proved conclusively 
that sunlight is not necessary to the 
growth of plants and that acetylene 
gas furnishes a very good substitute. 
I wrote to Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
United States bureau of forestry, for 
information on the subject, and I have 
received his reply. He says that he 
participated in the experiments at Cor- 
nell and that while they could not be 
ealled completely successful, they 
showed that plants can be made to 
grow and mature by the aid of acety- 
lene gas. The cost of generating this 
light is nominal. Ten cents will pay 
for the illumination of a room or cham- 
ber 200 feet long and fifty feet wide for 
twenty-four hours. It has been proved 
time and again that electricity is a 
good substitute for sunlight in raising 
plants, but it is entirely too expensive 
for ordinary use.” 

Colonel Posey expects to spend a 
good many thousands of dollars in pre- 
paring his underground gardens for 
cultivation. He will import into the 
mine hundreds of tons of rich soil and 
shape it into beds, such as are found 
in greenhouses. He recently planted 
a crop of mushrooms and expects to 


have mushrooms for market by 
Thanksgiving. His intention is to 


raise large quantities of lettuce and 
celery for the winter markets, and he 
will devote much attention to the eul- 
tivation of figs and oranges. He also 
expects to grow roses on an extensive 
scale, 

Colonel Posey’s farm is near the 
Ohio river, and an electric line has 
been surveyed within a distance of 
half a city block from it, so that he 
anticipates no difficulty in marketing 
the produce of his underground gar- 
dens, 


> An Enterprising Italian. 

The Italians of New York are an en- 
terprising lot, but sometimes enterprise 
goes too far. There is a son of Italy 
who does business on Park place who 
will soon have enough money to re- 
turn to the “boot peninsula” and buy a 
vineyard, unless some husky American 
puts him out of business because of his 
audacity, says the New York corre- 
spondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
The Italian presses trousers as a means 
of a livelihood. He stands near the 
foot of the steps leading to the Park 
place “L” station and drags men into 
his little shop, where they wait until 
their trousers are pressed. “Looka, 
looka, mistair!” is the salute of the 
Italian as he points to the big knuckles 
at the knees of men rushing to their 
offices. ~ “Coma inaside ana pressa da 
pants ana maka da vara mucha lika da 
new for a dime. Pants looka vera 
mucha da bad. I have a da goosa hot, 
and it taka da minute.” The Italian 
really presses a pair of trousers in a

“One of my most singular experi- 
ences,” sald the burglar, “was when I 
was new at the business, and it came 
pretty near making an honest man of 
me.

“Reaching the second floor on my 
way up there was the mirror and my 
dim reflection. I raised an arm—most- 
ly out of nervousness, for I had made 
the test before—and I shivered all over 
when I didn’t see the arm of the re- 
flection go up.

It 
speaks in complimentary terms of the 
two Quincy men as follows: 

The idea that the college man is good 
only at theories is disproved each ses- 
sion of the legislature by some particu- 
lar example. In this last session it was 
Eugene C. Hultman of the 5th Norfolk 
district who exemplified the fallacy of 
such a statement. Mr. Hultman is a 
Technology man, a civil engineer of 
considerable standing, and thus a man 
who bas had to devote a large part of 
his life to theories as it were.

Description of 
New Steamship 
To Be Launched 
At Shipyard 


The twin screw turbine steamer 
Creole, to be launched at 11 A. M. to- 
morrow at the Fore River Shipyard in 
this city is 440 feet over all, and ip 
design, construction, equipments and 
appointments is probably one of the 
best and most complete vessels of her 
class afloat. 

The vessel will be christened by Miss 
Mary Harriman, daughter of President 
FE. H. Harriman of the Soutbern Pacif- 
ic Railway Co. A special train to ac- 
commodate invited guests will he run 
from the South Terminal station in Bos- 
ton at 10 A. M.,direct to the shipyard, 
arriving about 10.45. 

The Creole is a steel steamship of the 
hurricane deck type specially designed 
and constructed for the Atlantic Steam- 
ship Line of the Southern Pacific Com- 
papy. The vessel has a straight stem 
and semi-elliptical stern. The elevation 
shows one large smoke stack and two 
short pole masts. A large superstruc- 
ture has been constructed amidships on 
top of the hurricane deck, with the deck 
houses superimposed on same.

The Creole is intended as a first-class 
passenger and freight steamship and the 
hull has been specially designed to pro- 
vide against the weaknesses inherent in 
hurricane deck vessels having large car- 
go ports in wake of the overall hatches 
on hurricane deck. 

The vessel has five decks, and is sub- 
divided by transverse watertight bulk- 
heads into fuur cargo holds, in addition 
to the various ’tween decks, which are 
pierced on the sides with large hinged 
cargo ports providing for the expedi- 
tious handling of cargo. 

At the forward end of the steel super- 
structure a large dining saloon has been 
constructed, providing seating capacity 
for 164 first class pasgengers. This 
saloon has a mahogany wainscotting 
and border and is finished in white, 
including the panels and coiling. The 
upholstery, tapestry and hangings have 
a dark green color effect and the saloon 
is lighted around three sides by 
especially large hinged air ports. 

Adjoining this dining saloon there 
has been arranged a commodious serv- 
ing pantry witb the usual accessories 
and utensils commonly found in this 
department. The pantry is in close 
connection by spacious passages with 
the general galley. Conveniently ar- 
ranged in their vicinity are the scullery, 
bakery, wine rooms, stewards’ stores, 
etc., in addition to which cold storage 
bas been provided at the forward end of 
the engine casing, on top of the super- 
structure,

Altogether accommodations have been 

provided for 158 first-class passengers, 
principally in two-berth staterooms on 
saloon deck and promenade deck. 

The second-class passengers, to the 
number of 58, have been provided for 
in staterooms in a large Liverpool house 
on the poop deck aft, and the main 
*tween decks are arranged for the ac- 
commodation of 258 steerage passengers. 
The total ship’s complement will equal 
the large total of 587 all told. 

The principal interest centering in 
the S. S. Creole is the fact that a new 
departure bas been made in the propel- 
ling macbipery, which will consist in 
the installation of two 10 feet reversing 
Curtis turbines, developing a combined 
capacity of 8,000 brake horse power, 
which, it is estimated, will propel the 
vessel at a speed of about 18 knots per 
hour. These turbines are supplied with 
steam by ten Babcock & Wilcox water 
tube boilers. 

A number of minor machinery instal- 
lations have been incorporated in this 
vessels, includinge Linde refrigerating 
plant, a powerful electric light instal- 
lation, a Brown patent telemotor, steam 
steering gear, steam winches, steam 
windlass and capstans. 

One of the most interesting systems 
fitted in this vessel is the fire extin- 
guishing and disinfecting machine of 
the well known Clayton type. This ap- 
paratus consists of a generator which 
can be charged with sulphur and an air 
fan operated by steam with pipes lead- 
ing to the holds, *tween decks, bunkers 
and all parts of the ship where freight 
or combustible freight is carried. In 
addition to this provision for guarding 
against fire, there is the usual fire ex- 
tinguishing installation required by 
law. 


Woodpile in Blossom.

Act In Cuba 


HAVANA IS THREATENED 


Bluejackets ‘and ,Marines Will 
Not Be Used For Inland Opera- 
tions If That Becomes Neces- 
sary--Troops and Transports 
Will Be Soon Available 


Washington, Sept. 18—Commander 
Colwell of the cruiser Denver, at Ha- 
vana, telegraphed the navy department 
that all is quiet in Havana. Hostilities 
have formally ceased and a definite set- 
tlement of the troubles seems very pos- 
sible. 

At the same time, it is pointed out, 
no changes have been made in the naval 
program. The Louisiana was given or- 
ders to proceed south to the drill 
grounds below the Chesapeake capes 
and, when joined by the Virginia, to 
continue south to Havana. The New 
Jersey was ordered to proceed inde- 
pendently of these two ships to Havana 
and is now on her way. The Newark 
Suiled from Norfolk yesterday  after- 
noon, and the Minneapolis sailed from 
League Island this morning. 

With the force already at Havana 
and that which will be there in a few 
days the navy department feels 
sured that it will be amply able to pre- 
vent any trouble in Cuba and it ap- 
pears that the movement of such a large 
force toward the Cuban capital was 
due to the fact that there was grave 
danger to the capital of Cuba. 

The Dixie, which left Havana Sun- 
day night, is expected at Cienfuegos 
this afternoon. A report has been re- 
ceived from Cienfue; saying that 
gross outrages have been committed in 
that vicinity and a plantation next to 
the Constancia plantation had been 
burned and the Constancia threatened. 
A demand was made upon the Con- 
stancia plantation for 1500 rounds of 
ammunition and the insurgents threat- 
ened the place if their demands were 
not complied with. 

Every confidence is felt at the navy 
department in the force which has been 
sent to Cuba to meet any situation 
which The bluejackets are 
available for landing at any time and 
they will be supplemented by the ma- 
rines which are on a number of the 
cruisers and battleships. It is not ex- 
pected that the naval forces will be 
used for any inland operations if that 
becomes necessary. 

While there is a pacific feeling, 
preparations are going forward by the 
war department to meet anything that 
may arise if it should be necessary for 
a strong force to intervene. It is said 
that troops and transports will soon 
be available and only await orders in 
case the mission of Secretary Taft fails 
and hostilities are renewed and are be- 
yond the control of the Cuban goyern- 
ment.

Hevia Breaks With Paima 
Washington, Sept. 18—The Cuban 
legation last night received a_ cable- 
gram from the Havana government, 
announcing that Senor Hevia, the di- 
rector of the state depgrtment of Cuba, 
has resigned, that his resignation has 
been accepted and that Pedro Diago, 
the director of the department of jus- 
tice, has been appointed to succeed He- 
via. The appointment of a successor 
to Diago as director of the department 
of justice is not announced. Diago 
has been an official of the Cuban gov- 

ernment for the past eight years. 
While the Cuban legation has no ad- 


vices indicating the reason for the 
change and Charge Almeida will not 
discuss it, it is believed there that it 


grows out of dissension between 
President Palma and Diago over the 
forthcoming investigation of the situa- 
tion by Secretary Taft and Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon. 


Vandalia Strike Is Off 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 18.—The 
strike at the mines of the Vandalia 
Coal company’s mines has been de- 


clared off and the 3000 miners returned 
to work today. The coal company 
granted all the demands of the miners. 
The strike grew out of the discharge 
of three men accused of firing shots 
during the hours when coal is hoisted. 
The men will be reinstated and will be 
paid for the time they were idle. 


Cannot Remain In Panama 

Washington, Sept. 18—Chinese la- 
borers taken to Panama for work on the 
isthmian canal will be required to be 
deported at the conclusion of their ser- 
vice. To insure their deportation the 
Panamaian government will require 
the contractors who furnish the Chi- 
nese laborers to give a bond of $50 for 
the first 2500 Chinamen and $20 each 
for laborers in any number in excess of 
2500. 


Quits Gubernatorial Race 

Denver, Sept. 18—The Post an- 
nounces that Phillip B. Stewart, Repub- 
lican nominee for the governorship of 
Colorado, has withdrawn from the 
ticket. The paper says that Stewart 
has refused to make the race with Chief 
Justice Gabbert on the ticket.

CU'' OFF BY WAVES 


People at North Carolina Beach 
Were In Great Panic 

Wilmington, N. C., Sept. 18.—For 
about eight hours upward of 200 men, 
women and children were cut off from 
the mainland in imminent peril, while 
cottages, hotel and railroad property 
was damaged to the extent of about 
$10,000 by a fierce northeast storm 
which swept Wrightsville beach. 

The storm came without warning and 
hundreds of cottagers at the beach re- 
ceived their first intimation of danger 
upon awakening in the morning to find 
breakers sweeping clear across the 
beach to the sound and rolling high up 
on the mainland, two miles beyond. A 
trolley car kept at the beach in case of 
emergency took about 25 early risers 
across the sound on the trestle and four 
otber cars responded from the city toa 
telephone message and brought others 
across While the waves swept the 
trestle. ‘Those left at the beach were 
afraid to cross the trestle, which gave 
last car 


; way immediately after the 
reached the mainland. 

As soon as the storm abated some- 
what rescue work was begun. Surf- 
boats were sent across the channel at 
great risk, bringing first the women 
and children and later the men, the last 
of the number being brought last even- 
ing. 

At Carolina beach there was some 
damage to cottages, but the residents 
had left there the day before on notice 
of falling barometer. At Southport 
the harbor craft had a narrow escape 
from the storm, several of the passen- 
ger boats being damaged, 

The storm, which is supposed to have 
originated just north of Cuba, blew 70 
miles an hour for a time.

PASSING REFER jul 
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PLANS FOR PEACE 


Appear to Be Making but Little 
Progress In Cuba 


A SIEGE AT CIENFUEGOS 


Three Thousand Insurgents Near 
Havana Intend to Enter City 
When Reintorced--They Won’t 
Change Plans Because of Pre:- 
ence of American Warships 


Havana, Sept. 18.—The only results 
thus far of President Palma’s order for 
the suspension of hostilities have been 
that Liberal leaders, who hitherto have 
had every reason for anticipating ar- 
rest, are circulating openly in Havana 
again and even conferring with mem- 
bers of the government with regard to 
peace, and that such insurgents in the 
field as have been consulted, while 
they express themselves as ugreeable 
to settling matters amicably, at the 
same time assume an independent atti- 
tude which cannot be said to bode 
particularly well for a prompt settle- 
ment of existing difficulties. 

In the meanwhile Cienfuegos is in a 
state of siege, communication by tele- 
graph being severed, not only in the di- 
rection of Havana, but to Santiago as 
well. It is known that Cienfuegos had 
not been atiacked up to midnight Sun- 
day, but what has transpired since that 
time is not known here. 

All accounts agree that there are 
easily 3000 insurgents a few miles 
southeast of Havana, and rumors are 
in circulation that they will enter the 
city peaceably if they are not molested, 
but that they will fight if they meet 
with resistance. All visitors to insur- 
gents’ camps in Havana province re- 
turn with this impression, but it is be- 
lieved no attempt will be made against 
Havana until the arrival of Pino 
Guerra’s force, which now is variously 
reported to be from 20 to 40 miles dis- 
tant. 

The general impression is that the 
presence in Havana harbor of the 
American cruiser Denver will not act 
as a deterrent to such a movement, the 
auxiliary cruiser Dixie having gone to 
Cienfuegos and the cruiser Des Moines 
having gone presumably to bring to 
Cuba Secretary of War Taft and As- 
sistant Secretary of State Bacon. 

The announcement from Washington 
that American vessels of war will pro- 
tect British as well as American inter- 
ests is taken as applying especially to 
Cienfuegos, where the English-owned 
Cuban Central railroad has been 
obliged. to suspend operations and has 
suffered considerable damage to its 
property. The Western railroad, alsoa 
British enterprise, is not now suffering 
special damage except in the vicinity 
of Havana. 

The peace endeavors have really re- 
solved themselves more into negotia- 
tions between the Moderates and Lib- 
erals than between the government and 
the insurgents. The Moderates, while 
entirely loyal to Palma, seem now to 
be less concerned over his continuance 
in office than with the perpetuation of 
the control by their party. Capote, as 
president of the Moderate organization, 
and Zayas, as president of the Liberal 
party, will largely be able to dominate 
the situation. General Menocal is in- 
dustriously conferring with both 
these po#tical leaders. The veterans 
have resumed their peace meetings and 
the negotiations with the insurgents 
will be chiefly through them. 


Peace Terms Rejected 
Havana, Sept. 1I8—At a meeting of 
rebel leaders held in the town of Beju- 
cal it was decided, after a number of 
violent speeches had been delivered, 
not to accept the peace propositions of 
the government. 


Hunting Safes For Bombs 

Odessa, Sept. 18—The police are vig- 
orously searching for members of the 
fighting section of the Social Revolu- 
tion who are reported from St. Peters- 
burg as having arrived here with the 
intention of murdering the chief offi- 
cials and destroying the official build- 
ings. The safes of several banks were 
searched for bombs supposed to have 
been received under the guise of bullion 
or other packets from home or abroad. 
The result has not transpired.

Nashville, Sept. 18—Twenty years 
&go a man stole a ride from Chatta- 
nooga to Nashville on the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway 
freight and yesterday General Passen- 
ger Agent Danley received a money or- 
der for $4.50 from the man, who now 
lives at Mount Vernon, Ills. Danley 
wiped out the debt by the purchase of 
a ticket between the two points and 
having it cancelled. 


Locomotive Boiler Exploded 

Monongahela City, Pa., Sépt. 18.—By 
the explosion of the boiler of a locomo- 
tive the engineer and fireman were 
killed, four men severely injured and 
the engine and caboose reduced toscrap 
fron. All the injured were scalded 
about the face and hands and received 
severe bruises. The cause of the explo- 
sion is not known.

The Creole 

Will Ron on 
Morgan Line 
From New York 


Although there have been two launch- 
ings at the Fore River yards since the 
middle of August the interest in them 
seems to be in no way abated, for there 
was another large crowd present this 
morning to witness the launch of the 
passenger and freight steamer Creole, 
which is being built for the Southern 
Pacific Co., known as the Morgan line. 
She is one of the largest of her kind 
ever built. Besides there is an added 
interest in her from the fact that her 
motive power is turbine engines. 

The launch was a private one, as the 
yards were closed to all but ticket 
holders. The surrounding shores afford 
an excellent observation ground, how- 
ever, and as at other launchings there 
was a large crowd present who lined 
the Quincy Point bridge and the Wey- 
mouth shores. Aside from this the 
waters in front of the yards were alive 
with sailing craft who while keeping at 
a safe distance had an unobstructed 
view of the proceedings,

with the flags of the international code 
which were strung from stem to stern, 
which waved proudly in the breeze as 
the massive vessel slid gracefully toward 
her native element, for her first plunge. 

The vessel was christened by Miss 
Mary Harriman of New York, a daugh- 
ter of President Harriman of the com- 
pany, and the launching stand was 
filed with a distinguished party of 
guests, many of whom came on from 
New York in President Harriman’s pri- 
vate car to witness the ceremony. In 
addition there were a large number of 
guests of the Fore River Co. present. 

Miss Harrimav, who was sponsor for 
the Creole, wasa pretty little lady of 
the brunette type. She wore a white 
serge, and a hat trimmed with flowers, 
and carried a bouquet of roses, the gift 
of Admiral Bowles. 

The launching stand was also gaily 
decorated in the national colors and the 
scene was a pretty one. The guests as 
noted above were largely from out of 
town, and they came ona special train 
from Boston. This train which con- 
sisted of three cars and President Har- 
riman’s private car, left Boston at 10 
o’clock and was run to East Braintree 
without stop. From this point it was 
taken over tbe private track of the Fore 
River Co. and landed in the yard a few 
feet from the launching stand, Hardly 
had the party arrived on the platform 
when preparations were commenced to 
launch the steamer. This was made 
manifest by the pounding, as the wedg- 
es that lifted the vessel from her keel 
were driven home. 

Then came a shrill whistle and the 
pounding stopped. To those on the 
launching stand it seemed as though 
work had stopped. But it had not, for 
beneath the vessel were scores of men 
knocking out the shores and keel blocks. 

In the meantime Miss Harriman had 
been presented witha massive bouquet 
by President Bowles and had taken firm 
hold of the bottle of Mumm’s Exta Dry 
that hung suspended by a rope of red, 
white and blue ribbon. 

Then came another shrill whistle. 
This was for the men to saw away the 
soul pieces, the only thing that held 
the vessel from sliding down the ways. 
This was the work of but a minute and 
the big steamship that will run between 
New York and New Orleans was sliding 
down the ways. 

As she began to move, Miss Harriman 
hit the steel bow a sharp blow with the 
bottle and as the sparkling wine ran 
down the bow said, ‘‘I christen thee, 
Creole. *’ 

It was just 11.26 when the Creole be- 
gan to move, and a few seconds later 
she was riding gracefully in her native 
element. Tugs made fast to her and 
she was taken to the fitting out dock. 

As the vessel began to move the par- 
ty on the launching stand clapped their 
hands, the whistles in the yards and 
sailing craft in the harbor screeched 
out their welcome, and the hundreds of 
workmen in the yards threw up their 
hats and cheered. 

As soon as the launch was over the 
party adjourned to the mold loft where 
a lunch was served.

After the lunch Admiral Bowles 
spoke briefly. He said that he.felt very 
grateful to Miss Harriman for the high- 
ly efficient manner in which she had 
christened the Creole. 

He added that the gentleman who 
signed the contract got a bargain. He 
hoped in the vessel to express his in- 
debtedness to Mr. Curtis, the inventor 
of the turbine, It was the beginning of 
the building of turbine ships in the 
United States. 

It impresses us here today, because 
itis an American enterprise. There 
was no question but if our coast traffic 
was developed America would again 
control ninety per cent. of the merchant 
service instead of ten per cent, as now. 

Admiral Bowles then proposed a toast 
the Creole. 

President Harriman in responding 
said that he stood alone in the construc- 
tion of this particular type of boat. 
He told of the adverse report on tur- 
bines, and how, after a talk between 
Admiral Bowles and himself Admiral 
Bowles had his way. 

He therefore felt that he was a part- 
ner in this enterprise. His reputation 
as well as Admiral Bowles was at stake. 

He could not help thinking if some 
of the enormous sums-expended for war 
vessels had beenlexpended in a peaceful 
merchant fleet what great benefit would 
be derived. 

He hoped that the young men would 
take this matter in hand and regain for 
this country what belongs to us. 

He then spoke briefly of the enterprise 
of the Japanese, who wished to buy the 
four large vessels building for this line. 

He did not consider. it a patriotic 
thing to do however,

and he reached that position after wag- 
ing a terrific fight from the moment the 
convention opened until the count 
showed him to be the defeated gandi- 
date.

Winston Churchill of Cornish, 
Charles H. Greenleaf of Franconia, 55; 
Stephen H. Gale of Exeter, 1. Total 
vote, 799. 

Rosecrans W. Pillsbury of London- 
derry, who was close up in the tight 
early in the day, withdrew after the 
seventh ballot and made every effort 
to throw his strength to Floyd. 

Stephen H. Gale was never a facior 
in the contest, his largest vote totalling 
but 13. William E. Chandler of this 
city, H. B. Quinby of Lakeport and A. 
C. Kennett of North Conway received 
complimentary votes, but put together 
they did not average half a dozen. 

The convention, which was in con- 
tinuous session for 10% hours, was the

seen in this state. Samuel C. Eastman, 
the presiding officer, lost control of the 
delegates a few moments after he called 
the convention to order and the uproar 
continued from that hour until Floyd 
was declared the party nominee. The 
great desire to stampede doubtful del- 
egates was the original cause of the 
disturbance, but demonstrations which 
were started by cheers developed into 
such endless confusion that there was 
scarcely a quiet moment throughout the 
day. 

Although every seat on the main 
floor of the convention hall was neces- 
sary for the acommodation of the del- 
egates, more than halt these seats 
were unoccupied. Delegates crowded 
the aisles, they climbed up to the plat- 
form and they were jammed into side 
rooms. The serious effects were first 
noticed in the third ballot, when 816 
ballots were cast. The same thing 
happened in the fifth ballot and again 
in the eighth, and the most remarkable 
feature of the whole matter was that 
there was not the slightest intimation 

}from any source that an attempt was 
being made to stuff the ballot boxes. 

Two things contributed to Floyd’s 
nomination. One was the withdrawal 
of Pillsbury and his personal appeal to 
his friends to deliver their votes to 
Floyd. The other factor, and the more 
important one, was the delivery of the 
Greenleaf vote to Floyd. Pillsbury 
was in conference with Floyd for over 

'two hours during the afternoon while 
the convention was deadlocked. They 
were unable to reach an agreement at 
that time, but when his vote dropped to 
106, Pillsbury decided to give up his 
losing fight. 

The delivery of the Greenleaf vote 
created a tremendous sensation, for it 
meant the downfall of the man who, 
from the very opening of the conven- 
tion, held the lead over all others up to 
and including the seventh ballot. 
When the eighth ballot had been de- 
clared void, E. F’. Jones of Manchester, 
who had nominated Floyd, was heard 
to remark to one of his workers: “Now 
they’ll come over tous.” The next bal- 
lot justified the prophecy, but how the 
landslide of Greenleaf delegates into 
the Floyd camp was accomplished 
| could not be learned. It was rumored 
that it was caused by the desertion of 
several of his leaders. 

Mr. Floyd, when seen after he left 
the convention hall, made the following 
statement: “I thank my friends for the 
splendid way in which they stood by 
me from first o last. It was a_ hard 
fight, but I trust that no scars will re- 
main, and I hope and believe that I 
shall lead a united party to victory in 
November.” 

Mr. Churchill said: “We made a 
good fight and it turned out to be a 
good reason for a reform candidate.” 

The convention was primitive in 
many waye and it was not without its 
humorous features. When the dele- 
gates assembled not a flag greeted their 
eyes to relieve the monotony of the bare 
walls. The chairman’s desk was as 
void of adornment as were the re- 
porters’ temporary tables. Placed on 
top of it was the rung of an old chair 
and a ripple of laughter went around 
the hall as Senator Gallinger, the tem- 
porary chairman, rapped for order with 
the improvised gavel, which, later in 
the @ay, was wielded vigorously but 
ineffectually by Chairman Eastman. 

Churchill’s strength at the close ex- 
ceeded the most sanguine hopes of 

any of his friends. Starting out on 
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the first ballot with 157 votes, he fought 

his way up until he and Fioyd remained 

as practically the only candidates be- 

fore the convention. Greenleaf re- 

ceived only 55 votes on the last ballot, 

} representing the machine vote headed 
by Senator Gallinger. 

Churchill’s followers, while disap- 
pointed, console themselves with the re- 
flection that the platform adopted by 
the convention was the platform of 
their candidate. 

The platform opens with the usual 
“point with pride’ and says that the 
tepublicans of New Hampshire, among 
the first to indorse the candidacy of 
Theodore Roosevelt for president, regis- 
ter their unqualified approval of his ad- 
ministration. As regards state issues it 

| calls for a limit on railroad passes, fa- 
yors war on the lobby, and demands the 
enforcement of local option. 

Charles M. Floyd was born in Derry 
in 1861. At the present time he is the 
proprietor of a clothing store in Man- 
chester. He Is a trustee of the Amos- 
kKeag Savings bank and a director of 
the Manchester Building-and Loan as- 
sociation. He is also prominent in club 
and fraternal circles. He is a member 
of the governor’s council. 


ODELL FORCES ROUTED 


Parsons Wins Sweeping Victory 
In New York--Murphy Holds 
Tammany Leadership 
New York, Sept. 19.—In a bitter clash 

of opposing factions in the primary 

elections in New York county Congress- 
| man Herbert Parsons, president of the 
New York county committee, won a 
sweeping victory for the control of the 
Republican organization, while Charles 
fF. Murphy of Tammany Hall retained 
| his position at the head of the organiza- 
| tion by a narrow margin. 
| Parsons’ victory in the Republican 
' 


party was a complete rout for the fac- 
ition led by State Chairman Odell and 
| Lemuel E. Quigg. Parsons had the 
backing of President Roosevelt and 
Governor Higgins. He telephoned the 
president at Oyster Bay last night, teli- 
ing him of the victory and received 
| Roosevelt’s warmest congratulations. 

“This means,” said Parsons, “that 
Odell will not succeed himself as state 
chairman.” 

In the Democratic battle leader Mur- 
phy had the fight of his life. The 
friends of Mayor McClellan had banded 
together to wrest the control of Tam- 
many from Murphy and were very 
nearly successful. While Murphy is ac- 
credited with a victory on the face of 
the returns, some of the leaders re- 
corded as Murphy men are not pro- 
nounced in their affiliation any may 
swing the result around when the test 
really comes in the county convention. 

The success of Parsons means that 
the Republican state convention will be 
controlled by the friends of Governor 
| Higgins. Whether or not Governor 
| Higgins will be a candidate for renomi- 
| nation has not been announced. 

The effect of Murphy’s slight margin 
of victory at the Democratic primaries 
lis somewhat problematical. Murphy 
has been regarded of late as friendiy 
to the nomination of Hearst for govern- 
or. If he can control the Tammany 
convention he may obtain a unit rule 
and throw all the 105 Tammany votes 
to Hearst in the Buffalo convention. 
| McClellan, who has been fighting Mur- 
| phy for the Tammany control, has heen 
outspoken as an advocate of the nomi- 
ration of Jerome for governor. It is 
the general belief that the mayor and 
his friends will continue their fight in 
the county convention. 


Labor Ciaims a Moral Victory 
Washington, Sept. 19—The execu- 
tive council of the American Federation 
of Labor adopted the report of the la- 
bor representation committee regarding 


its participation in the political cam- 
paign. Concerning the campaign 


against the re-election of Representa- 
tive Littlefield of Maine the report says: 
“It is true that Mr. Littlefield has been 
re-elected, but by so small a margin, as 
compared to his previous election, that 
it has indeed been a great moral vic- 
tory and one which will have a salutary 
iufluence upon the coming elections 
‘and labor's standing before congress in 
| the future.” 


Whitney to Enter Race 
Boston, Sept. 19—The Post says: 
| Henry M. Whitney gave his consent 
| yesterday to the use of his name in the 
| Democratic convention as a candidate 
| for the Democratic gubernatorial nomi- 
nation. This was admitted last night 
by Congressman Sullivan, who was in 
| conference with Whitney just before 
Whitney left for New York, at 1 o'clock, 
where he is to further confer with Jo- 
siah Quincy.

Many Lives Lost and $1,000,000 
Damage by Terrible Typhoon 

Hong Kong, Sept. 19.—A terrific 
storm broke suddenly here, lasting two 
hours and destroying innumerable na- 
tive craft and causing much loss of life. 
The barbor is literally strewn with 
wreckage and the streets of the city 
are blocked with debris. The damage 
to shipping will reach at least $1,000,000. 

Although the barometer was low, 
nothing presaged the coming typhoon. 
Under ordinary precautions the usual 
harbor work was in progress when the 
storm came without warning. 

Vessels pitched ashore along the wa- 
terfront and the decks and sea walls 
were strewn with wreckage. Ocean 
liners, junks, sampans and ferryboats 
were piled up in thé streets, and the 
flooded highways blocked with wreck- 
age. 

The greatest loss of life was among 
the natives. Pearl river was crowded 
with boats and the storm sent hundreds 
to the bottom. It is impossible now to 
estimate the number who perished. 

The British government officials im- 
mediately started to succor the home- 
less. A complete estimate of the dam- 
age will not be obtainable for weeks. 
No Americas are reported to have been 
killed or injured. 


Handled $250,000 Boodle Fund 

Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 19.—Goy- 
ernor Folk has received a letter from 
J. H. Ritter, a former member of the 
St. Louis house of delegates, new Liv- 
ing in Denver, claiming to 


have re- 
ceived $250,000 boodle money which he 
distributed among members of the 
“combine.” Ritter declares that his 


conscience demands that he tell what he 
Ritter left 
St. Louis four years ago and his where- 
abouts had been a mystery until his let- 
ter to Folk. 


Found Clinging to Spars 

Charleston, Sept. 19—The Clyde 
liner New York brought into port the 
mate and three seamen of the schooner 
tt. D. Bibber of Bath, Me., lumber- 
laden, wrecked off Frying Pan shoals. 
The vessel turned turtle and went to 
pieces. The men were found clinging 
to the spars. The captain and others 
of the crew were not found. The nor- 
mal crew of the schooner was 11 men. 


Failed to Reach Castaways 

St. Johns, Sept. 19.—Five deaths and 
seven vessels have been added to the 
list of wrecks and deaths due to the re- 
cent gale which swept the coast of Lab- 
rador. The steamer Portia, which went 
to Belle Isle to the rescue of 140 cast- 
aways from 11 vessels driven ashore 
there, was unable to effect a landing. 
It will probably be several days before 
the castaways can be reached. 


Jews’ Lives In Danger 

Odessa, Sept. 19.—Policemen, ae- 
companied by soldiers, made tours of 
the city last night and cut marks on the 
trunks of trees standing close to a great 
number of shops belonging to Jews 
These actions are supposed to be in 
preparation for an intended attack by 
the military and a great panie ensued 
when the people learned what had beer 
done. 


Po'iceman Killed a Man 

New York, Sept. 19.—George Collins, 
aged 28, was shot and instantly killed 
by Policeman John McSherry in a 
fracas which followed the arrest by the 
policeman of several of Collins’ com- 
panions. The police declare that Col- 
lins attempted to release the prisoners 
which McSherry was holding and as- 
saulted the patrolman. 


Bank Men Indicted 

Yarmouth, N. S., Sept. 19.—The 
Yarmouth county grand jury returned 
two bills against Senator John Levitt, 
president of the failed Bank of Yar- 
mouth, and Vice President Crowell of 
the institution. Both officials are 
charged with making false returns of 
the bank’s condition to the federal goy- 
ernment. 


Has Complied With Law 

New York, Sept. 19.—The Astor the- 
atre, where the performance was 
stopped on Monday night because the 
builders had not complied with the law 
regarding fire apparatus, will open Fri- 
day night. All formalities have been 
complied with by the builders and the 
police department has issued the 
license. 


Mutineers Pay Death Penalty 

Helsingfors, Sept. 19.—Seventeen 
marines condemned to death for par- 
ticipation in the Sveaborg mutiny were 
shot yesterday. The court martial has 
sentenced SO other sailors to various 
terms at hard labor or to service with 
the disciplinary battalions. 


Seamen Lost In Storm 
Charleston, Sept. 19.—The Job H. 
Jackson, a three-masted lumber-laden 
schooner, was wrecked in the storm off 
the North Carolina coast and three 
seamen were lost. Master Pearson and 
four others were rescued.

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M’CARTHY GOES TO JAIL 


Expert In Naturalization Pleads 
Guilty of Fraud 

Boston, Sept. 19.—John J. MeCar- 
thy, the noted expert in naturalizations, 
pleaded guilty in the United States dis- 
trict court and Judge Dodge sentenced 
him to a fine of $1 and imprisonment 
for a period of three years in Cam- 
bridge jail. McCarthy retracted his 
plea of not guilty made on the day of 
his indictment, confessed his connec- 
tions with fraudulent naturalizations at 
the federal courts in Boston and made 
a statement to Judge Dodge in ex- 
tenuation of his crime. He is charged 
in four indictments with having testi- 
fied falsely in the case of four aliens 
who, in consequence of his testimony, 
obtained citizenship papers before they 
had been in the country long enough t¢ 
be entitled to such documents of nat- 
uralization. 

Judge Dodge asked him what he had 
done to verify the claims of the men 
and McCarthy replied that he had not 
cone anything. His confession and 
statement seemed to relieve his mind, 


and he accepted sentence with calm- 
ness, 
Splendid Aquatic Fest'val 
Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 19.—The 


naval water carnival here last night, 
in which floats from the battleship 
squadron of the North Atlantic fleet 
played the most prominent parts, was 
one of the finest aquatic festivals ever 
seen here.

Deaths by Poison and Hanging 

Newton, Mass., Sept. 19.—T'wo cases 
ef suicide were reported to the police 
last night. Patrick D. Connor, 40 years 
old, a landscape gardener, took paris 
green at his home. It is believed that 
his act was prompted by domestic 
trouble. William B. Colligan, a tailor, 
53 years of age, hanged himself in the 
cellar of the house of a friend. Colli- 
gan had recently been released from 
an insane hospital. In his case insanity 
is given as the cause. 

To Sue Bank Directors 

Boston, Sept. 19.—The failure of the 
Provident Securities and Banking com- 
pany, through which a large number of 
depositors lost their savings several 
months ago, will be investigated at the 
special session of the grand jury called 
for Sept. 24. None of the depositors 
has received any dividend since the 
company suspended. The receiver of 
the company says that he intends to 
bring civil suits against the officers and 
directors of the bank. 


Alleged Firebug Arraigned 

Malden,-Mass., Sept. 19.—Charged 
with arson in setting his.own house, 
on Forest street, Wakefield, on fire be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'clock in the morning, 
John Sherman was arraigned in the dis- 
trict court and held in $1000 for trial. 
He pleaded not guilty. It is said by the 
police that Sherman's wife and three 
daughters tried to put out the fire, 
while Sherman made his escape from 
the house with a canary bird. 


Robber Shot a Policeman 

Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 19.—Con- 
victed upon a charge of attempting to 
kill Patrolman McNamara of the Cam- 
bridge police department, Judge Bell 
sentenced Frank J. Tracy to five or six 
years in state prison and added six 
years to the sentence for breaking and 
entering. Tracy was found guilty on 
three counts of breaking and entering 
and two of receiving stolen property. 


Stole an Automobile 

Dedham, Mass., Sept. 19.—Two 
years in the house of correction was 
the sentence administered by Judge 
Brown upon Clarence A. Magee of 
Boston, who had been convicted of 
stealing an automobile. Magee was ar- 
rested in New York, charged with the 
larceny of an automobile from Lewis 
Duncan of Brookline. 


Bullet Wounds In Breast 

Boston, Sept. 19.—The body of an un- 
known man was found in the Alliston 
district last night. There were two 
bullet wounds in the breast and the po- 
lice are inclined to the belief that the 
man committed suicide.

Guthrie, Okla., Sept. 19.—Eight per- 
sous are dead, 20 more or less injured, 
and as many more missing as the result 
of the wrecking of a Rock Island pas- 
senger train three miles from Dover, 
Okla. 

The engine, tender, baggage and mail 
cars, smoking car and day coach of a 
passenger train left the high bridge 
that spans the Cimarron river and 
plunged into the stream, which is 
flanked by treacherous quicksands. 
The locomotive disappeared almost im- 
mediately. The mail and baggage 
clerks escaped from their cars and 
swam to the shore. The accident was 
due to driftwood, which piled against 
the bridge and swerved it out of line. 

The train was an hour late and was 
running at high speed. The engineer 
did not see the condition of the bridge 
until he was within a few yards of it. 
He shouted to his fireman and jumped. 
He landed on the verge of the river and 
escaped unhurt. The fireman sustained 
severe injuries. 

When the engine struck the bridge 
the structure collapsed, precipitating 
the engine, smoking car and day coach 
Iuto the water. Two Pullmans re- 
mained on the track. 

The current whirled the day coach 


; down stream and lodged it against a 


sandbank. The occupants were helped 
windows.

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MARK TWAIN'S LIFE TALE 


Extracts From Humorist’s Auto- 
biography He Is Still Writing. 


'TWILL LIVE FOR EONS, HE SAYS 


Contains 250,000 Words, and After 
Being Popular 2,000 Years He 
Thinks It Will Catch Its Second 
Wind and Start Afresh—Would Need 
a State Library, He Claims, if He 
Lives Long Enough. 


Reviewing his long and eventful ca- 
reer, Mark Twain, in an autobiog- 
raphy he is now writing, says it is not 
in the stormy episodes which have 
illumined his personal record, but in the 
countless common experiences which 
make up the existence of the average 
human being that he sees his own life 
reflected. Although Mr, Clemens’ pres- 
ent literary effort is a truly serious 
work, he has injected much of the 
fun and humor inseparable from his 
character. 

Selections from the unfinished auto- 
biography, on which Mr. Clemens has 
been laboring several years and of 
which he has written 250,000 words, 
will appear serially in the North 
American Review. From an advance 
copy of the Review the New York 
Herald is enabled to present some ex- 
tracts from the first installment. 

In a mock heroic introduction Mr. 
Clemens informs the world that he 
intends this autobiography shall be- 
come a model for all future autobiog- 
raphies, “when it is published, after 
my death.” He also intends that it 
“shall be read and admired a good 
many centuries, because of its form 
and method—a form and method 
whereby the past and the present are 
constantly brought face to face, re- 
sulting in corftrasts—which newly fire 
up the interests all along, like the con- 
tact of flint with steel. Moreover, 
this autobiography of mine does not 
select from my life its showy episodes, 
but deals mainly in the common experi- 
ences which go to make up the life of 
the average human being, because 
tuese episodes are of a sort which he 
is familiar with in his own life and in 
which he sees his own life reflected 
and set down in print. 

“Howells was here yesterday after- 
noon,” continues Mr. Clemens, “and I 
told him the whole scheme of this 
autobiography and its apparently sys- 
temless system—only apparently sys- 
temless, for it is not really that. It is 
a deliberate system, and the law of the 
system is that I shall talk about the 
matter which for the moment inter- 
ests me, and cast it aside and talk 
about something else the moment its 
interest for me is exhausted. It is a 
system which follows no charted 
course and is not going to follow any 
such course. It is a system which is 
a complete and purposed jumble—a 
course which begins nowhere, follows 
no specified route, and can never reach 
an end while I am alive, for the rea- 
son that if I should talk to the stenog- 
rapher two hours a day for a hundred 
years I should still never be able to 
set down a tenth part of the things 
which have interested me in my life- 
time. I told Howells that this auto- 
biography of mine would live a couple 
of thousand years, without any effort, 
and would then take a fresh start and 
live the rest of the time. 

“He said he believed it would and 
asked me if I meant to make a library 
of it. I said that that was my design, 
but that if I should live long enough 
the set of volumes could not be con- 
tained merely in a city; it would re- 
quire a state, and that there would not 
be any multimillionaire alive, perhaps, 
at any time during its existence who 
would be able to buy a full set, ex- 
cept on the installment plan. 

“Howells applauded and was full of 
praises and indorsement, which was 
wise in him and judicious. 
manifested a different spirit I would 

; have thrown him out of the window. 

I like criticism, but it must be my 

Way.” 

Discussing genealogy in general and 
his own in particular, Mark Twain goes 
on to tell a story about the late Wil- 
liam Walter Phelps, whom he met 
when Phelps was minister at the court 
of Berlin: 

“One evening he had me to dinner to 
meet Count S., a cabinet minister,” he 
writes. “This nobleman was of long 
and illustrious descent. Of course I 
wanted to let out the fact that I had 
some ancestors, too, but I did not want 
to pull them out of their graves by the 
ears, and I never could seem to get 
tlie chance to work them in in a way 
that would look sufficiently casual. I 
suppose Phelps was in the same 
difficulty. In fact, he locked distraught 
now and then—just as a person looks 
who wants to uncover an ancestor 
purely by accident and cannot think of 
a way that will seem accidental enough. 
But at last, after dinner, he made a 
try. He took us about his drawing 
room, showing us the pictures, and 
finally stopped before a rude and 
ancient engraving. It was a picture 
of the court that tried Charles I. There 
was a pyramid of judges in Puritan 
slouch hats, and below them were three 
bareheaded secretaries seated at atable. 
Mr. Phelps put his finger upon one of 
the three and said, with exultant in- 
difference: 

“*An ancestor of mine.’

New Sight For Shooting at Night. 

The development of accuracy in 
shooting at night has received a dou- 
ble impetus of late in the British sery- 
ice, says the South China Post. A 
new sight has been adopted and is be- 
ing manufactured and issued with all 
possible dispatch. This sight, a tele- 
scopic pattern, is defined by electric 
light for night work. It has been ex- 
tensively tried under all conditions and 
has proved a signal success. Quite re- 
cently also a greatly improved thirty- 
six inch searchlight has supplanted the 
regulation * twenty-four inch light, 
which is capable of defining an enemy 
at over double the distance of its pred- 
ecessor. Owing to the excellent train- 
ing afforded by the gunnery branch 
our (English) naval gunners can now 
with the aid of their latest sight and 
searchlight depend on disabling an en- 
emy at from 3,000 to 4,000 yards on a 
favorable night. 


A School For Office Boys. 

To train office boys in the way they 
shoald go will be the aim of an office 
boy school to be started this fall in 
Cleveland, O., by the central boys’ de- 
partment of the Y. M. C. A., says a 
correspondent of the Kansas City 
Times. This school for office boys will 
be a unique experiment and is the first 
one to be established in the United 
States. The course will consist of a 
thorough course in office training and 
instruction in all the latest business 
systems and methods. It is calculated 
not only to fit boys to become expert 
office boys, but to qualify them as 
clerks, able to handle car systems, cor- 
respondence and the detail work of any 
large business establishment. A mod- 
el office is to be fitted up for the use 
of boys who enroll in the school.

THE CUBAN TANGLE 


Opposing Factions Tell Their Story 
to Taft and Bacon 


STAND OF GOVERNMENT 


Objection to Any Peace Plan 
Which Involves New Elections 
--Has Limited Itselt to Assist- 
ing Veterans In Peace Efforts 


Havana, Sept. 20.—The presidents of 
both the Moderate and the Liberal par- 
ties yesterday afternoon submitted to 
Secretary of War Taft and Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon, representing 
President Roosevelt, their respective 
statements of the facts leading up to 
the Cuban revolution and the conduct 
of the belligerents. Each of the presi- 
dents will later present a written state- 
ment of the terms they are willing to 
agree to in the interest of peace. 

General Menocal, representing the 
veterans, also related to Taft and Bacon 
the efforts he has made toward peace 
and the difficulties he has encountered, 
and gave his opinion as to what courses 


{hold out any promises of an amicable 


settlement. A committee of Isle of 
Pines Americans also appeared, but 
obtained little satisfaction, their attor- 
ney simply presenting a statement of 
their grievances, which was not taken 
up. 

Yesterday’s hearing began at the 
home of Minister Morgan in the village 
of Marianao. The hearings were held 
privately in a room adjoining the 
library. No one was in the house ex- 
cept those directly interested and news- 
paper men. Taft and Bacon informed 
Vice President Capote, Senator Zayas 
and General Menocal that the confer- 
ences would be purely preliminary and 
that all would be heard again. 

After the hearings Secretary Taft 
said that he had just begun his work 
and that it was evident that the mis- 


| sion upon which he came would require 


more time than he had anticipated be- 
fore his arrival. He estimated that 10 
days would be required to complete his 
errand, but he could not say whether 
or not it would be necessary to visit in- 
surgent camps or other cities. He was 
pleased with the fact that representa- 
tives of every faction had visited the 
agents of President Roosevelt, which 
he considered augured well for the suc- 
,cess of the mission, which, he desired 
} it to be understood, was purely media- 
tory. Taft said he had not talked as 
yet with representatives of commercial 
interests, but that he expected to meet 
men of affairs and property. 

After his interview with Messrs. Taft 
and Bacon, Vice President Capote said 
the government was absolutely opposed 
to any plan which involves new elec- 
tions. He added that he was preparing 
a written statement of the terms which 
the Moderates will accept in a settle- 
ment of@he difficulties.

In the course of the conversation of 
the American secretaries with Presi- 
dent Palma in the morning, Taft and 
3acon subscribed to the sentiments set 
forth in President Roosevelt's letter 
and expressed the hope that their visit 
would contribute to the establishment 
of peace. In reply to questions Palma 
reviewed the various aspects of the 
electoral problem in Cuba. Asked 
whether the government had taken 
steps to effect a compromise, the presi- 
dent replied in the negative, saying that 
the government had limited itself to as- 
sisting the efforts of the veterans, 
without taking an active part in the 
negotiations. Taft then asked if any 
revolutionary demands had been di- 
rectly affected by these negotiations. 
Palma said in reply that the program 
of the revolutionists included the abso- 
jute annulment of the last elections and 
that, if by compromise it should be 
agreed to hold partially new elections, 
he (Palma) would no longer continue as 
executive, because his prestige would 
suffer and to do so would be a drawback 
to a constitutional form of government. 

Referring to the efforts being made 
to bring about peace, Palma said he 
had left that matter to the political par- 
ties. On receipt of President Roose- 
velt’s letter the government had limited 
itself to suspension of hostilities. 
Palma added that, in his judgment, con- 
gress should pass an electoral law 
which would amply guarantee both par- 
ties also a municipal election law, un- 
der which elections would be held next 
January, the government to preserve 
strict impartiality.

It is said atthe state department 
that whatever Taft and Bacon have to 
communicate will be sent direct to 
President Roosevelt, as they constitute 
a special presidential mission which is 
quite independent of the department of 
state. 

No information from the diplomatic 
representatives of this government in 
Cuba coucerning the progress of the 
uegotiations instituted by Taft and 
Bacon is expected at the state depart- 
ment, for the reason that these repre- 
sentatives are accredited to the Palma 
government and officially have nothing 
to do with the inquiry of the special 
commission and would not assume to 
report on any of its investigations. 

The state department was informed 
by the owner of a plantation near Santo 
Domingo, Cuba, that the Cuban insur. 
gents had seized 12 of his horses. The 
telegram came from the owner, who re- 
sides at Grand Rapids, Mich. His 
name was not made public. The infor- 
mation was cabled by the state depart- 
ment to Minister Morgan at Havana for 
a report. 


Overt Act by Revolutionists 

Santiago, Cuba, Sept. 20.—Fifty 
armed and mounted men entered the 
town of Firmeza, where the Juragua 
iron mines are located. They presented 
a document bearing the alleged signa- 
ture of General Hierezuelo, demanding 
the delivery of two cases of dynamite 
and two blasting batteries. Superin- 
tendent Whittaker refused to deliver 
the goods. The insurgents thereupon 
seized the explosive and the batteries, 
one mule and other supplies, giving 
their receipt therefor, 


Charged With Killing Father 

Watertown, Mass., Sept. 20.—Krikas 
Choulgian, an Armenian, died last night 
as the result of wounds alleged to have 
been made upon him by his son. The 
son is under arrest, charged with kill- 
ing his father with a crowbar. The as- 
sault is said to have been caused by 
the elder Choulgian’s refusal to give 
the son $400 when the latter demand- 
ed it. 


Ready to Respond to Call 

Buffalo, Sept. 20.—In response to a 
query as to whether he would accept the 
gubernatorial] nomination, Mayor Adam 
replied “that if the Democratic party 
in convention assembled demands of 
any true and loyal Democrat that he 
serve his party and the people, it is his 
duty to respond even against his per- 
sonal preference and to stand or fall 
fighting in the good old-fashioned way 
for his party and for his principles.” 


To Guard American Interests 

St. Johns, Sept. 20.—United States 
naval tug Potomac, detailed for service 
on the west coast of Newfoundland dur- 
ing the winter herring fishery season, 
has arrived here. With the arrival of 
the Potomac was seen, for the first 
time in 20 years, American, British and 
French flags flying at one time from 
naval vessels in this port. A British 
cruiser and two French cruisers were 
already in port. 


Hitch In Simplified Spelling 

Washington, Sept. 20.—The hydro- 
ytaphic office, under the executive or- 
der, has felt bound to issue its maps, 
charts, sailing instructions and other 
maritime information in simplified 
spelling, but as this is not recognized 
by the forelgn governments with which 
the office exchanges publications, it is 
awaiting further instructions from See- 
retary Bonaparte. 


Bodies Washed Ashore 

New York, Sept. 20—The body of 
Russell Beeler, one of the three persons 
drowned with the sinking of the naph- 
tha launch Sausage, was washed up on 
Brighton beach. Later the body of one 
of the two Boston women who lost 
their lives in the same accident was re- 
covered off Hoffman island. 


Disaster Overtakes Scotch Express 

London, Sept. 20—The crowded 
Scotch express train on the Great 
Northern railway, leaving London last 
night, was wrecked outside of Gran- 
tham at midnight. The engine and sey- 
eral coaches were dashed over an em- 
bankment. Ten persons were killed 
and 16 injured. 


Buenos Ayres’ Big Fire 
Buenos Ayres, Sept. 20.—The cus- 
toms dock, which was destroyed by fire 
yesterday, contained 30,000 tons of 
merchandise.

Wants Press to Adopt Simplified 
Form of Spelling 


GIVES AN OBJECT LESSON 


Committed ‘*Wanton Crime’ In 
Calling an Editor a Jaw-Break- 
ing Name-- Poor Fellow “Lived 
Only Two Hours’’ 


New York, Sept. 20.—The annual 
meeting of members of The Associated 
Press was held in this city. Important 
matters in connection with the service 
were disposed of. Last night the 
members met with several guests at 
dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria. Gen- 
eral Manager Stone of The Associated 
Press presided, and with him at the 
guests’ table were Samuel! L. Clemens, 
who discussed “Reform Spelling; Gen- 
eral Horace Porter, Henry A. Shute, 
the author, and Professor Vincent of 
Chicago university. Clemens said in 
part: 

“I am here to make an appeal to the 
nations in behalf of the simplified 
spelling. I have come here because 
they cannot all be reached except 
through you. There are only two forces 
that can carry light to all the corners 
of the globe—only two—the sun in the 
heavens and The Associated Press 
down here. I may seem to be flattering 
the sun, but I do not mean it so; I am 
meaning only to be just and fair all 
round. 

“You speak with a million voices; no 
one can reach so many races, so many 
hearts and intellects as you, except 
Rudyard Kipling, and he cannot do it 
without your help. If The Associated 
Press will adopt and use our simplitied 
forms and thus spread them to the ends 
of the earth, covering the whole 
spacious planet with them as with a 
garden of flowers, our difficulties are at 
an end. Every day of the 365 the only 
pages of the world’s countless news- 
papers that are read by all the human 
beings and angels and devils that can 
read, are those pages that are built out 
of Associated Press dispatches. And 
so I beg you, I beseech ys u—oh I im- 
plore you—to spell them in our simpli- 
fied forms. Do this daily, constantly, 
persistently, for three months—ounly 
three months—it is all I ask. 

“The infallible result? Victory. 
For by that time all eyes here and 
above and below will have become ad- 
justed to the change and in love with 
it, and the present clumsy and ragged 
forms will be grotesque to the eye and 
revolting to the soul. And we shall be 
rid of phthysis and phthysie and pneu- 
monia and pneumatics and diphtheria 
and pteradactyl and all those other in- 
sane words which no man addicted to 
the simple Christian life can try to spell 
and not lose some of the bloom of his 
piety in the demoralizing attempt. Do 
not doubt it. We are chameleons, and 
eur partialities and prejudices change 
places with an easy and blessed facil- 
ity, and we are soon wonted to the 
change and happy in it. 

“Do I seem to be seeking the good 
of the world? That is the idea. It is 
my public attitude; privately I am 
merely seeking my own profit. We all 
do it, but it ts sound, and It is virtuous, 
for no public interest is anything other 
or nobler than a massed accumulation 
of private interests.” 

Mr. Clemens then explained that in 
1883 when simplified spelling was first 
seriously broached he scoffed at it. 
What he needed, he said, was an object 
lesson and he got it. At that time he 
“was scrambling along, earning the 
family’s bread on magazine work at 7 
cents a word, compound words at 
single rates.” And he “was the prop- 
erty of a magazine, a 7-cent slave under 
& boiler-iron contract.” One day there 
came a note from the editor requiring 
him to write 10 pages on the revolting 
text: “Considerations concerning the 
alleged subterranean holopyotal ex- 
temporaneousness of the conchyliace- 
ous superimbrication of the ornithor- 
hyneus, as foreshadowed by the unin- 
telligibility of its plesiosaurian ani- 
sodactylous aspects.” He saw starva- 
tion staring the family in the face and 
went to the editor for an interview 
about the rates. Mr. Clemens contend- 
ed, he said, for pay on a simplified 
spelling basis, but his Proposition was 
coldly refused, whereupon, to use his 
own words: 

“E seldom say a harsh word to any- 
one, but I was not master of myself 
then, and I spoke right out and called 
him an anysodactylous plesiosaurian 
conchyliaceous ornithorhyncus, and 
rotten to the heart with holophotal sub- 
terranean extemporeaneousness. God 
forgive me for that wanton crime. He 
lived only two hours. 

“From that day to this I have been a 
devoted and hard-working member of 
the heaven-born institution, the Inter- 
national association for the prevention 
of cruelty to authors, and now I am la- 
boring with Carnegie’s simplified com- 
mittee and with my heart in the work.”

Fired by a Committee of “Reg- 
ular” Democrats 


NO MINCING OF WORDS 


District Attorney Charged With 
tsine Office For Political Pur- 
poses--Aided In Candidacy by 
“Yellow Journalism’’--Whit- 
ney Will Make the Fight 


Boston, Sept. 20.—in an open letter 
addressed to “The Democratic Voters 
of Massachusetts,” the political record 
aud aspirations of District Attorney 


Moran are made the subject of exten- 
sive and severe excoriation. The letter 
was issued last night and was sigued 
by Congressman Sullivan, Josiah Quin- 
cy, Arthur Lyman, Edward L. Arundel, 
John C. Burke and Nicholas J. Skerrett, 
a committee appointed at a meeting of 
Democrats to take steps toward thwart- 
ing Moran’s gubernatorial aspirations. 

The letter is a lengthy document, con- 
taining between 4000 and 5000 words. 
In the beginning the committee call up- 
on their “political brethren throughout 
the state to consider the dangerous 
party crisis and ask their co-operation 
in meeting it.” Continuing, the com- 
mittee say: “We believe that compl- 
ance with the demand of John B. Mo- 
ran, at present the nominee for govern- 
or of the Prohibition party, that he 
should also be given the Democratic 
nomination for that office, would be a 
great mistake; that it would, to say the 
least, Jeopardize the great gains our 
party has made in this state since 1900.” 

The letter declares that Moran is un- 
fit for the high office of governor; that 
be Is not qualified either in respect to 
his temperament, methods, experience 
or mental characteristics to fill the of- 
fice. Regarding this the letter says: 
“We believe that an examination of his 
public record during the 11 months of 
his service as district attorney, con- 
stituting his whole record in public of- 
fice, will convince any impartial in- 
quirer of his unfitness in many of these 
respects.” 

The statement is made that Moran is 
aided In his candidacy by a “yellow 
journalism, having for the moment its 
logical outcome in yellow politics.” 

It is charged by the committee that 
Moran has been using the district attor- 
pey’s office for political purposes. 
“Whatever may be the fact,” says the 
letter, “and legal proof is, of course, 
difficult to obtain, the belief widely ob- 
tains among Boston politicians that in 
the district attorney’s office favors can 
be done for political friends while un- 
pleasant consequences may be visited 
upon vulnerable political enemies. This 
accounts in part at least for the ex- 
istence of a political situation in Bos- 
ton in respect to Moran’s candidacy 
which doubtless puzzles many good 
Democrats in other parts of the state. 
We can assure them that if Moran were 
not district attorney of Suffolk county 
certain Boston Democratic leaders who 
now favor him would not take his po- 
litieal aspirations any more seriously 
this year than they have In the past.” 

It is pointed out that Moran bas se- 
cured only one political conviction dur- 
ing his term of office, namely, In the 
case of the former secretary of Senator 
Lodge, whose case is now pending ina 
higher court. 

The committee claims that Moran is 
not a Democrat and that he does not 
represent the principles of Democracy. 
The letter goes on to say that if Moran 
is the party nominee the tariff question 
must be relegated to obscurity as a cam- 
paign issue, the committee holding that 
the tariff question is the most import- 
ant issue of the campaign. In this con- 
nection the letter says: 

“Mr. Moran’s nomination would re- 
store the full control of the Republi- 
can situation to Senator Lodge and en- 
able him to go back to Washington and 
announce that with the help of Moran 

and his lieutenants he had given a 
quietus for the time belng to the de- 
mand of a large body of the business 
men of the state that its industries be 
relieved from unnecessary and upjust 
tariff burdens.” 

In conclusion the committee state: 
“We know that if a majority of the del- 
egates are not committed in advance 
to Moran and desire to nominate some 
other candidate, Henry M. Whitney 
would accept the call of the convention 
to act as standard bearer of the party 
in the coming campaign.” 


Messachusetts Ballot a Pattern 

New York, Sept. 20.—In a long in- 
terview issued last night, W. T. Je- 
rome, a candidate for governor, defines 
his attitude on a number of issues and 
his views on political men and matters 
in the present gubernatorial campaign. 
“The first step of paramount necessity,” 
he says, “Is for the people to gain con- 
trol and fight to the last ditch for the 
ballot used jn Massachusetts, namely, a 
dallot on ich there is no party 
column. If we had the Massachusetts 
ballot in this state, together with the 
privilege of nomination by petition, the 
decent people ef the state always would 
have it in their power to correct the 
mistakes and wrong-doing of a political 
party.” 


Convention Will Be Quiet 

New Haven, Sept. 20.—The Republi- 
ean state convention will today nomi- 
nate a state ticket and a representa- 
tive-at-large in congress. Every indi- 
cation is that the convention will be the 
quietest in years, all the interesting 
contests having been settled in the 
senatorial and county caucuses,

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FIVE THOUSAND DEAD 


Terrible Result of Typhoon 
Which Swept Hong Kong | 

Hong Kong, Sept. 20.—It is now esti. 
mated that 5000 Chinese lost their lives 
in the recent typhoon. Reports are 
pourly increasing the mortality. 

The typhoon came suddenly and with- 
out warning. The observatory had pre- 
dicted moderate winds. Half an hour 
after the gun signal had been fired the 
storm was at its height. It lasted two 
hours. Most of the damage done was 
wrought on the Kowloon peninsula. 

The losses are estimated at several 
million dollars. Over 1000 sampans 
and junks are missing from Hong 
Kong alone. Wharves were swept 
away and houses collapsed. The mili- 
tary barracks are in ruins. Reports of 
fresh disasters are coming In hourly.

Cornish, Me., Sept. 20.—In a battle 
with three men supposed to be bur- 
glars, who broke into the postoffice at 
Brixton, Postoffice Inspector Robinson 
was shot in the thigh early this morn- 
ing. The wound is not serious. The 
three suspects took to the woods. A 
posse of deputies and citizens was or- 
ganized immediately. It is believed 
that the capture of the suspects is a 
matter of a few hours only. 


Dishonest Bank President 
Yarmouth, N. 8., Sept. 20—John 

Levitt of this eity, Canadian senator 
and a leading member of the Liberal 
party in Nova Scotia, was found guilty 
of making false returns regarding the 
condition of the Bank of Yarmouth, of 
which he was president, to the Cana- 
dian government, by a jury in the su- 
preme court.

How Labor Has Benefited by 
Legislation This Year. 


THE NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 


City and Town Committees Should 
Get Ready For Work. 


Democrats are very fond of telling 
labor men how much the Democratic 
party has done for the cause of labor. 
If one could believe the claims of indi- 
vidual Democrats pretty nearly all the 
labor laws in the commonwealth wtre 
pushed through the great and general 
court by their solitary efforts. 

It is only necessary, however, to 
glance at the record of the Democratic 
party in such states as they entirely 
control. Searcely a single northern 
state has a Democratic legislature. All 
the southern states have legislatures 
which are overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic. The northern states are the only 
oues which have made any considerable 
progress in the line of better conditions 
for working men and women and for 
the protection of children of school age. 
ln other words, in states where the 
Democratic party is in full control, la- 
bor has been able to secure no legisla- 
tion of any importance, either in the 
line of working hours, sanitary con- 
siruction of factories, or any of the 
other aids to the lot of the working 
man. It has long been admitted that 
Massachusetts takes the lead in the en- 
actment of laws for the protection of 
labor from long hours, unsanitary con- 
ditions, and for the protection of the 
working man generally. It has long 
had on the statute books a child labor 
law which has been the model for all 
the other progressive states in the 
Union. 

Some of the New Acts 

This year, however, has seen a.great 
advance in many directions for the pro- 
tection of working men and women. 
The law constituting eight hours a 
maximum day’s work for public em- 
ployes, has been extended further to re- 
quire in all contracts a stipulation that 
no laborer, workman, or mechanic in 
the employ of the contractor, contract- 
ing to do the whole or a part of the work 
contemplated by the contract, shall be 
required to work more than eight hours 
in any one calendar day. The child la- 
bor law has been strengthened so that 
for the first time truant officers 
throughout the commonwealth are 
given absolute power to enter mills and 
factories and take therefrom children 
who are being employed in violation of 
the child labor law, and take such 
children to the schools without a war- 
rant. The penalty for the padrone or 
parent sending children to work by 
forged age certificates has been 
changed from a trivial fine to imprison- 
ment. This change was made at the 
suggestion of Governor Guild and the 
legislation was based on his inaugural. 

A new statute was passed, cutting off 
the power of money lenders to bind 
wage-earners to endless financial slay- 
ery, which prohibits unlimited assign- 
ment of wages and specifies a standard 
form of assignment. 

Weekly Payments Extended 

The weekly payment of wages to me- 
chanics, workmen and laborers by 
counties, cities, corporations and con- 
tractors has been made practically uni- 
versal by the legislature of 1906. The 
state has also taken another step fn ad- 
vance in an act providing for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of free em- 
ployment offices under the auspices of 
the state, as a legitimate aid to those 
out of work in obtaining means of 
livelihood. By another act the state 
board of education has provided a pub- 
lic employment bureau for teachers de- 
sirous of employment. 

An act was passed this year requiring 
proprietors of foundries to maintain 
suitable toilet rooms provided with 
running hot water, where the men may 
change their clothes. 

With a view to safeguarding the say- 
ings of the people, a complete reor- 
ganization of the savings bank commis- 
sion has been accomplished and, fol- 
lowing suggestions in the governor’s 
inaugural address, several important 
amendments to the laws governing the 
savings banks have been put upon the 
statute books with a view to making 
these depositoriés of the people’s say- 
ings absolutely safe. 

Safeguarding Human Life 

The large number of accidents entall- 
ing heavy loss of life in factories has 
resulted in important legislation the 
present year. The necessity of better

other amendments to law it is in- 
tended to further safeguard human life 
ir. buildings such as factories, mills and 
workshops, where boilers are used. 
Certainly this is a record which ought 
to win the support of thoughtful wage- 
earners. The Republican party is al- 


' ways blamed for the defeat of any labor 


measure in the great and general court. 
It is therefore only logical that when 
such legislation is enacted the Republi- 
can party should be given credit for that 
enactment. Certainly with a legisla- 
ture strongly Republican the enact- 
ment of a measure is due to the Repub- 


feated such legislation had it seen fit to 
do so. Some of these measures were 
probably introduced by Democrats, but * 


that fact does not alter the situation. 
They could not have been enacted un- 
less by Republican votes, which con- 
siitute a great majority of the state leg- 
islature. All these measures were 
signed by Governor Curtis Guild, Jr. 
Probing Naturalization Frauds 
The crusade of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Asa P. French against 
fraudulent naturalization has resulted 
in the indictment of seven men for 
fraud. It is significant that of the seven 


indicted, four defaulted their bail. One | 


of the men indicted was John J. McCar- 
thy, who has had charge of the Demo- 
cratic naturalization bureau in Boston 
for a number of years, and was until 
recently in the employ of the city. 
There were four indictments against 
McCarthy, three against James O'Toole, 
two against John J. Sullivan and one 
each against William J. Monahan, Cor- 
nelius O’Leary, John Molloy and Daniel 
J. Holmes. Those who defaulted when 
their names were called in court were 
O’Toole, Sullivan, Holmes and Molloy. 
The bail in each case was $2000. 

All the defendants who put in an ap- 
pearance pleaded not guilty to the 
charge and will be tried later. Mr. Me- 
Carthy is the only one who failed to get 
bail. 

This result of the work of the United 
States district attorney and bis assist- 
ants will undoubtedly do a g20d deal to 
intimidate others who might desire to 
secure naturalization papers illegally. 
For years Boston Democrats have 
acted as if they felt there was no danger 
ic work of this sort Mr, McCarthy,as 
before stated, had charge for years of 
the Democratic naturalization and his 
manner was so affable and smooth that 
he had succeeded in securing the con- 
fidence not only of the clerks of the fed- 
eral courts in Boston, but also of some 
of the judges of those courts. He was 
given every facility for pursuing his 
work in some of these courts, and his 
statements were commonly accepted. 

Those who have all along suspected 
that the Democracy was running a 
naturalization mill for the purpose of 
manufacturing citizens upon their ar- 
rival in this country have turned out to 
be correct, and judges generally ought 
to learn a lesson from this experience. 

Need of Active Work 

There is just now great need for ac- 
tivity in the city and town committees 
which will have to do the work neces- 
sary for the re-election of the present 
state officers and the Republican candi- 
dates for congress throughout the com- 
monwealth. This is to be a critical year 
for Massachusetts in the matter of con- 
gressmen. The Republican delegation 
in the present congress, from this state, 
consists of 11 out of 14 congressmen. 
The indications are that the next con- 
gress will be close, and Massachu- 
setts ought to increase her Republican 
strength by at least one and possibly 
by two in order to help to make up 
losses Which are likely to occur in other 
commonwealths,. 

In the Tenth and Eleventh districts 
the Republicans have a chance to win 
if they are united and put the best men 
in the field. The Tenth Is now repre- 
sented by William 8S. McNary and the 
Eleventh by John A. Sullivan. In the 
Yenth there is a hot ficht on for the 
Democratic nomination, while in the 
Eleventh Former Senator Peters will 
have the Democratic nomination with- 
out opposition. 

The Democrats propose to make vig- 
orous fights for congressional candi- 
dates in all the districts, but most of 
them admit that the only other district 
likely to be close is the Fifth, and that 
the chances there favor the Republicans. 
It is, however, a fairly close district, 
and no work should be left undone 
which will aid in keeping it in the Re- 
publican column. 


STEADY COMPANY CLUB. 


Bean Must Stand Scrutiny of Twenty 
Girls Before Sparking One. 

Twenty young women eligible for 
matrimony have organized a secret 
club for mutual protection at Sterling, 
Ill., says a dispatch from that place. 
The “steady company” of each mem- 
ber of the club must be passed upon by 
a majority of the members, 

The moral, financial and companion: 
ship qualities of the young mdn will be 
discussed, and if he be found eligible 
to be in the “running” a majority vote 
will give the young woman permission 
to go ahead. If he be found wanting, 
he will be blackballed. After the fair 
one is permitted to proceed if the 
young man is disposed to trifle the 
woman, at the behest of the club, must 
bring him to time. 

When a proposal of marriage is made 
the club will calmly discuss it and take 
a last vote on the destiny of the young 
man. If his conduct during the court: 
ing period be found to be all that a 
good woman can stand for, then the 
club member will be given her last cer- 
tificate. The object of the club, the 
girls announce, is to encourage matri- 
mony, but as twenty heads are better 
than one in judgment of character they 


have bound themselves to abide by the 


majority rule.

“POISON SQUAD” PROBLEM. 


Tests of Efiect of Saltpeter to Begin 
In October. 

The ‘poison squad” of the bureau of 
chemistry at Washington is to reas- 
semble on Oct. 15 and will experiment 
on entirely new lines, says the New 
York Tribune’s Washington corre- 
spondent. Dr. Wiley is anxious to dis- 
cover whether saltpeter, a preservative 
commonly used in meats and hereto- 
fore regarded as harmless, is deleteri- 
ous in its effects. In order to get the 
information in the best possible way 
he will set his poison eaters to work, 
and by noting the general effect upon 
their health of a diet of corned beef, 
ham, ete. prepared with generous 
quantities of saltpeter he hopes to be 
able to tell the world in a short time 
just what saltpeter will do to the bu- 
man system, 

Dr. Wiley maintains that the “poison 
squad” has recently received a vindi- 
cation for its labors in the meat inspec- 
tion regulation prescribed by Secre- 
tary Wilson prohibiting the use of pre- 
seryatives in meat products. The squad 


of foods in which borax, salicylic acid, 
spiphide, formaldehyde, ete., 
uged. The full report of the investiga- 
tions has net been made public, but to 
Secretary Wilson were submitted the 
reports made by Dr. Wiley, and the 
facts contained therein convineed the | 
secretary that none of these preserva- 
tives should be allowed. He therefore 
made the important ruling that the 
meat inspection regulations must spe- 
cifically forbid their use. ; 

The test to be made with saltpeter 
deals with practically the only chem- 
ical preservative or coloring matter not | 
prohibited now by the regulations. The | 
preparation is used generally for corn- 
ed beef in all meat packing establisb- | 
ments and often by domestic hotel 
keepers. It is regarded as probable} 
that the work of the squad will clearly 
demonstrate that saltpeter is deleteri- 
ous to the human system, in which 
case the regulations will be amended 
to prohibit its use.

MAN HIS OWN MOTOR BOAT 


Paris Engineer Has Contrivance to 
Strap on to the Body. 

The Academy of Sciences in France 
is considering the invention of a Parl- 
sian engineer, who has conceived the 
idea of adapting the petroleum engine 
to the propulsion of the human body in 
the water, says a Paris cable dispatch 
to the New York Globe. 

The device consists of a petroleum | 
tank and motor, with a saddlelike ar- 
rangement and water tight box de- 
signed to keep the operator afloat. A 
propeller much like those in use on or- 
dinary motor boats completes the ap- 
paratus. 

All that is necessary in order to put 
the machine into operation is to turn a 
diminutive crank, sling the motor box 
over one’s shoulder and get into the 
saddle. The speed attainable is said to 
be forty miles an hour.

Seriously Injured 


Miss Mary J. Hammond of this city 
was seriously injured on Thursday after- 
noon while enjoying an automobile 
ride in Dorchester with ber brother, 
Postmaster Charles LL. Hammond. 
Latest intelligence received by the 
Ledger reports her as comfortable, and 
it is thotght the injuries will not 
prove fatal, The Herald reports the 
accident as follows: , 

Postmaster Charles L.” Hammond ot 
Quincy and his sister, Mary J. Ham- 
mond, were the principals in an auto- 
mobile accident at Jamaica Plain 
Thursday afternoon, when a beer team 
collided with the car in which they 
were riding on Washington _ street. 
Miss Hammond received serious injuries 
to her left side by being struck by the 
shaft of the wagon, and for a time was 
rendered unconscious, 

Postmaster Hammond was running 
his machine through the Jamaica Plain 
section of the city from Forest Hills 
through Forest Hills street when the 
accident happened. Miss Hammond 
was sitting on the left side of the auto, 
and as the machine was turned from 
Forest Hills street into Washington 
street, the wagon owned by John Im- 
beshied of 207 Boylston street, Jamaica 
Plain, and driven by Frank Urig, was 
passing along the left side of Washing- 
ton street. 

Seeing that a collision was unavoid- 
able, Mr. Hammond quickly swerved 
bis machine and the wheels uf the right 
side of his auto jumped the curbstone 
and ran for a little distance on the side- 
walk, just escaping striking an iron 
pole that carries the feed wires of the 
elevated railroad, near Montebello road. 

So closely was the wagon being driv- 
en to the curbstone that there was not 
room enough between the wagon and 
the auto for Miss Hammond to escape 
being struck violently in the left side, 
near the heart, by the shaft of the wag- 
on, which for a mument pinned her 
firmly to the seat. 

She was rendered unconscious from 
the violence of the blow, and Dr. L. T. 
McCready of Washington street 
found her heart badly affected and a 
large swelling under the lower rib on 
the left side of her body. She was 
quickly removed to the City Hospital in 
an amblance from station 13. 

Miss Hammond’s injuries were of

How to Remove Ink From Carpets. 

When freshly spilled, ink can be re- 
moved from carpets by wetting in 
milk, says the New York Journal. Take 
cotton batting and soak up all of the 
ink it will receive, being careful not to 
let it spread. Then take fresh cotton, 
wet in milk, and sop it up carefully. 
Repeat this operation, changing cot- 
ton and milk each time. After most of 
the ink has been taken up in this way 
with fresh cotton and clean, rub the 
spot. Continue till all disappears; then 
wash the spot in clean, warm water 
and a little soap; rinse in clean water 
and rub till nearly dry. If the ink is 
dried in there is no way that will not 
take the color from the carpet as well 
as the ink, unless the ink is on a white 
spot. In that case salts of lemon or 
soft soap, starch and lemon juice will 
remove the ink as easily as if on cot- 
ton.

A DELICATE TASK 


Taft and Bacon Must Exercise 


Great Diplomacy 


WE CANNOT SHIRK DUTY 


Unless Complications Are Soon 
Adjusted Cuba Must Lose In- 
dependence--Financial Circles 
Aghast at the Situation 


Havana, Sept. 21—A second day of 
conferences with the leaders of the fac- 
tions in the Cuban conflict has not en- 
abled Secretary of War Taft and As- 


sistant Secretary of State Bacon to an- 
nounce any plan of compromises. So 
ftrenuous are the appeals of both the 
Liberal and Moderate party leaders 
that the situation becomes increasingly 
complicated as the negotiations pro- 
ceed. , 

Secretary Taft says that he believes 
when they are brought face to face with 
the danger of losing independence for- 
ever all patriotic Cubans will be will- 
ing to make concessions. He also says 
that the United States peace emissaries 
are occupying a most delicate position 
and have undertaken to hear all com- 
plaints, and that until they have made 
themselves thoroughly conversant with 
the political turmoil of Cuba they can- 
not express themselves freely in the 
conferences, fearing that possible mis- 
understandings may have a deterrent 
effect on the proceedings. 

The only counsel to the political lead- 
ers given by Taft was on the subject 
of not engaging in further agitation 
that might make intervention by the 
United States necessary. This advice 
he offers to all, regardless of party. 
Taft has made it clear-that the United 
States is not seeking to exercise con- 
trol over the island or any of its af- 
fairs, but he has quoted President 
Roosevelt’s letter to Minister Quesada 
to the effect that the United States has 
a duty which it cannot shirk. To those 
whom he has met in conference Taft 
has said that now is the time to decide 
whether they would have Cuba live as 
a nation. He has weighed every word 
carefully and has neither upheld nor 
criticised the principles of either fac- 
tion. 

Whether the men they have met in 
Havana represent the sentiment of the 
entire island is a question that is 
troubling the American mediators. 
There is some fear that even if the en- 
tanglement is straightened out here the 
opposing forces in Santa Clara and 
Finar del Rio provinces, and even in 
Santiago, will not be satisfied. 

Mr. Taft realizes that unless the na- 
tional spirit is aroused the commercial 
interests will have no confidence in any 
settlement that may be reached. On 
this point the mediators are confronted 
with their chief difficulty, for no way 
has been devised to obtain the  senti- 
ments of those in the field without 
treating with armed forces, which 
might be regarded as a recognition of 
the insurgents. Senator Zayas is gen- 
erally regarded as the official reporter 
of the revolution, but he cannot claim 
that distinction in negotiating with 
Taft, as that would make him a reyolu- 
tlonist and terminate free intercourse 
with President Roosevelt's representa- 
tives. 

One sentence from Zayas’ address as 
president of the Liberal party is at- 
tracting much attention as showing 
the relations between that party and 
the insurrection. Zayas said: “The 
Liberal party is not revolution, but the 
program of revolution must become the 
program of the Liberal party.” 

Senator Zayas has been received by 
Taft and Bacon more frequently than 
any other of the Cuban leaders. At 
yesterday's visit he was expected to 
file a brief setting forth the grievances 
of the Liberals, but he pleaded for 
more time. 

Vice President Capote, the spokes- 
man for the Moderates, or government 
party, has filed a brief declaring the 
Moderate position and advancing cer- 
tain propositions for settling the con- 
troversy. By Taft's order this was 
sealed and will not be taken up for con- 
sideration until it can be done in con- 
nection with the argument of the op- 
posing side. 

Mayor Cardenas and a number of the 
principal officials of Havana paid a long 
visit to Taft and Bacon, and argued 
that it was the duty of the United 
States to support the recognized gov- 
ernment. The mayor undertook to as- 
sist Taft to get in touch with the com- 
mercial interests, and under Taft’s in- 
structions will direct the several busi- 
ness guilds, each to name a representa- 
tive to talk with the mediators conti- 
dentially. 

The Commercial affairs of Cuba have 
suffered during the present brief con- 
flict more severely, many people say, 
than during the 10 years’ war. Hardly 
a shipment has left Havana wholesale 
houses or manufactories in the last 10 
days. Financial circles are aghast, and 
business men are awaiting with great 
anxiety an opportunity to meet Taft 
and Bacon, who are looked to save 
Cuba’s condition, 

Cuban, Spanish-American and other 
business men are talking of uniting in a 
petition to Taft and Bacon, urging some 
radical form of intervention or annexa- 
tion. 

Officials of the government say their 
attitude has not been changed, and 
deny that any of them entertains an in- 
tention of resigning. 

In accordance with Secretary Taft’s 
suggestion, Mayor Cardenas called a 
meeting of commercial interests, at 
which the situation was discussed and 
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a resolution adopted to send representa- 
tives to visit the American mediators 
and supply them with every informa- 
tion possible from their respective 
standpoints. 


Won't Interfere With Americans 

‘Havana, Sept. 21.—In view of com- 
plaints from American residents of the 
Isle of Pines, the government has pro- 
hibited further search of American 
homes there or other molestation. It 
las developed that the Americans on 
the Isle of Pines were approached by 
the insurgents and asked to co-operate 
to the extent of not resisting a landing 
by the insurgents and their use of the 
island as a base of supplies. This the 
Americans refused, and they declared 
it was especially unjust to disarm them 
and invade their homes in a _high- 
handed manner. 


A Warning From Corbin 

Chicago, Sept. 21.—Henry C. Corbin, 
recently retired lieutenant general of 
the army, in an address at the Hamil- 
ton club, pointed to the present crisis 
in Cuba as a warning to the United 
States against hasty action in making 
its pacific possessions independent. 
He said that zest of the American peo- 
ple to make all peoples free in fact, as 
well as in spirit, should be curbed with 
foresight for the probable outcome of 
granting entire Independence to a weak 
island country. 


Driven From Portsmouth Harbor 

Berlin, Sept. 21—The Hamburg- 
American line has issued a statement 
affirming that when the Meteor, with 
tourists on. board, entered Portsmouth 
harbor she was obliged to leave by the 
English authorities, in spite of the se- 
vere weather. The captain of the Me- 
teor reports that when he had entered 
Portsmouth harbor an admiralty tug 
came at once alongside and the pilot 
shouted twice: “His majesty’s harbor 
master notifies the Meteor that there is 
no room in the harbor.” 


Was Barred From Dance Halil 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 12—Chief Yeo- 
man Buenzle, stationed at the naval 
training station here, has brought suit 
against the Newport Amusement com- 
pany on account of being refused ad- 
mission to a dance hall while in uni- 
form. Buenzue places his damages at 
$500. It is stated that Rear Admiral 
Thomas, commandant at the naval 
training station, is paying half the ex- 
pense of Buenzue’s sult, and it is under- 
stood that the navy department is be- 
hind the action. 


Meat inspection In London 

London, Sept. 21——The city corpora- 
tlon has resolved to exert pressure on 
the local government board for the in- 
troduction of a bill for compulsory in- 
spection at the time of slaughter of all 
animals intended for the food of man, 
as well as the official stamping by the 
inspectors of all meat found to be with- 
out disease. The bill is to provide fur- 
ther that all foreign killed meat brought 
in be required to comply with the same 
standard as home killed meat. 


Credited to Labor In Politics 

Washington, Sept. 21—After devot- 
ing considerable time to a discussion of 
the president’s order directing an ex- 
tension of the operation of the eight- 
hour law, the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor finally 
adjourned. The fact that the exten- 
sion had been requested three years 
ago was pointed out, as also was the 
circumstance that it had not been 
granted until the labor element had 
shown its power in politics. 


Hotel Guests Hustied to Safety 

Phillips, Me., Sept. 21.—The Phillips 
hotel was destroyed by fire last night. 
Most of the 30 guests had retired and 
the flames and smoke spread through 
the building so quickly that it was nec- 
essary for many to plunge through the 
smoke-filled hallways in their night- 
clothes. A man named Bailey was se- 
verely burned, but others escaped with 
practically no Injuries. The loss is 
estimated at about $6000. 


President Roosevelt Assalied 

New York, Sept. 21—At a meeting

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PLANS GOMPLETE 
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Washington Is Prepared For Any 
Emergency In Cuba 


—- 


LANDING AT CIENFUEGOS 


Bluejackets and Marines Pro- 
tecting Interests In That City 
--Funs‘on Reaches Washington 
on Way to Disturbed Island 


Washington, Sept. 21.—Preparation 
js the watchword of the army regard- 
ing Cuba. Not only have complete 
plans been made, but every depart- 
ment has made arrangements to meet 


the emergency of intervention if it 
should occur. Considerable activity 
has been displayed in getting ammuni- 
tion for small arms and light field guns 
ready for movement in case orders for 
such action are issued. Plans for a 
possible movement of troops have been 
progressing for some time and any 
necessity can be promptly met. 

Acting Secretary of State Adee re- 
ceived one cablegram yesterday from 
Cuba from Assistant Secretary Bacon, 
relating merely to some official papers 
about which the department had _ in- 
quired. Mr. Bacon made no reference 
in his dispatch to the situation on the 
island. 

A private letter has reached the state 
department from a man in New York, 
which conveyed the information thata 
party of Cuban insurgents, a few days 
ago, had stopped a train near Esper- 
anza and had destroyed the official nrail. 
It is surmised that this incident may 
have given rise to the report that fhe 
Esperanza estate had been burned by 
insurgents, as, thus far, no official con- 
firmation of the reported destruction 
of the estate has been obtainable. 

The navy department has received 
earnest requests from persons having 
plantations in Cuba asking that forces 
be sent for the protection of different 
estates. The department, with the 
force under command, is unable to com- 
ply. The information of the navy de- 
partment from Cienfuegos is that Com- 
mander Fullam has landed all the 
available force and utilized it to the 
best advantage for protecting the 
threatened interests near Cienfuegos. 
It is understood that the Dixie has re- 
turned to Santo Domingo, but that she 
has landed the bluejackets and ma- 
rines at Cienfuegos. It is expected 
that the Dixie will be replaced by the 
Cleveland. 

General Frederick Funston, in obedi- 
ence to orders from Secretary Taft, 
has arrived here on his way to Cuba. 
He will proceed to Cuba with as much 
expedition es possible, although no ad- 
ditional orders have been issued. It 
was found that he could not leave 
Tampa until Sunday night and so he 
has delayed his departure from this 
city until Saturday. Funston says that 
further than his orders from the secre- 
tary, he knows nothing of the duty for 
which he is destined. 

General Funston is particularly ac- 
quainted with the conditions existing 
in Cuba before the Spanish war and it

England and Holland) To Meet Norfolks 


Mme. Morey, the writer of the follows 
ing interesting letter of her tour of 
Europe, “ was recently organist of 
Bethany church in this city: 

Meddelharuis, Holland, 
Aug. 30, 1906. 
Dear Friends: 

From this land of windmills and 
wooden shoes, of dykes and waterways, 
and of great Rembrandt, I send you 
greeting. When I first landed I made 
the tour of the Irish lakes, after which 
I paid a visit to an old school friend at 
Manksgrange, founded four hundred 
years ago by the monks. 

Here, I felt as if I had suddenly gone 
back some hundreds of years, for this 
estate of nearly eleven hundred acres 
much of it enclosed by a wall of stone 
masonry three feet thick by fifteen feet 
higb, and closed by a porter’s lodge of 
stone,—quite a castle in itself—bears 
witness to the many sieges it has under- 
gone in Irelands troublous times. ‘The 
mansion itself is approached by an 
avenue three quarters of a mile in 
length and bordered by noble trees, in- 
terspersed with oleanders, rose trees, 
azalias. and rhododendrons and is sur- 
rounded by a moat and presided over 
by an old stone stower of medieval 
times. 

From the windows of my suite the 
eye roamed across the park, dotted with 
magnificient trees and the exquisite 
gardens, to the distant Wicklow moun- 
tains. There was everything for the 
pleasure and entertainment of guests, 
including an observatory and telescope 
and music room, where after dinner, 
quite an orchestra was wont to assem- 
ble. Within the borders of this estate 
are & mountain and a lake, which, add- 
ed to the other resources of the place, 
make the owner practically independent 
of the outside world. 

I have had to change a good many of 
my opinions on the Irish question since 
coming in close contact with the life of 
the Lrish land holders. 

Frum this charming spot, where I 
passed ten happy days, I went to Cam- 
bridge, England, as the guest of Prop. 
and Madame Magnusson whom I had 
the great good fortune to have as guides 
through the intricacies of its twenty- 
two colleges, Prof. Magnusson, beside 
being a master of the classics, includ- 
ing Sanscrit, Anglo Saxon and the 
various Gothic dialects, seems to speak 
all the languages of modern Europe. 
He has been librarian of the university 
library for thirty-five years, and showed 
me some of the wonderful old manu- 
scripts which it contains. 

I came away from Cambridge com- 
pletely enamored of its tlower-bordered 
avenues of old trees, its window gardens 
of exotics, and its vistas of Norman and 
Gothic architecture draped with ivy 
and creepers, whose lustrous shimmer- 
ing masses festoon towers, arches and 
tree trunks alike. The river Cam 
winds between banks whose stately trees 
dip not only their feet but their droop- 
ing branches in its slumbrous tide. The 
stone bridges of the various colleges 
contribute a note of beauty peculiarly 
their own to the classic shades of this 
old city of learning. 

J have been for a week at Middel- 
haruis, an island southwest of Rotter- 
dam—about twenty-one miles in lengtb 
by six miles in width, and where one 
finds the quaint customs and life of old 
Holland. Last night we drove across 
the island returning by moonlight, I 
think I find in the wonderful atmosphere 
a reason for the greatness of the school 
of Flemish landscape painters. The 
moonlight was as though shining 
through a luminous atmosphere, the 
canals like threads of silver through 
the land, while the cattle and sheep 
were lying in groups along the wind- 
swept plains and meadows. The still- 
ness was.like the benediction which 
follows after prayer and only broken by 
the twitter of the birds from their nests 
in the reeds, or the cry of some belated 
heron flying homeward.

Professor Nowack Describes Its 
Value In Forecasting. 


PREDIOTS EARTHQUAKES AS WELL 


By Means of Small Shrub Vienna Sa- 
vant Claims to Foretell Weather 
and Seismic Disturbances Earlier 


Than Government Bureau Does 


Expects to Have Several Stations. 


Professor Joseph Nowack, Baron dé 
Fridland of Vienna, who declares he is 
able to forecast atmospheric and seis 
mic disturbances by means ef a smali 
plant earlier and for a wider area than 
ihe regular government weather bu- 
reau, recently arrived in New York 
from Cuba, says the New York Times. 
He says he brought with him 2,400 of 
the weather plants, the proper names 
of which are “Abrus precatorius no- 
Lilis.” 

Professor Nowack says that 1,400 of 
the plants are to go on to a forecasting 
bureau he has Mready established in 
London, the other 1,000 remaining in 
New York, to be used when a similar 
bureau shall have been established 
there. He also uses sun spots and a 
few statistics and other such ordinary 
data. ‘ 

Professor Nowack is sure of the bu- 
reau or institute at New York. He 
says Sir Thomas Lipton has already 
promised one for Bombay, India, and 
Japan has promised one for Tokyo. 
There is already one at Vienna, he de- 
clares, and he is practically sure of one 
at San Francisco. When the entire 
round of stations is completed, he 
points out, the whole world will be 
covered by his system, for he says he 
can forecast for a territory with a 
3,000 mile radius. He also says he can 
tell nearly a month in advance when 
an earthquake is coming and what 
section it will affect directly. He said 
the other day: 

“IT came to this country about eight 
months ago to find new supplies of the 
weather plant first and then to make 
arrangements for institutes in addition 
to those at London and Vienna. With 
the assistance of J. Pierpont Morgan I 
went immediately to Mexico and Cuba. 
I found a few of the plants in Yucatan 
and near Vera Cruz, and then I went 
to Cuba, There I found a bountiful 
supply of the plants around the little 
town of Guanobarcoa. 

“I have just come back from your 
botanical gardens in the Bronx, where 
they have kindly agreed to give me 
space for the plants. They have to be 
treated very nicely in this climate, and 
the 1,400 that are to be sent on to Lon- 
don must be rested up and strengthen- 
ed a bit before they start on the last 
of their journey. I have enough plants 
now on hand to last 100 years, and 
there are thousands more in Cuba. 

“I am sure I can establish a forecast- 
ing institute in New York. How shall 
I get the money? Oh, well, I'll stand 
my own expenses until § have demon- 
strated what I can do, and then there 
will be a way. 

“I can tell twenty-four to twenty- 
eight days in advance when and where 
there is to be an earthquake if there is 
one of my stations within 3,000 miles 
of the coming disturbance. I can issue 
a daily chart showing two to seven 
days in advance the districts of rainy, 
foggy and fine weather. I can issue 
every day a detailed forecast showing 
two to three days in advance the 
weather within a. radius of forty 
miles.” 

Professor Nowack says that he is 
aided by data concerning the sun spots 
and by statistics that have been com- 
piled concerning natural phenomena. 
But all that is subsidiary to the service 
of the weather plant itself. 

The Arbrus precatorius belonged 
originally to India, but every work of 
botany says It is not uncommon in the 
West Indies. It is a small shrub, hav- 
ing red seeds, which are used in Eug- 
land and elsewhere as beads, 

Professor Nowack says he found that 
the plant was sensitive to electric and 
magnetic influences and that under 
cultivation its sensitiveness increased 
remarkably and that changes in the 
distribution of the electric and mag- 
netic forces of the atmosphere and the 
earth cause the leaves and twigs of the 
Plant to perform peculiar and abnor- 
mal movements, each movement hav- 
ing its definite signification for the man 
who has studied the plant and the 
weather. 

“For instance,” says Professor No- 
wack, “immediately a sun spot large 
enough to influence our earth appears 
on the surface of the sun the twigs di- 
rected toward the district affected per- 
form more or less rapid upward or 
downward movements. From the rapid- 
ity and extent of such movements, the 
direction in which the twigs point, as 
also their variation of color, can at 
once be determined the nature, force 
and geographical position of the dis- 
turbances that will affect our earth 
about twenty-six days later—i. e., 
when the spot completes its first rota- 
tion around the sun.” 


Tests With Skunks to Kill Wasps. 

Experiments recently made at Wil- 
limantic, Conn., show that skunks can 
rid farms of yellow wasps or hornets, 
which have been remarkably plentiful 
and vicious in the neighborhood of Wil- 
Iimantic this summer, says a special 
dispatch to the New York ‘Tribune. 
Painful encounters with colonies of 
fornets have been daily occurrences on 
every farm, and many runaways have 
been caused by the horses stepping in- 
to nests. Skunks eat the hornets with 
much relish and tear the nests to 
Pieces. They are

CUBAN SITUATION 


Appears to Be Growing More 


Complicated Than Ever 


MEDIATORS’ HEAVY TASK 


Cortending Elements Are Still 
Far From Agreement--Peace 
Emissaries Think That Ameri- 
ean Occupation ot the Island 

’ Is the Only Way to End War 


Havana, Sept. 22.—Peace for Cuba, 
@nuless accomplished through Ameriean 
intervention, seems further away than 
when Secretary of War Taft and As- 
sistant Secretary of State Bacon began 
Negdtiations to harmonize the opposing 
factions. 

The arrival here yesterday of three 
of the larger United States battleships 
and two cruisers, besides those already 
here, has had little effect on the insur- 
gents in the field, and when the lead- 
ers of the revolution were apprised of 
the big squadron now in Cuban waters 
they greeted the information with 
Spanish expressions to the effect that 
“they cannot come to the bush.” 

A meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the Moderate party wag hastily 
summoned last evening, and it was 
voted unanimously to accept whatever 
disposition of the controversy Taft and 
Racon may decide upon, in the hope 
that such a concession will induce the 
Liberals to yield similarly. The latter, 
however, have as yet not signified a 
willingness to accept the decision of 
the American mediators. 

The rumor is abroad that President 
Palma, the members of his cabinet and 
the representatives and senators 
elected last December will resign to- 
day, thus conceding practically all that 
the insurgents have been contending 
for and opening a way for the settle- 
ment of the difficulty without American 
intervention. Palma declined to be in- 
terviewed on the subject, and other 
members of the government stoutly 
deny the rumor. 

The American peace emissaries will 
devote today to hearing what the com- 
manders of the insurgent forces have 
to say. Some of these are coming from 
Santa Clara, Pinar del Rio and Ha- 
vana provinces. If they persist in the 
demands made in their letters to Taft 
and Bacon, today’s conferences will 
only increase the complications. 


In a talk with a press representative 
last night Secretary Taft spoke hope- 
fully. Although some progress had 
been made, he said, no definite program 
had been reached. He told of the ar- 
rangement to meet representatives of 
the insurgents in the field and of his 
previous hesitancy to take this step, 
and said that “something might come 
of it.” 

The arguments of the leaders of both 
the Moderates and the Liberals have 
been submitted and translated for fu- 
ture reference by Taft and Bacon, but 
the latter said that nothing of a defi- 
nite nature had been suggested by a 
hurried reading of the briefs. The 
mediators have sifted the grievances 
and define them as a demand by the in- 
surrectionists for new general elections 
and an absolute rejection of those de- 
mands on the part of the government. 

Messrs. Taft and Bacon have prac- 
tically abandoned hope of finding a 
middle ground, and fear that a decision 
in favor of either side would result ia 
tio more than temporary tranquility 
from the island. It is their belief that 
American occupation is the only way 
to end the civil warfare, and it is not 
denied that intervention must be fol- 
lowed by American sovereignty. Sec- 
retary Taft has cabled to President 
Roosevelt regarding the gravity of the 
situation, and Roosevelt is expected to 
dictate the future program of his com- 
missioners. 

A demonstration was made yester- 
day by armed revolutionists within a 
mile of the scene of the peace confer- 
ences. At the insurgent camp it was 
told that the object of the insurgents 
in coming so close was to show Secre- 
tary Taft how completely Havana is In 
their grasp. Vino Guerra’s augmented 
force is only a short distance away 
He was advancing to encamp just out 
side of Marianao when the fact was 
ealled to the attention of Secretary 
Toft. Taft was greatly displeased, 
avd Senator Zayas and Her- 
randez, former postmaster of Havana, 
were dispatched to meet Guerra, with 
the result that the latter turned back. 

In addition to Zayas’ party, Major 
Ladd of the United States army visited 
Guerra yesterday. As the insurgents 
amarched he carefully counted their 
@orce and reported t6 Taft and Bacon 
their exact strength. Guerra’s army 
is well equipped for a long campaign 
against the city, and in addition to far 

‘better mounts than the governmental! 
forces, the insurgents have plenty of 
arms and ammunition, as well as sey- 
eral machine guns. 

At midday Pino Guerra, with 5300 
men, 1000 of whom were unarmed. 
with 500 extra horses, crossed the line 
of the province of Pinar del Rio and 
entered the province of Havana, camp- 
ing at Caimito, 20 miles fram Havana. 
Guerra had effected a junction with 
the force of General Carillo. consisting

of 1300 men, and all resumed the 
march toward Havana. 
A press correspondent joined the 


rebel forces at Guanajay yesterday 
morning and continued with them until 
they encamped. The discipline of ths 
force is fair. The revolutionists ap-

Pine Guerra told the correspondent 
that he and Zayas were working in per- 
fect accord. Guerra still considers 
himself a congressman. He said that 
he was elected, but *that 
Palma was a usurper. Questioned 
whether he would prefer American in- 
tervention to the present government 
he avoided a direct reply. He said that 
he would not attempt to enter the city 


during the peace conference or until | 


the failure of it. Asked as to whether 
he had a plan for the formation of a 
provisional government he replied af 
tirmatively, but would not outline it. 

Senator Zayas has ordered General 
Del Castillo to move his army away 
from Havana. When the insurgents 
were ordered away from La Lisa Taft 
requested General Rodriguez to with- 
draw the rural guards from Marianao, 
and today only mounted police sur- 
round Minister Morgan’s Vlla. 


Twelve Warships For Cuba 

Washington, Sept. 22.—It is not the 
present intention of the navy depart- 
ment to order any more war vessels to 
Cuba. Including those now in Cuban 
waters and those en route to Cuba, 
there are a round dozen of American 
warships destined for at least tempo- 
rary service in Cuba. How long the 
American fleet now assembled in Cu- 
ban waters will remain there is quite 
problematical. In the circumstances 
it would be practically under the di- 
rect orders of the president and would 
earry into effect any directions he may 
issue. 


American Interests Protected 
Washington, Sept. 22.—A cablegram 
was received at the navy department 
from Commander Fullam of the Mari- 
etta, at Cienfuegos, saying that the sit- 
uation there is quiet and that he hasa 
sufficient guard for the protection of 
American interests in that vicinity. 

The guard numbers about 225 men. 


Funston Starts For Cuba 
Washington, Sept. 22.—General Fun- 
ston and Lieutenant Mitchell, his aide, 
left here today for Havana, where they 
are due to arrive next Tuesday morn- 
ing. 


Green Goods Men Caught 

New York, Sept. 22.—In the guise of 
prospective purchasers froni the coun- 
try, two detectives met by appointment 
and arrested two alleged “green goods” 
men at a house in this city. The pris- 
oners, who were held for the federal 
authorities, gave the names of Thom- 
as Ryan, aged 54, and James Gilbert, 
45 years old. The arrests followed an 
investigation by postoflice inspectors 
of complaints that farmers of Milford, 
Mich., were receiving circulars offer- 
ing counterfeit money for sale. 


Insanity Growing In Ireland 

London, Sept. 22.—A special report 
of the inspectors of lunatics in Ireland 
was issued in the form of a blue book. 
It shows that the proportion of insane 
to the total population in 1901 was 56.2 
percent compared with 15.2 in 1851. 
The number of patients in public asy- 
lums rose from 8667 in 1880 to 18,094 
in 1908. There was a proportionate in- 
crease in the inmates of private asy- 
lums. The figures do not include the 
insane outside of asylums, which is be 
lieved to be considerable. 


Railroad President Arrested 

New York, Sept. 22.—William H. 
Newman, president of the New York 
Central railroad, was placed under ar- 
rest by order of Health Officer Darling- 
ton. He was charged with permitting 
the use of soft coal by the locomotives 
and roundhouses of the company in the 
borough of The Bronx. He protested 
against his arrest and afterward Dar- 
lington consented to allow the foreman 
of the roundhouse to appear in court in 
his place. 


Sweet Marie a World’s Champion 

Columbus, O., Sept. 22.—Sweet Marie 
was successful in not only lowering her 
own record of 2:03 3-4 on the Colum‘: 
bus track, but in establishing.a new 
trotting mark forthe course. Her mile 
in 2:02 is a quarter of a second better 
than the time Cresceus made here in 
1901. Sweet Marie was accompanied 
by a runner, but there was no wind 
shield to help her. 


Serious Situation In Morocco 

Tangier, Sept. 22.—The situation in 
Morocco is becoming more menacing.

Care of the Piano. 

A piano should be tuned at regular 
intervals, preferably after the begin- 
ning of each season. It becomes out of 
tune as much by change of tempera- 
ture as by use. 

Too much stress cannot be placed 
upon the selection of a tuner, as an 
incompetent tuner can do great dam- 
age and will usually magnify a slight 
trouble in order to justify a high price. 
It is best never to engage an unknown 
tuner, or If he is engaged be careful to 
examine his references and be satisfied 
that he Is reliable and experienced. 

The jingling or singing sound at 
times noticeable when the piano Is 
played frequently is due to what is 
called “sympathetic vibration.” This 
is produced by an ordinary article in 
the room vibrating in sympathy with 
some particular note in the piano. To 
ascertain the cause of this vibration 
the key which seems to produce the 
difficulty should be struck by one per- 
son and another should go about the 
room listening carefully, and thus the 
article which vibrates can be discov- 
ered and the cause removed.

Sanitation In the Country House. 
The general problem of good water 
and safe sewage appeals to every 
owner of a country house. The best 
soil for these purposes is a sandy one, 
and wherever a rocky or clayey soil 
gives possibility of a fissure which 
might connect water and drainage ex- 
pert examination should be called in. 
The individual plant for sewage dis- 
posal may often be a well and a cess- 
pool, the cesspool, once a bogy to san- 
itarians, being now justified by the 
septic tank and the sand filter, both of 
which principles are employed in its 
construction. Two points must be rec 
ognized here: Such a covering of the 
well that the grave danger of surface 
pollution may be avoided, for it is 
most essential that no pollution should 
be washed through covering boards: 
also the direction of drainage, which 
is generally toward the nearest water 
course, must be such that the water 
supply may not be below the point of 
sewage disposal. With these simple 
precautions of soil, covering of well 
and proper location of water and drain- 
age, the isolated country house owner 
may feel secure.—Hollis Godfrey in 
Atlantic.

Unknown Man 
Killed on Railroad 


The body of an unknown man was 
found this morning lying near the in- 
ward track just north of the Squaptum 
street bridge. 

It was found by the engineer of the 
5.14 inward train. The train was 
stopped and a brakeman left with the 
body. 

The police were notified and Officer 
Crooker was sent down to look after it 
until Medical Examiner Jones arrived, 

Both legs had been crushed and there 
was a fracture near the base of the 
skull. From what could be learned it 
is thought that the man was killed by 
a freight train near midnight. 

An Italian woman who lives on 
Squantum street recognized the man as 
one who had been hanging about her 
house for two hours before midnight. 
The woman who was alone with her 
daughters, said the man kept coming 
to her home and trying to get in. 

He would come and try a window and 
then run away. Just before midnight 
as she stood by the window, with a 
lamp in her hand, he came up to it and 
then ran down the embankment toward 
the railroad track. Just about that 
time a train passed and she heard noth- 
ing more of him. 

The man who is apparently about 25 
years of age, is of dark complexion and 
evidently had not been shaved for several 
days. He wore a light colored outing 
suit, consisting of coat and pants, white 
shirt, low shoes and light colored cap, 
He also wore false teeth both upper and 
lower. 

In a belt which he wore was a sheath 
knife. In his pockets was a two cent 
piece and a banch of keys. Among 
the keys were two yale lock keys upon 
one of which was stomped the name 
N. S. Hunter. 

The were given in charge of Under- 
taker Hall. 

The sheati knife is similar to that 
used by ship fitters and it is thought 
that the man may possibly be ove of the 
ship fitters employed at the Fore River. 
It is also thought that he is an English- 
man and of the Catholic faith.

The act of gongress providing for the 
construction of the derelict destroyer 
Was approved May 12, 1906, and au- 
thorizes the building of a steam vessel 
specially fitted for and adapted to serv- | 
ice at sea in bad weather for the pur- | 
pose of blowing up or otherwise de- | 
stroying or towing into port wrecks, | 
derelicts and other floating dangers to} 
navigation. 

According to the report of the board 
of officers chosen to provide plans for 
this new craft, the derelict destroyer | 
will be 204 feet in length over all, 34, 
feet beam, and the mean draft will be 
13 feet 9 inches. The displacement in } 
salt water will be 1,200 tons. On the 
main deck will be the otfices, galley, 
sick bay, refrigerator, closets and store 
rooms. The spar deck will contain the 
pilot house, large chart room and a} 
spare stateroom for the commanding 
ofiicer in heavy weather. 

Motive power will be furnished by a 
main engine of the triple expansion, 
vertical inverted type of about 1,700 
horsepower, driving a single built up 
steel screw propeller 10 feet 6 inches 
in diameter. It is estimated that this 
power will maintain a speed of twelve 
knots an hour. In addition to the most 
improved life saving apparatus and 
derelict destroying equipment of mod- 
ern type there will be an electric light 
plant furnishing sufficient current for 
a twenty inch searchlight. There will 
be a wireless outfit and a telephotos.

Hearty Commendation 
Of Our Hospital 


Editors Quincy Daily Ledger: 

Having lately undergone an operation 
for a dangerous case of appendicitis in 
the Quincy Hospital, and having in 
previous years the misfortune’ of hav- 
ing to go for operations, or sickness to 
the Garrison Hospital in Gibraltar, the 
famous Victoria (Netley) Hospital, 
England, and, the Mass, General of 
Boston, besides in the course of my 
present business (District or State 
Secretary of the Manchester Unity Odd 
Fellows) being in constant touch with 
persons in distress and sickness, I trust 
I may not be considered presuming, or 
speaking without knowledge in what 
follows: 

When told I had to go to a hospital at 
once (being temporarilly at Houghs 
Neck) I promptly suggested the Mass. 
General, where I had been before, but 
the ductor said I could not live to 
journey there, so I went to the Quincy 
Hospital, with some misgivings, I 
must confess, for I have known town 
hospitals where I would hate to go in 
such a critical case. 

The operation was a complete suc- 
cess, but it is not of that I wish to 
speak, The care and efficiency shown 
in the hospital treatment afterwards, 
where I had feared something different, 
impressed me most favoraWay, and 
while lying there getting better, I could 
not help admiring and being no little 
astonished, at the discipline, exact 
order, and intelligent care taken of the 
patients.

A Puzzling Feat That Seems Akin to 
Mind Reading. 

Ask any of your playmates to think 
of some hour of the day. Tell him to 
deduct it from 20 and remember the 
remainder. You produce your big clock 
dial and inform him that you are go- 
ing to count around on the dial and 
that when you have counted the num- 
ber corresponding with the remainder 
that he must remember, he must stop 
you. 

Suppose he thought of 5 o'clock. 
Five taken from 20 leaves 15 remain- 
der. You now count promiscuously 
(mentally, not orally), pointing at each 
count with a pencil to one of the hours 
on the dial (which must be provided in 
advance and is made by cutting out a 
circle of cardboard and marking on it 


/ with ink the twelve figures of the clock 
face). 


Be sure when you make the eighth 
count to point to the “12” and thence 
in regular rotation backward toward 
the left. When you come to the figure 
“5” you will be stopped, as this will be 
the fifteenth count, corresponding to

| the remainder, 15, which he was to re- 


member. You will thus know that 5 
o'clock was the hour thought of. 

If this trick be repeated more than 
two or three times it is well to vary 
the number from which the deduction 
is to be made. Thus instead of deduct- 
ing, as in the foregoing example, 5 
from 20, the person addressed may be 
told to deduct the hour thought of 
from 18, but as 18 is only six hours 
more than 12 you must be sure to 
make your sixth (not the eighth) pro- 
miscuous count be at the figure “12” 
on the dial. 

In the first example, with 20, the 
eighth count was made at “12” be- 
cause 20 is eight more than 12. If 22 
be the number adopted the tenth count 
must be made on figure “12,” 22 being 
10 more than 12, and so on with any 
other number.

PLOT AT PETERHOF 


Was Directed Against Lives ot 
Two Powerful G- and Dukes 
Vienna, Sept. 22—Two members of 

the Russian revolutionary committee 

escaping from St. Petersburg have ar- 
tived here. They declare that it is not 
true that the plot discovered at Peterhof 
was planned against Emperor Nicholas 
or his immediate family and say it was 
entirely directed against Grand Duke 

Nicholas Nicholaievitch, who now holds 

all the thread of power, and Grand 

Duke Vladimir, who has returned to 

Russia under the strictest incognito. 

Grand Duke Nicholas informed Gen- 
ei Dedulin, the commandant of the 


palace, who is his personal appointee, 
that he was firmly persuaded that revo- 
luitionists or allies of the revolutionary 
committee existed at Peterhof, for 
twice he had found death sentences on 
| his writing table and that Grand Duke 
Vladimir had received a similar missive 
|the morning after his arrival, causing 
\ecoat surprise, as his return had been 
accomplished with the utmost secrecy. 
General Dedulin instituted a close 
search of Peterhof, exaMining all the 
officials and every apartment. While 
thus engaged he saw a group in the 
; garden house, who fled at the general's 
approach. Guards pursued and ar- 
rested three men, two of whom were 
footmen in the service of Grand Duke 
Nicholas and the other a palace gar- 
dener. One of the footmen had in his 
possession a complete plan of the Pe- 
terhof palace, with the doors and gates 
carefully marked. The three men 
were taken to the fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. 


Police Officiais Killed by Bomb 

Tiflis, Sept. 22.—In the course of a 
domiciliary search of a suspected house 
here the police discovered in the apart- 
ment of a young man named Allelolla 
box containing printing materials. 
Directly the box was touched it ex- 
ploded and three police officials were 
killed and three were wounded. Two 
other uncharged bombs were found in 
the apartment. The tenant of the 
room disappeared. 


Cursed With His Last Breath 

Odessa, Sept. 22.—The first field 
court martial was held here yesterday 
and a terrorist Jew named Tarle was 
sentenced to death and executed for 
the killing of a policeman. Tarle was in 
a pitiful condition when brought be- 
fore the court, from loss of blood from 
five wounds received before he was ar- 
rested. His last words were curses and 
expressions of contempt for his captors. 


Trio of Bomb Throwers 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 22.—The sub- 
urb of St. Petersburg adjoining the 
Narva gate was shaken by the explo- 
sion of a powerful bomb, which was 
thrown by one of three well-dressed 
men, and which tore an enormous hole 
in the ground and broke all the win- 
dows in the vicinity. There was no 
loss of life. The bomb throwers disap- 
peared before the arrival of the police. 


Searchlights Protect Peterhof 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 22.—According 
to The Bourse Gazette searchlights 
were employed at Peterhof, both on the 
sea and land sides, last evening. 


Rush For Naturalization Fapers 

New York, Sept. 22.—A stumpede ov- 
curred at the county courthouse yes 
terday when hundreds of aliens up- 
peared, seeking citizenship papers. 
The crowd broke open the door at the 
entrance of the building and it required 
a detail of policemen to beat them 
back and restore order. Two reasons 
were given for the rush. One was that 
on account of the Jewish holiday many 
men were at leisure. The other was that 
new and more stringent naturalization 
laws go into effect Sept. 27 and many 
aliens are anxious to take out their 
fapers before the new

Editors Quincy Daily Ledger: 

This country has long boasted of its 
self-made men, and every true Ameri- 
can has been proud of such leaders as 
Lincolo, Grant, Garfield and others, 
who eame from very humble walks in 
life, but who by conspicnans service 
and devotion to welfare of fellow men 
betame famous, and left imperishable 
memuries. Io almost all commuaities 
there are men of recognized ability, 
sagacity and integrity who are honored 
for what they have done and are doing 
—‘‘self-made men’’ iv the true sense. 

But whence comes this other broed 
of self-made-meo; moulded of sand or 
putt}, whittled out of bass-wood, carved 
out of punk, stamped out of brass, 
compounded out of cheek, gall and 
nerve, but all labelled We. 

Whence comes all this courage of men 
who, after walking on their uppers for 
years, or following desperate, jump 
out of personal insiguificaace and busi- 
ness disaster, can stand behind the 
public counter or mount the rostrum un- 
abasbed and triumphant.

We love 
autumn with all its wind-falls, but we 
love most of all those few golden days 
when plums are ripe.’’ 

But what can owners do? They can 
heave some hot shot on election day, 
and perhaps have satisfaction of seeing 
some triflers land in the mire—withuut 
plums.

NEGROES KILLED 


Victims of Frenzied Whites In 
Streets of Atlanta 


TEN DEAD, FORTY HURT 


Reports ot Assaults Upon White 
Woman Stirred Up Mob Until 
It Got Beyond Control of Po- 


lice and Firemen--Governor 


Comes to the Rescue 


Atlanta, Sept. 24.—In the few hours 
since a race war of no mean proportions 
began in Atlanta, at least 10 lives have 
been sacrificed and the number of in- 
jured will be at least 40, several of 
whom cannot recover. The city is con- 
trolled by the police, aided by nearly a 
thousand of the state militia. The au- 
thorities seem to have the situation well 
in hand. 

Governor Terrell, who ordered seven 
companies of the state military service 
from poimts outside of Atlanta to aid the 
eight local companies, stands ready to 
dectare the city under martial law, if 
the scenes of Saturday night are re- 
peated.

Such “inflam- 
matory headlines” were declared to 
have been the direct incitement to the 
outrages of Saturday night. 

Throughout Saturday night the race 
war raged with varying vigor, and 
when morning dawned Sunday it 
found the down-town streets in posses- 
sion of eight companies of the Fifth 
Georgia infantry, with a battery of light 
Through the day 
little of importance occurred. The po- 
lice claimed, with the aid of the mill- 
tary, to have the situation under con- 
trol. 

The riotous condition came as the re- 
sult of numerous and repeated as- 
saults upon white women by negroes. 
| The list of an even dozen of such as- 
saults, within the limits of Fulton 
| county within the last nine weeks, came 
Saturday, when four attempts at as- 
| sault were reported. Flaring head- 
‘lines in the special editions of after- 
noon papers wrought the populace toa 
high pitch of excitement. 

There was uo leader and no overt 
act until late in the evening. About 
110 o'clock a negro man shoved a white 


i woman from the sidewalk on Whitehall 
|street. Almost simultaneously a negro 
woman made an insulting remark to a 
white man on an adjoining street and 
be administered what he considered 
due punishment. From this start the 
mob began its work of destruction. 
Five thousand men and boys thronged 
the down town streets looking for ne- 
groes. 

The news that a riot had _ started 
brought thousands more from their 
homes, until fully 10,000 men thronged 
the down-town sections. They made 
attacks on the incoming street cars. 
Each car was scanned for negroes. The 
trolleys were pulled from the wires and 
in the semi-darkness of the unlighted 
car negroes were beaten, cut and 
stamped upon in an unreasoning, mad 
frenzy. If a negro ventured resistance 
or remonstrated it meant practically 


sure death. One car, half filled with 
negroes, approached from an outside 
run. The mob dashed for the car. Re- 


sistance was made by the negroes, who 
had not been apprised of trouble. 


| Three negroes lay dead on the floor of 


the car when it was permitted to move 
on, and two more were seriously beaten 
and unconscious. 


{| When the crowd seemed to be get- 


ting beyond control Mayor Woodward 
mounted a car platform and urged the 
crowd to disperse. Woodward wus 
given a respectful hearing, but when 
the work of destruction 
was resumed. He made another ap- 
peal a few moments later, but without 
result. Then he turned in a general 
fire alarm, calling the entire depart- 
ment te the scene. To Chief Joyner 
be gave the laconic order: “Clear the 
| streets.” The result was to stop the 


| mob in its work in that immediate see- 


tion and to drive it to other streets, 
The situation became so threatening 
at 11 o'clock that Terrell was ap- 
pealed to and he gave the order mob- 
ilizing eight local infantry companies 
at once. The fire bell sounded once 
more, this time the call for every mem- 
ber of the militia to report forthwith 
at his armory. It was almost 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning before the first squad 
appeared on the streets and at 5 
o'clock six companies were under arms. 
The attacks on negroes had the ef- 
fect of clearing the streets of blacks. 
Street hacks were abandoned at curb- 
ings; drivers on baggage Wagons van- 
ished and their places were taken by 
. White men, Hundreds of negroes have 
; been fleeing the city. By train and 
| wagon and on foot they have hurried 
from the city, fearing the Possibilities

Up to last evening more than 50 ar- 
rests had been made of members of 
Saturday night’s mob, charging incite- 
ment to riot. Five hundred dollars’ 
bond has been required in each case. 
No names of prominence are on this list. 
Of the dead, it is impossible to get the 
mames. Only-partial Msts have been 
prepared and no two of these agree. 


Strong Hearst Movement 

Buffalo, Sept. 24.—Delegates to the 
Democratic state convention have be- 
gun to arrive from various sections of 
the state. William R. Hearst’s name 
will be presented to the convention 
with the greatest number of pledged 
votes of any of the candidates for gov- 
ernor. Hearst already has been named 
as the gubernatorial nominee of the In- 
dependence League. There is said to 
be a movement on foot to have the con- 
vention declare for William J. Bryan 
for president in 1908. 


Crowd of 4000 Disappointed 

Leavenworth, Kan., Sept. 24.—A 20- 
round fight for the welterweight cham- 
plonship, scheduled to take place in a 
grove, between Joe Walcott, the cham- 
pion, and Billy Rhodes, was prevented 
by the police. It was intended to hold 
the fight on the Kansas and Missouri 
state line. Governor Hoch ordered the 
Kansas sheriff to prevent the fight and 
Governor Folk gave similar orders to 
Missouri county officers. Four thou- 
sand persons had gathered for the 
event. 


Dowle Going to Mexico 

Chicago, Sept. 24.—John A. Dowie 
delivered his parting message to his fol- 
lowers in Shiloh house yesterday after- 
noon. He expects to start for Mexico 
tomorrow. He talked of his plans to 
return to Zion City next summer and 
build a great mansion for the coming 
of Christ and the dawn of the millen- 
ium. But he said it was possible that 
the Lord might call him before that 
time. 


Child Convicted of Murder 

Albia, Ia., Sept. 24—Oscar Napier, 
aged 8 years, was found guilty of the 
murder of a playmate. The lowa 
juvenile law does hot cover murder 
cases, and the boy will be sentenced 
just the same as if he were of more 
mature age. The murder occurred 
when Napier, in a fit of passion, took a 
shotgun and deliberately shot a boy 
with whom be was playing. 


Great Growth of Commerce 

Washington, Sept. 24——The foreign 
commerce of the United States has 
crossed the three billion dollar line. In 
the 12 months ending with August, the 
imports were $1,254,399,735 and the ex- 
ports $1,759,417,898, a total for the 12 
months of $3,013,817,633. These tig- 
ures are supplied by the bureau of sta- 
tisties of the department of commerce 
and labor. 


Six Families Poisoned 

Pittsburg, Sept. 24—Six families of 
Allegheny, whose members number 
over a score, have been poisoned 
through the product of a _bakeshop. 
While the afflicted have not recovered, 
all but two are reported out of danger. 
It is said that the polson was roach 
powder that had dropped from a shelf 
in the bakery into a barrel of sugar. 


Batch of Syrian Mutineers 
Port Said, Sept. 24.—The Syrian mu- 
tineers who revolted while proceeding 
to Hodeida, Arabia, on the Turkish 
troopship Assar-i-Teffik, Sept. 17, have 
been transferred to the Turkish trans- 
port Kuzova, which will proceed to 
Hodeida with them. It appears that 
the mutineers Included 180 military 

prisoners charged with desertion. 


A Roman Catholic View 

Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 24.—Bishop 
Ludden of the Caholie diocese of Syra- 
cuse preached a long sermon yesterday 
denouncing mixed marriages. The re 
cent elopement of a young society wo- 
man brought up in the Catholic faith, 
and her marriage by a Methodist 
clergyman, he called a travesty on mar- 
riage. 


Noblemen May Lose Rank 

Kursk, Russia, Sept. 24.—At a meet-

Finding of Dismembered Remains 
of Unknown Man 


THE HEAD STILL MISSING 


Body Was Found In an Excava- 
tion, While Legs and Arms 
Were Recovered In Freight 
Car--Skhilful Surgery Work 


New York, Sept. 24—A burlap bag 
stamped with the name “Z. K. Mano,” 
a strip of a woman's skirt and an oil- 
cloth table covering bearing a rude 
sketch of the landing of Columbus, are 
the only immediate clues to the per- 


petraters of a revolting murder com- 
mitted in the early hours of Sunday 
morning and accidentally revealed by 
a gruesome discovery in West 36th 
street. 

The dismembered body of a man, ap- 
parently an Italian, wrapped in the bur- 
lap bag, was found in a hole 24 feet 
deep, forming a part of an excavation 
at 604 West 36th street, where an addi- 
tion to a brewery is tostand. The dis- 
covery was made by the day watchman 
for the building contractors and later 
a systematic search by the police re- 
sulted in finding the parts of a man’s 
legs from the knees down and the arms 
and bands. 

These were wrapped together in a 
newspaper of the date Sept. 10 and 
bound about the bundle was a strip of 
a woman’s skirt. All was neatly and 
securely tied with a string, suggesting 
deliberate preparation. This latter 
bundle was found under a covering of 
hay in a freight car at 36th street and 
lith avenue. Thecar was unloaded of a 
shipment of horses Saturday. The 
head and the thighs are missing. 

It is the theory of the police that the 
murder was committed near where the 
body was found and that three pack- 
ages of the dismembered parts had 
been made with the purpose that they 
be disposed of at some distance from 
the scene of the crime. The police be- 
lieve that the persons carrying the 
bundles became alarmed and hurriedly 
disposed of them at the nearest con- 
venient hiding place. They expect te 
find a third package in the same vicin- 
ity. 

Coroner’s Physician Weston, who ex- 
amined the body, said that the work of 
dismemberment had been deliberately 
and skilfully done, suggesting the work 
of one familiar with surgical i.stru- 
ments. 

Dr. Weston uncovered the body, 
which had been first wrapped in a news- 
paper, then covered with a table cover 
of oilcloth. Weston said from appear- 
ances the remains were those of an 
Itallan or Syrian, in life about 5 feet 
8 inches in height,-weighing approxi- 
mately 1380 pounds, and from the ap- 
pearance of the hands probably a me- 
chanic. The body had been washed 
after death, which had evidently pre- 
ceded the discovery of the murder on!y 
a few hours. The physician sald death 
had occurred after Saturday mk&inight. 
There were three stab wounds on the 
body, one immediately over the heart, 
another in the left shoulder and the 
third in the right breast. 

The burlap bag bore the name of “Z. 
K. Mano” and was of the type which 
are in use in the importation of Syrian 
nuts to this country. In the directory 
the name Z..K. Mano appears as a nut 
importer of 67 Washington street, and 
inquiries there show that Mano, a 
Syrian, died six weeks ago and that 
about three weeks since his wife auc- 
tioned off the stock in trade of her late

Councilman Writes 
Concerning Deals 


Editor of the Daily Ledger. 

There appeared in Thursday’s issue 
of the Daily Ledger an article written 
by a Republican voter of Ward 5, refer- 
ring to the deal by which Mr. Freeman 
proposes to deliver the voters of Ward 
5 ina body, wherever it may appear to 
him that it will serve his personal inter- 
ests and advance his chances of success 
in his candidacy for the Senate.

Theodore Stensland, who gave out an 
official statement for his father, de- 
clared that the latter had made no 
signed confession, but that he had ad- 
mitted committing certain offenses 
which constitute embezzlement under 
the Illinois laws. ‘To some of the in- 
dictments for embezzlement his father 
would plead guilty, he said, and in the 
case of others he would turn state evi- 
dence and implicate all others who 
should be indicted in connection with 
the failure of the bank. 

Stensland was taken to police head- 


quarters last night and will be formally | 


turned over to the Chicago authorities 
and started for Chicago today.

Portland, Me., Sept. 25—A_ boxing 

match at the Portland auditorium !ast 

evening between Terry Martin and Jack 

McKenzie, bith of Philadelphia, came 

to a sudden termination in the fifth 

round with the collapse of McKenzie 
and his death 10 minutes later.

Martin and his brother, who acted as 
his second, Steve Mahoney of Boston, 
Jack Sheehan of Boston and Jobn Cau- 
ley went to the police station immedi- 
ately after McIKXenzie’s death and re- 
mutiued there to await the action of 
County Attorney Eaton. 

McKenzie, who was 26 years oid, 
leaves a widow and child in Philadel- 
phia. Martin was scheduled to tight 
Herman Miller of Baltimore, but the lat- 
ter did not appear and the management 
induced MciXenzie to go into the ring 
in his place. McKenzie, not expecting 
to take part in any boxing contest, bad 
not observed any training regulations. 
He was therefore in rather poor physical 
condition when he came into the ring.

“How to Vote 
And How to Count 


As many voters are not familiar with 
the present system of voting at caucus- 
es, the Daily Ledger prints in part the 
instructions issued by City Clerk Keith 
to the caucus officers, as foliows: 

The provisions of the election laws 
apply to joint caucuses, except as here- 
inafter otherwise stated. 

When the voter presents himself at 
the guard rail, he must give his name, 
and, if requested, his residence, to one 
of the ballot clerks, who shall there- 
upon distinctly announce the same. If 
the name is found upon the voting list, 
the ballot clerk having charge of the 
list shall repeat the name and residence 
in a clear and audible voice and the 
name shall then be checked. If the name 
is marked Dem. or Rep. or Soc., he 
mast be given a ballot of the party in- 
dicated. Ifthe name is not marked at 
all, the voter must then be asked by 
the ballot clerk in charge of the ballots 
the following question:—‘‘Which party 
ballot do you The voter’s 
selection must then be checked by the 
ballot clerk in charge of the voting list 
in the space indicated in front of the 
name, as follows:— 

Democratic party, Dem. 

Republican, Rep. 

Socialist, Soc. 

And the voter shall then ba given 
such party ballot. 

When the voter arrives at the ballot 
box one of the inspectors in charge of 
the box, after finding the vame on the 
check list, must check the same, but 
must not check the party selection. 


HOW TO COUNT. 


When the ballots are removed from the 
box, they must be first sorted into three 
piles, one for each party, and each pile 
should be counted separately, Count 
the Democratic party ballots first, the 
Republican party ballots next, and the 
Socialist party ballots last, and the 
clerk should record each count as it is 
announced. 

The votes must then be connted, be- 
ginning with those on the Democratic 
ballots, according to the rules set forth 
for counting votes at elections, that is, 
in blocks of fifty, and particular atten- 
tion is called to the provision that 
‘‘each block of ballots shall be called 
off and tallied by two election officers 
representing different political parties,

and each election officer in so calling® 


off and tallying, shall be under the 
Supervision of an election officer of a 
different political party.” Thus four 
officers must be engaged in the count of 
each block of ballots. : 

_ The votes on the Democratic ballots 
having been counted first, the result 
must be announced and recorded, the 
ballots placed in the envelope for the 
Democratic ballots and this envelope 
sealed, before counting the Republican 
votes,

TAFT IS DISGUSTED 


Says Situation Now Seems to 
Demand the Use of Force 

Havana, Sept. 26—Secretary Taft 
and Assistant Secretary of State Bacon 
have informed the press that they are 
thoroughly disgusted with the petty 
methods of the government leaders here, 
and the American commissioners ad- 
mitted that they had practically aban- 
doned their efforts to bring peace from 
the turmoil unless by the use of force. 
Taft said: 

“The government officials, instead of 
co-operating with us to save the repub-

lic, have resorted to every kind of 
ebstruction with the object of continu- 
ing their control of the administration. 
President Palma and his advisers have 
rejected terms of peace which were

“We are still striving to arrange a 
settlemen tand we trust the American 
people will give us credit for doing 
everything possible to accomplish a set- 
tlement without resorting to force. I 
cannot say that we are hopeful, for I 
have never known a more disgusting sit- 
uation. Investigation convinces us 
that the elections were thoroughiy rot- 
ten. 

“We do not want to intervene, but 
the conditions afield may necessitate it. 
Our reports show that the insurgent 
commanders have lost control of their 
forces, which are now lawless bands, 
which at any moment might loot and 
burn. The situation seems to demand 
the use of force.” 

The American commissioners have 
decided not to keep their engagement 
to revisit President Palma, because of 
his attitude yesterday. Secretary Taft 
added that the terms agreed upon re- 
tain Palma as president, but he had 
listened to the bad counsel of the cab- 
inet ministers who were less fortunate. 

President Palma last evening de- 
clined the request of*the press corre- 
spondent for an interview.

Many are asking why it is that the 
ballot box in Ward Five never works as 


it should. There is always more 
trouble with this box tban all of the 
others put together. It is a new box of 


the latest pattern, and there seems to be 


no good reason why it does not work. 
The day before it is sent out from City 


‘Hall at least twenty-five ballots are put 


through the box to see if it works cor- 
rectly and it has proved to be in good 
condition. Before it has been in use at 
the polls an hour however it is out of 
order. 

Take for instance the caucus of Tues- 
day. The box registered the first ten 
votes and then it slipped up and could 
not be made to work afterward. It was 
brought to City Hall immediately after 


the polls closed and fifty or more votes 


were put through it and it worked to 
perfection. This would seem to indi- 
cate that the trouble was with the man 
who turns the crank. It would be a 
good idea for the election officer who 
has charge of the box to visit City Hall 
before the next election and receive a 
course of instruction in operating the 
box.

Nearly 250 votes were cast on Wednes 
day evening at the Democratic caucus 
in Milton, against 6 votes the preceding 
The supporters of both O’Con- 
nell and Logan for Congress put forth 
every effort to get out the voters, the 
former having a lead of only 27 
balance of the district.

Largest Warship 
_Ryer at Boston 


Word has been received at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard that the new 
battleship Vermont, now nearing com- 
pletion at the Fore River shipyards in 
Quincy, will arrive here on Noy. 29, 
says the Transcript, and that she is to 
be floated into drydock No. 2 at fluod 
tide the following day. The ship will 
be cleaned and painted while in the 
dock, and is likely to attract a great 
deal of attention, for she will be the 
largest warship which ever came into 
Boston harbor, with a thousand tons 
more displacement than the battleships 
of the Georgia class, the heaviest which 
have so far entered the drydock, 

The Vermont is coming here direct 
from ber builders’ yard for the purpose 
of being made ready for her official 
speed trials off the Maine coast near 
Rockland. The tests for standardization 
of the screws will be held on Dec. 3, and 
the four hours’ speed run the day fol- 
lowing on the way back to Boston 
Light, The Naval Board of Inspection 
and Sarvey will be on board and will 
have charge of the trial, while a 
builders’ crew and captain from the 
Fore River works will sail the ship. 

The Vermont will have a displace- 
ment of 16,000 and 16,500 indicated 
horse-power. On her four hours’ en- 
durance run she will be required to 
make at least cighteen knots per hour, 
The ship’s measurements are: Length, 
456 feet ; breath on water line, 77 feet; 
mean draft, 24 1-2 feet, and her bunker 
capacity will ve .bout 2200 tons.

Hughes and Hearst to Lead Bat- 
tle In the Empire State 


PARSONS’ GREAT VICTORY 


—_ 


Overcame Opposition of the Up- 


State Leaders--All-Night Ses- 


sion ot Democrats--Moran Is 
Likely to Be Bay State Demo- 


crats’ Nominee For Governor 

Saratoga, N. ¥., Sept. 27.—For gov- 
ernor, Charles E. Hughes, New York; 
heutenant governor, M. L. Bruce, New 
York (renominated); secretary of state, 
Jobn F. O’Brien, Clinton (renomi- 
nated); comptroller, Merton E. Lewis, 
Rochester; attorney gener ul, Julius 
Mayer, New York (renomin: ited); state 
engineer, Henry A. Van Alstyne, Co- 
lumbia (renominated); state treasurer, 
John G. Wallenmier, Erie (renoml- 
nated). 

Expedition marked the final day of 
the Republican state conve ntion. From 
the time when it became known that 
Charles E. Hughes would be nomin ited 
for governor by acclamation, the other 
proceedings practically became formal 
and were pushed to completion W ith the 
utmost speed. 

The convention had an opportunity 
to hear and see Representative Herbert 
Parsons, whose meteoric career in 
politics has suddenly made him one of 
the most interesting figures of his 
party. Parsons made the speec h pro- 
posing the renomination of Bruce, the 
man he had kept from the head of the 
ticket, and whom he praised highly. 

Viewed in the light of past political 
events, the Parsons achievement is con- 
sidered remarkable. Opposed by almost 
every leader up state, he won a victory 
despite the fact that they made every 
effort to find a candidate of their own 
choosing. 

The platform as adopted paid a high 
tributé to President Roosevelt. 

The administration of Governor Hig- 
gins, it is declared, “passes into history 
as one of the greatest the state has ever 
known.” As a result of the recent in- 
surance investigation, “unworthy offi- 
cials were driven from power, and laws 
have been enacted to secure the pro- 
tection of the policyholders against 
long existing and widespread abuses.” 

The wisdom of the protective tariff is 
favored, and it is demanded “that its 
revision, as occasion may require, be in- 
trusted to its friends and not to its 
enemies.” 

Legislation “for the restoration of an 
American merchant marine” is fa- 
vored. 

The stand taken by President Roose- 
velt in his application of the eight-hour 
law is indorsed. 


HEARST IS NOMINATED 


Democrats ot the Empire State 
Dodge Endorsement of Bryan 
Buffalo, Sept. 27.—The ticket nomi- 
nated by the state Democratic con- 
vention this morning was as follows: 
For governor, William R. Hearst of 
New York; 
S. Chanler; 


lieutenant governor, Lewis 
secretary of state, John S. 
Whalen; state controller, Martin H. 
Glynn; attorney general, William S. 
Jackson; state treasurer, Julius Hauser; 
state engineer and surveyor, Frederick 
W. Skene. 

The session began before 8 o'clock 
last night and did not adjourn until 
2:20 o’clock this morning. Before the 
convention began Tammany went over 
to Hearst, a caucus of the Tammany 
delegates voting, by 66 to 23, to instruct 
the leader, Charles T. Murphy, to cast 
the entire vote for Hearst. 

The platform says this about Bryan: 
“In common with the Democrats of all 
the states and expressing the sentiment 
of the high-minded citizenship of the 
republic, without reference to party, 
we view with pride and satisfaction the 
hospitality and acclaim which have 
been accorded, at home and abroad, to 
that great Democratic leader and typl- 
cal American, William Jennings Bryan, 
to whom the Democrats of New York 
extend most cordial and sincere felici- 
tations.” 


Hughes Acceptence Pledge 

New York, Sept. 27.—Charles E. 
Hughes received the notification of his 
nomination for governor by the Re- 
publican eonvention while at his home 
at 570 West End avenue, with his wife 
and his two daughters. The news came 
to him in the form of a press telephonic 
message and a little later the confirma- 
tion was found in an official telegram 
from the convention itself. 

Immediately he forwarded a formal 
message of acceptance through Sena- 
tor Page. - Hughes was content to al- 
low this message to be his only public 
utterance at this time on the subject 
of his nomination, a message in which 
he pointed out that he accepted with- 
out pledge other than to do his duty 
according to his conscience, and in 
which he declared that, if elected, it 
would be his ambition to give “a sane, 
efficient and honorable administration, 
free from taint or bossism, or of servyi- 
tude.” 

He declined to discuss his candidacy, 
or his probable attitude on the issues 
of the campaign, but said that his public 
statement during the canvas would be 
confined absolutely to the platform | 
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a newspaper discussion. What I have 
to say will be said on the stump.” 
Although nothing has been finally de- 
termined, it is expected that Hughes 
will make a vigorous campaign. If he 
takes the stump it will be without pre- 
vious experience on the political piat- 
form, but not without experience as a 
public speaker. His national promi- 
nence as the legal representative of the 
investigating committee of the life in- 
surance charges brought him hundreds 
of invitations to deliver addresses in 
various parts of the country. He ac- 
cepted but a few of these, however. 


MORAN FOR GOVERNOR 


Sure ot Enough Delegates to 
Secure His Nomination 

Boston, Sept. 27.—John B. Moran, 
who was elected district attorney of 
Suffolk county less than a year ago, 
captured more than a sufficient number 
of delegates in the Democratic pri- 
maries held Weduesday night and last 
night to insure his nomination for gov- 
ernor at the state convention a week 
from today. 

Of the 960 delegates entitled to seats 
in the convention, returns from all the 
83 cities and 34 of the towns show that 
562 are pledged to Moran and 161 are 
unpivdged, although it is said that a 
number of the unpledged delegates are 
favorable to Moran. 

The opposition to Moran in his own 
party was even less evident in the pri- 
maries held last evening than in those 
of Wednesday, and unpledged delega- 
tions to the state convention which will 
be held in this city a week from Thurs- 
day are very few. 

In the eastern portion of the state the 
Moran supporters had everything their 
own Way, sWeeping the big manufactur- 
ing centres, such as Fall River and 
Lynn, dnd nearly all the small towns. 
In the western part of the state It was 
apparent that either the Moran lead- 
ers had neglected to organize or that he 


was not so well known, for a num- 
ber of unpledged delegations were 
elected. 


Outside for the contest for delegates 
to the state convention, there was little 
to attract Democratic voters to the pri- 
maries. 


Cannon Disputes Devil’s Ciaim 

St. Joseph, Mo., Sept. 27.—Demo- 
crats who claim President Roosevelt 
the best Democrat that ever sat in the 
house are like the devil when he of- 
fered Christ all the kingdoms of earth 
if the Saviour would do his bidding,” 
said Speaker Cannon, in an interview 
here. “The devil claimed all the earth, 
but he did not own a damned foot of 
it,” added Cannon. 


Favored Bryan and Hearst 
Seattle, Sept. 27—Democrats ot 
Washington in state convention en- 
dorsed Bryan for the presidency in 
1908, roundly cheered the name of 
Hearst and nominated a full congres- 
sional and judicial ticket. 


Used Paint For “Chocolate” 

Philadelphia, Sept. 27.—Pleading 
guilty to selling what they labelled 
“Chocolate Frostene,” but what State 
Dairy and Food Commissioner War- 
ren found to be ordinary floor paint, to 
bakers, to be used for chocolate for 
icing on cakes, four of Philadelphia's 
prominent bakers’ supply houses were 
fined $68 each. Bakers’ chocolate sells 
for 35 cents a pound, while the choco- 
late paint costs but 8 cents a pound 
and is sold in ordinary paint buckets 
containing 240 pounds. 


Hundreds Witnessed Bold Robbery 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 27—As the 
cashier of the Nevsky works was cross: 
ing the yard of that establishment 
with a clerk, carrying $7500 for the pay- 
ment of employes, the two were sur- 
rounded by 20 men, who took the entire 
sum. The robbery was witnessed by 
hundreds of workmen, but they were 
kept at a distance by shots from the 
robbers. The robbers escaped. 


Temporary Prohibition City 

Atlanta, Sept. 27.—Perfect quiet 
prevails throughout the city. All the 
factories have opened up and confi- 
dence prevails on every side. The ne- 
groes, as well as the white people, have 
returned to their regular work and nor- 
mal conditions have been resumed. 
The city council has revoked the li- 
censes of every saloon in Atlanta until 
Oct. 1. 


Disastrous Floods In Spain 

Madrid, Sept. 27.—There have been 
very severe storms in the provinces of 
Alicante, Granada and Murcia and sec- 
tions of the country are inundated. 
Railroads have been washed out, crops 
lost and numerous buildings have been 
destroyed. Twenty-five bodies have al- 
ready been recovered. 


Cavairy’s Services Needed 

Monterey, Mex., Sept. 27.—It is re- 
ported here that a disturbance, the na- 
ture of which cannot be ascertained at 
present, has occurred at Opdiaz. A 
special train has been chartered to con- 
vey 200 cavalrymen from Saltillo to 
Opdiaz.

In the meanwhile Senator Delz had 
been sent for by Secretary Taft. He 
appeared at the American legation and 
made the following proposition, re- 
questing the opinion of the commission- 
ers thereon: That both sides appoint 
committees of six to treat for peace, 
but with the prior condition that the 
rebels lay down their arms. Taft ap- 
proved of this, with the exception that 
it was unfair to make the rebels lay 
down their arms before the acceptance 
iby both parties of a formal agreement 
to abide by the terms of the ultimate 
decision. Dolz returned to the assem- 
bly and reported the result of his efforts. 

At the resumption of the meeting, and 
after hearing and hastily discussing 


the views of Taft, the assembly precipi- 
tate a receded from its previous conten- 
tion that the rebels must lay down 


their arms before negotiations could be 
reopened, and resolved to notify Taft 
that they would appoint a committee of 
six to meet a similar committee from 
the Liberals to negotiate peace terms, 
leaving all points upon which no agree- 
ment was reached to the arbitration of 
the American commissioners. The as- 
sembly directed that Taft be requested 
to notify the Liberals of this action of 
the Moderates, to arrange for the ap- 
pointment of a similar committee by the 
Liberals and to fix a time and place 
of meeting. 

It was agreed that at the extraor- 
dinary session of congress called for 
tomorrow the resignation of President 
Palma would be tabled pending these 
negotiations, with the hope of obviating 
ibe necessity of his leaving office. 


In describing the situation, Secretary 
Taft last night gave the following 
brief calendar of the negotiations lead- 
ing up to the present status: 

“The Moderates yesterday deter- 
mined to force American intervention 
ed the resignation of government ofti- 
thus leaving affairs in our hands. 
Presi ident Palma chose to regard our 
suggestions .as a demand, and he re- 
jected them emphatically. Today we 
acquainted Alfredo Zayas, the Liberal 
ieader, With the situation, and he un- 
dertook to induce his associates to con- 
sent to the original proposition of the 
Moderates, namely, that the insurgents 
lay down their arms and submit the en- 
tirely controversy to the American 
commission, but the rebel commanders 
aud men in the field suspected insin- 
cerity on the part of the government and 
declined. The negro insurgents espe- 


tially insisted on retaining their arms 
uzts! peace was assured. 

“Zayas’ report is indicative of future 
trouble with the lawless element of the 
rebels. I feel certain that a_ settle- 
ment of the trouble is possible only 
along the lines suggested be as. After 
an exhaustive investigation, we in- 
formed both the Moderates and the Lib- 
erals that.unless they were willing to 
listen to reason the United States must 
enforce a settlement. 1 told them that 
a proclamation would be issued estab- 
lishing a military government in the isl- 
and, but that this would continue only 
so long as necessary to restore order 
and insure the holding of new and fair 
general elections. I made it plain that 
this military government would — sur- 
render the conduct of affairs to the per- 
sons fairly elected as soon as_ they 
could fairly establish themselves.”

Sept. 27.—Paul O. Stens- 
land, to whose confe ssed embezzlement 
of $400,000 was due 
lupse State 
bunk, of which he was president, was 
sentenced in record time to serve from 
one to 10 years in the penitentiary. 

Within three hours after Stensland’s 
arrival in Chicago from Morocco, 
whither he fled before the bank failed, 
the former bank president pleaded 
guilty and received sentence. Before 
another three hours had elapsed the con- 
victed banker had begun service of the 
sentence at Joilet prison. 

Stensland pleaded guilty on two in- 
dictments, charging embezzlement and 
violation of the state banking laws. A 
fine of $120 was imposed on the latter 
charge, which was based upon the ac- 
ceptance of $60 in deposits after the 
bank was insolvent. The prison sen- 
tence imposed, which will operate con- 
currently, are from one to five and from 
one to 10 years, making the longest 
term possible 10 years. 

State Attorney Healy says: “Stens- 
land made a full confession of every- 
thing connected with the affairs of the 
bank. He has told us of his own acts 
and facts of others. What he has re- 
vealed makes the bank affair less dark 
for himself.”

Jealousy, Murder and Suicide 

New York, Sept. 27.—With their 
heads nearly severed and their arms 
slashed with a razor, the bodies of 
Ernest Swenson, aged 32, and his wife, 
24, who were married last April, were 
found in their rooms at a Swedish 
boarding house in Brooklyn last night. 
The murderer and suicide is said to 
have recently developed a mental 
trouble which took the form of unrea- 
sonable jealousy of his bride. 


Long Distance Electric Road 

Boston, Sept. 27.—A new Interurban 
railroad has been formed under the 
laws of Massachusetts, which plans to 
build a high speed electric railway be- 
tween Boston and New York. The roll- 
ing stock will consist of fireproof steel 
cars, and it is the belief of the engineers 
that the actual running time will not 
exceed 3% hours between the local 
transit systems of New York and Bos- 
ton. 


A Well Equipped Commissary 

New York, Sept. 27.—Captain Pom- 
roy of the commissary department of 
the United States army made an in- 
spection of the commissary methods at 
the immigration station at Ellis Island. 
Pomroy said hat he considered the 
commissary department of the immi- 
grant station one of the best equipped 
establishments of the kind he had ever 
seen. 


Murder In a Hotel 

Minneapolis, Sept. 27.—Minneapolis 
policemen are confronted by a myste- 
rious murder of a woman and an un- 
born child at the Glenwood hotel. 
There was a bullet wound in the top 
of the head of the woman. The man 
who accompanied her and registered 
as Fred Tyler left the hotel early yes- 
terday. 


Salvador Wants American Minister 

San Salvador, Salvador, Sept. 27.— 
The American colony here has sent a pe- 
tition to the American government, ask- 
ing that the residence of the American 
minister to Costa Rica, Nicaragua, and 
Salvador be changed from San Jose, C.

blance ot Peace at Atlanta 

Atlanta, Sept. 26—The known dead 
in connection with the riots here last 
Saturday night number one white man 
und 18 negroes. To this number might 


be added the name of Mrs. Robert ) ig 
Thompson, white, who dropped dead 
Monday evening as two negroes were 
shot and beaten in her sight. 

The third day of Atlanta’s race war 
passed without serious disturbances. 
Rumors literally by the hundreds were 
brought to the attention of the authori- 
ties and to the newspapers, but in not 
a single instance has any of the stories 
been verified. 

Following the arrest of 257 negroes 
at Brownville, including Clark univer- 
sity, and the detention of about 100 of 
these in the county jail, the feeling here 
prevails that at last peace has been re- 
stored by a strong show of authority. 
Almost simultaneously two negroes 
were killed in another and distant part 
of the city by three policemen who had 
been sent to stop them shooting. 

Four companies of state militia from 
outside points were ordered here yes- 
terday. A gathering of lernding citi- 
zens called for vigorous action by the 
city executive authorities regarding ne- 
gro dives and saloons. Resolutions de- 
manded that these places be closed and 
kept closed perpetually. All saloons 
will be kept closed until further notice. 


May Prosecute Sugar Trust 

Philadelphia, Sept. 26—President 
Roosevelt is in possession of evidence 
furnished by Receiver Earle of the 
wrecked Real Estate Trust company 
which is expected to result in proceed- 
ings by the department of justice 
against the so-called Sugar Trust. One 
of the assets of the Real Estate Trust 
company is the sugar refinery here, 
built by. Adolph Segal, whose borrow- 
ings from Frank K. Hipple, the suicide 
president of the bank, were responsible 
for the collapse of the institution. This 
refinery has never been operated, and 
Earle hopes to show that it was tied 
up as a result of a conspiracy in which 
the sugar combine was involved. 


McKenzie Had Enlarged Heart 

Portland, Me., Sept. 26.—Physicians, 
after the autopsy performed on the 
body of Jack McKenzie, the boxer who 
died in the ring, diagnosed the cause 
of death as acute dilatation of the right 
side of the heart. One of the physi- 
cians stated that death was due to an 
enlarged heart and any exercise of a 
strenuous nature would have caused 
it. ‘Terry Martin, who fought Mc- 
Kenzie, and the officials connected with 
the sparring exhibition gave bail for 
their appearance at the coroner's in- 
quest. 


Carlist Movement Squeichea 

Madrid, Sept. 26—aA government 
communication admits that the present 
Carlist movement has assumed the dig: 
nity of a “real attempt at political in- 
surrection,” but declares it has mliscar- 
ried, thanks to the activity of the au- 
thorities in conjunction with the timely 
presence in the affected districts of 
troops. 


Frenchman Lay Out Tribesmen 

Marseilles, Sept. 26.—Mail advices 
from Madagascar brought news of a 
bloody conflict near Majunga between 
150 French troops and a large number 
of Fahavolo tribesmen who lost 360 
men killed. No details were given of 
the French casualties, which are stated 
to have been heavy. 


New Law Exempts Foreign Meats 

Washington, Sept. 26—A decision 
has been reached by the department of 
justice that the meat inspection law, 
recently enacted by congress, does not 
apply to foreign meat products shipped 
into this country. The question was 
Ttaised by importers of foreign meats 
and meat products. 


Cowardly Deed With Bomb 
Riga, Sept. 26.—A bomb was thrown 
at a street railroad car here last night 
and at the same time shots were fired 


into the car from both sides of the 
street. One passenger was torn to 
pieces. The conductor, a police ser- 


geant and two other persons were dan- 
gerously wounded. 


Packers Accept Innovation 

Washington, Sept. 26.—-Secretary 
Wilson announces that 80 packing es- 
tablishments which heretofore have not 
been subject to inspection have asked 
for inspectors under the new meat law, 
which goes into effect next Monday. 
Under the old law 160 plants were un- 
der inspection. 


Policeman Ate Poisoned Pear 

Moscow, Sept. 26.—Last evening a 
young man engaged a policeman in con- 
versation on the street, and before leay- 
ing him he presented him with a pear. 
Upon eating the fruit the policeman be- 
came dangerously ill, poison having 
been inserted in the pear.

Commissioner Burke advertises today 
for bids for the building of the new 
school building at Atlantic.

The new combinations hose and 
chemical for the East Milton station 
arrived this week, and bas gone into 
commission. It was built by U. N, 
Perkins Co., of Lawrence, and is a 
handsome piece of apparatus. It is a 
two horse hitch, bat also carries a 
three horse hitch, The running part is 
painted vermilion, and the wheels have 
heavy three inch rubber tires. The 
body is painted a.lake color with gilt 
lettering on the sides, reading ‘‘Hose 
No. 2,’’ while on the ends of the 
drivers seat are the words ‘‘ Milton Fire 
Department.”

Suspended over 
the rear of the wagon is a basket for 
firemeu’s clothing. The cost of the ap- 
paratus was about $2,000.

Storm Not Known 


MANY CITIES ISOLATED 


Reports of Loss of Lite Not Con- 
firmed, but Property Damage 
Is Enormous, Reaching About 
$3,000,000 at Pensacola 


Louisville, Sept. 28.—The 
hurricane, which for hours has 
churning the waters of the Gulf of Mex- 


ico and doing much damage on the coast 
and far inland, is whipping through 
north Alabama in a northeasterly di- 
rection at a velocity but slightly less 
than the 48 miles an hour recorded in 
New Orleans yesterday. Reports do 
not indicate any loss of life, but the 
damage to property is enormous. 

All wire communication is disar- 
ranged seriously, and in some instances 
has resulted in cutting off cities com- 
pletely, Mobile not having been heard 
from for 24 hours. Numerous wash- 
outs have occurred, the interruption 
from this cause in one case extending 
80 miles. 

Pensacola, Fla., where the maximum 
velocity of wind probably was felt yes- 
terday morning, reports a property loss 
of $3,000,000 and rumors of loss of life, 
which it is impossible to confirm, as abe 
uncertain wire, Which held long enough 
to glean this information late yesterday 
afternoon, failed with the coming of 
night. 

New Orleans furnished numerous 
wild rumors during the day, but late 
reports from there indicate that, while 
there was considerable damage to prop- 
erty, there has been no loss of life. 

Wires between New Orleans and the 
guif are down and it may be several 
days before anything can be heard from 
the territory between New Orleans and 
the gulf or from the shipping which is 
riding out the storm in the open gulf. 
Biloxi, Miss., Mississippi City and other 
smaller places have not been heard 
from for 24 hours, Moss Point reporting 
the water at four feet deep in the 
streets at last accounts. 

There was a heavy rain and high 
wind at Montgomery, Ala., but no seri- 
ous damage. A gale is blowing at 
Birmingham, after a day of steady 
rain, and at Memphis the rain has been 
continuous for 36 hours.

The damage to railroads is heavy. 
Reports from the superintendent of the 
Mobile and Montgomery railroad say 
that their loss will approximate $1,000,- 
000. The tracks between Flomaton, 
Ala., and Pensacola, Fla., are obstruct- 
ed and in some places are badly torn 
up by falling trees. The section be- 
tween Georgian and Graceville, Fila., 
lias suffered similarly. At Pensacola 
the Louisville and Nashville grain ele- 
vator has been destroyed and the 
trackage to Escambia bay is ruined. 
The railroad wharf at Pensacola is re- 
ported a total loss, and 89 carloads of 
coal were washed into the bay. Fur- 
ther reports indicate that the roadbed 
between Bay Minette, Ala., and Mo- 
bile, a distance of 80 miles, has been 
washed away. 

The Louisville and Nashville also suf- 
fered several washouts near New Or- 
leans and no trains are being run over 
certain sections of this trackage. The 
New Orleans and Northeastern reports 
its tracks under water at several places. 


No News at New Orléans 

New Orleans, Sept. 28.—All efforts to 
penetrate even the edge of the flood 
caused by the hurricane on the Gulf 
of Mexico coast to the east and south 
of here have been fruitless. 

Staff correspondents of local news- 
papers who left here Wednesday and 
distributed themselves along the sound 
in anticipation of the storm have not 
been heard from, although their papers 
have tried to reach them by every con- 
ceivable route. Not only is all rail, tele- 
graphic and telephonic communication 
cut off with the Mississippi sound 
towns, but there are no immediate pros- 
pects of news by boat. 

The wireless station at the mouth of 
the river was abandoned early in the 
storm, the last report being that there 
was about eight feet of water over the 
tioor of the operators’ room. 


Cannot Talk by Wireless 

Washington, Sept. 28.—Repeated ef- 
forts were made by the wireless station 
at the navy yard here to reach Pensa- 
cola with a view to ascertaining the 
situation there, but all attempts proved 
unsuccessful. The wireless operators 
here frequently talk with those at St. 
Augustine in good weather, but even 
the station at Norfolk was unable to 
read the Washington messages, owing 
to the unfavorable atmospheric condi- 
tions.

The responsibility of the 
coming campaign now belongs wholly 
to the Democrats who have advocated 
or acquiesced in the nomination of Mr.

She plans to avoid having him placed 
on trial for the slaying of Stanford 
White, prefering to have him sent to 
the Matteawan asylum for the criminal 
insane.

$3,000,000 is the effect of a 
hurricane in the city of Mobile. 

The storm struck Mobile Wednesday 
midnight and raged for many hours, the 
wind reaching a velocity of 90 miles an 
hour. Water from Mobile bay was 
blown into the city by the gale and for 
a time the sea stood seven feet deep in 
the wholesale quarter of Mobile. The 
loss of life believed to be mainly 
among negroes, although conditions are 
so chaotic that information is indeti- 
nite. Shipping suffered severely. 

Among the steamers sunk were 
J. P. Schuh, the Mary E. Staples, 
Mary S. Blees, Cama, Overton, 
Lb. Moore, City of Camden, the United 
States revenue cutter Alert and many 
other smaller craft. It is feared that 
the crews of these boats were lost, but 
nothing of a confirmatory nature can 
be given at this time. 

Mobile has been placed under control 
of the militia. Nobody is permitted on 
the streets except newspaper men and 
persons wearing badges. Much appre- 
hension is felt for the suburban towns, 
as it is feared that they have been 
obliterated. The chances are that the 
loss on Dauphin island is heavy. Many 
fishermen live on Dauphin island and 
other outlying marshy tracts, from 
which no tidings have been received. 

The suffering in Mobile severe, 
The annihilation of transportation fa- 
cilities has shut off supplies and, unless 
help reaches Mobile from the outside 
world soon, great distress will result. 

Every church in Mobile was dam- 
eged. The damage to Christ church 
cathedral is estimated at $40,000 and 
St. Francis Street Baptist church at 
$10,000. 

Mobile’s shipping suffered more than 
anything else. Many of the river boats 
are now beached or sunken and com- 
plete wrecks. The docks are fearfully 
wrecked. The revenue cutter Alert 
was rammed by some unknown vessel 
in Mobile river and sank immediately. 
Her crew is believed to have escaped, 
but nothing has been seen of them. 
The city was put under martial law at 
dark Thursday. No person is allowed 
to enter the wholesale district. 

All wharves from Frascati street, the 
extreme south end of the city, 
the river as Three Mile creek, are 
wrecks. This includes also the new 
Mobile and Ohio docks and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville docks. 

Telegfaphic communication is para- 
lyzed, with poor prospects of wires for 
several days. Electric light companies, 
street railways and in fact all business 
has been suspended. The Mobile and 
Ohio railroad was the first road to get 
out of the city. 

Numerous sawmills in the northern 
and marshy regions have been either 
washed away by the terrific waves or 
torn to splinters by the wind. Their 
lumber and timbers are scattered over 
the city and floating down the slowly 
falling river.

Tomas Estrada Palma, Whose Regime Is tie 
Issue In the Pearl of the Antilles

Gentle In Temperament, He Favors Peace, Not War — Though Bora Rich, 
He Scorns Gorgeous Display of Power—Bereft of Fortune and 
Parents and Exiled For Many Weary Years, He De- 
voted His Talents to the Good of 
His Countrymen

WENTY-NINE years ago a man 
who during the past few weeks 
has loomed measurably large in 
the public eye was taken to 
Spain a prisoner. The official interro- 
gator, after taking his name and his 

place of residence, asked: 

“What is your occupation?” 

“I am president of the republic of Cu- 
ba,” replied the prisoner. 

The interrogator shrugged his shoul- 
ders. The reply was not satisfactory. 
He regarded it as flippant. Again he 
asked the prisoner what was his occu- 
pation and again received the same re- 
ply. The Spanish inguisitor was furi- 
ous. This time a snort was added to 
the shrug, and he said sternly: 

“It is for the prison records. What 
do you do? What is your regular busi- 
ness?” 

“I am president of the republic of 
Cuba,” calmly responded the prisoner, 
and he would give no other answer. 

The man was Tomas Estrada Palma, 
now the actual president of the real re- 
public of Cuba. He was then, in 1877, 
provisional president of the insurgent 
republic, which carried its capital on 
horseback through the forests and over 
the hills of Cuba. He had been elect- 
ed president in the woods toward the 
close of the ten years’ war while fight- 
ing valiantly for the liberation of his

dent. He is as democratic as Jefferson. 

Admirers have conferred upon Presi- | 
dent Palma several unoflicial titles. He 
has been called in turn the Franklin of 
Cuba, the “Father of His Country” and | 
the Theodore Roosevelt of Cuba. Like | 
Benjamin Franklin, he ably represeut- 
ed his native land abroad in its strug- 
gle; like George Washington, he fought | 
for independence in the field and be- | 
came the first chief executive of his | 
liberated country, and, like Theodore 
Roosevelt, be was born rich, was high- 
ly educated, became a lawyer, but de- } 
yoted his talents to political efforts in i 
behalf of his people. 

But all such characterizations fail to 
assign Palma to his proper place as a 
historical personage. So many points 
in his career differentiate him from 
any other man in history that he is 
unique. Says one admirer, “Let us cal] 
him a patriot and let it go at that.” | 

Tomas Estrada was born in 1835 at | 
Bayamo, in the province of Santiago, 
Cuba, and, after the fashion of some 
Spaniards, he took his mother’s maiden 
name of Palma, adding it to his fa- 
ther’s name without the connecting 
“y.” Even this is significant of his un- 
derlying democracy. His father was 
a wealthy planter, descended from the 
proudest Castilian blood, Tomas, born 
to the aristocracy both in lineage and 
wealth, voluntarily renounced that po-

native island from the ancient yoke of 
Spain. For nearly nine years, since the 
outbreak of the rebellion in 1868, he 
had had no other occupation than that 
of a soldier in arms against the mon- 
arch of Spain, and during the last few 
months preceding his capture he had 
been the official head of the revolution. 

In the light of subsequent history 
the reiterated reply of Palma to his 
prisen interrogator possesses a strong 
dramatic interest. As a matter of fact, 
the whole career of Tomas Estrada 
Palma is rich in dramatic situations. 
The climax was reached when five 
years ago he was unanimously elected 
to the presidency of the new republic 
of Cuba, though at the time he was 
living in the United States, a natural- 
ized American citizen, and for a quar- 
ter of a century had not set foot upon 
his native island. 

President Palma’s personality is dis- 
tinctively unlike that of the average 
Latin-American. His temperament is 
gentle rather than boisterous, and his 
taste is for peace instead of war. He 
cares not a whit for the gorgeous dis- 
play of power nor for the glitter of 
personal adornment as a ruling official. 
After his election to the Cuban presi- 
dency he received at his humble home 
in the village of Central Valley, N. Y., 
many letters and telegrams of con- 
gratulation and one communication 
from a military and court costumer in 
New York city who requested an inter- 
view, stating that he had created uni- 
forms and insignia for various South 
American presidents and generals. 

President Elect Palma opened this 
letter—and laughed. 


Not a Play President. 

At his palace in Hayana until the 
outbreak of the recent rebellion one 
lone soldier stood guard outside the 
door, acting rather as a guide than as 
a guard, and the president went his 
Way without a military escort or body 
guard, usually riding from his summer 
home to the city on a trolley car like 
an ordinary business man. Whatever 
his opponents may find to say against 
him, they cannot call him a play presi- 


| ated, all his property having been con- 


emer) 


sition to endure the perils and the pov- 
erty of a revolutionary leader. The 
death of his father when the future 
president was a small boy left him 
heir to vast estates in Santiago prov- 
ince, and he was educated. by his de- 
voted mother with a view to rendering 
him capable of handling his property 
when he should become of age. Pass- 
ing through the university at Havana, 
he took a long postgraduate course at 
Seville and returned from Spain with 
a lawyer's degree. But even then, at 
the age of twenty-five, he foresaw that 
his career was not to be that of an 
aristocrat, and young Estrada assisted 
in the organization of a revolutionary 
society which set about to right the 
wrongs of his country. A few years 
later this movement, in conjunction 
with others of a similar character, de- 
veloped into open revolution, and at 
the age of thirty-three the rich young 
planter took the field in the cause of 
liberty, fighting im the ten years’ war. 
A few months after his capture and 
deportation to Spain the war ended 
with the defeat of the revolutionists. 
Some months later Palma was offered 
his liberty and the restoration of his 
estates provided only that he would 
take an oath of allegiance to Spain. 


An Exile From Cuba. 


“I would rather be shot as president 
of Cuba,” he said, and steadfastly re- 
fused the offer. Finally he was liber- 


fiscated. He was of course an exile 
from Cuba by reason of his refusal to 
take the oath of Spanish allegiance. 

“I shall never again set foot upon 
Cuban soil,” said Palma, “until my 
country becomes a free and independ- 
ent nation.” 

And he never did. When at last he 
did return, an old man, after twenty- 
five years of voluntary exile, it was to 
enter the splendid palace of the cap- 
tains general of Cuba at Havana, yo- 
ciferously welcomed by his country- 
men, to take the oath of office as presi- 
dent of the new republic on the 20th 
of May, 1902, and to install himself in 
the palace of his old time enemies and 
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| metropolis, 


| Spanish tortures and cruelties during 
_the ten years’ war, General Palma’s 
i grief is said to have been as touching 


as if his mother had just died. This 
tender heartedness, this love of family, 
is one of the Cuban president’s most 
distinguishing characteristics. 
“The Little Schoolmaster.” 
Palma came to New York after his 


release from the Spanish prison in 
1878. Being penniless and unable to 
speak English, he soon found that 


New York was not the place for him. 
General Maximo Gomez, with whom 
he had fought for years and who had 
been his secretary of war during Pal- 
ma’s brief experience as provisional 
president, was then in Hondytras. He 
wrote to Palma, urging him “to go to 
that country. Palma borrowed money 
from friends and went to Honduras, 
where the president of that little re- 
public appointed him postmaster gen- 
eral. The Cuban revolutionist soon 
married the president’s daughter, and a 
son was born to the couple. 

Another president coming into power, 
Palma lost his official position and 
brought his family to New York, de- 
termining to become an American citi- 
zen, He settled at Central Valley, in 
Orange county, forty miles above the 
and opened the Estrada 
Palma institute in a roomy, old fash- 
ioned farmhouse, where he took up his 
residence. Here for nearly eighteen 
years he lived, teaching English to Cu- 
ban and other Spanish-American boys 
and teaching Spanish to the boys of 
his neighborhood. Head Master Palma, 
or Estrada, as he was known in Cen- 
tral Valley, soon became proficient in 
English himself, though he still*speaks 
it with a strong Spanish accent. He 
was known affectionately in Central 
Valley as “the little schoolmaster.” 
There five more children were born to 
the family, making the future Cuban 
executive’s brood equal in number to 
President Roosevelt's. 

When in 1895 the second and success- 
ful war for Cuban independence began 
Schoolmaster Estrada was unanimous- 
ly chosen by the Cuban revolutionary 
societies in various countries to repre- 
sent the revolutionists as their general 
agent for the raising of funds with 
wkich to carry on the war. Palma 
opened a dingy little office in New York 
city and for three years worked inces- 
santly, raising hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for the cause. 

The war ended, Cuba free by grace 
of the intervention of the United States, 
Palma returned to his home at Central 
Valley. He had closed his school upon 
taking charge of the “junta.” He was 
poor. There was still a mortgage upon 
his house and twenty-four acres of land 
at Central Valley. But the land was fer- 
tile, and the old patriot, like Cincin- 
natus, set his hand to the plow and 
started in to make a living as a garden- 
er. In semisarcasm somebody called 
him “a gentleman farmer.” 

Such was Tomas Estrada Palma 
when there came from Cuba an irre- 
sistible demand that he should stand 
for the presidency of the new republic. 
At first he demurred. He was sixty- 
seven years old. Married in middle life, 
his children were still growing up 
around him. He was deeply devoted 
to his family and his quiet home life. 
Moreover, ha felt that the place of ex- 
ecutive power, the honor of being the 
first president, belonged to another. 

“General Gomez,” he eL- 
titled to it. He has been fighting in 
the field. I have been away for many 
years, Gomez should have it.” 

But Gomez himself came to New 
York and urged Palma to accept the 
candidacy. The rest is history. 


Compliments of the Ten Years’ War. 
Up in Central Valley the common 
folk still call the president of Cuba 
“Mr. Stradder.” They knew him 
chiefly as the village schoolmaster, an 
undersized, grayish man, of modest 
demeanor, somewhat rusty black 
clothes and a nervous manner. Quite 
handsome he might have been but for 
two reasons—bullets. These were 
Spanish compliments of the ‘Ten 
Years’ war, One had blazed a bare 
spot on the right side of the upper lip, 
so that the old patriot’s mustache on 
that side grew in two sections. The 
other had clipped his right eye, nearly 
closing it. Frequently he rubbed this 
eye, as if it pained him. Then he had 
a habit of'tapping nervously with one 
foot or with one hand while talking. 
When a newspaper man visited him at 
Central Valley shortly after he became 
the president elect his foot tapped the 
bare floor of the room in which the 
guest was received, for the floor was 
carpetless; also some of the boards 
were warped. 

Down in Cuba in the palace at Ha- 
vana there are no warped boards in 
the floors, and the carpets are thick

Once Three Attempts Were Made In 
a Week to Kill Late Commandant 
of the Imperial Palace—A Man Who | 
Had a Contempt of Death and Was}

The late General Dimitri Feodoro- 
vitch Trepoff, commandant of the im- 
perial place in St. Petersburg, 
perhaps the man most detested in the

Russian empire by the advanced liberal 


and progressive parties, says the} 
New York Herald, He was shot at} 
over and over aguin, sometimes by 


the hand of a man, sometimes by the 
hand of a woman. Once three attempts 
him made in a 
single week. A youth tried to stab } 
him. “The blow did not reach Trepoff, | 
though it was aimed from the siep of 
his carriage. 

He seemed, in fact, to bear a charm- 
ed life. He did not hesitate to shoot 
when the crowds became violent if the 
occasion seemed to him to demand it, | 
and the ezar left him free to act as he! 
thought best. | 

In physique Trepoff was a typical! 
Russian—very tall, very strong, with 
cold blue eyes and a hard expression. 

Accounts of him seem to reveal a 
man with somewhat vulgar instincts, 
with no upbringing that was calculated 
to make him well bred or kindly or in 
any sense gentlemanly, and yet the 
man must have had remarkable quali- 
ties. He stood between the czar and 
destruction, Autocracy itself was 
ranged behind the stalwart form of 
Trepoff. He was the one barrier be- 
tween that tempestuous and cruel sea 
of mobs and popular passions that rag- 
ed around the imperial throne and au- 
tocratic institutions, It was significant 
that the czar, accustomed to all kinds 
of breakdowns and all sorts of trea- 
sons, should say of Trepoff, ‘He is one 
of the few men I can thoroughly rely 
on.” 

It was he who became the guiding 
spirit of the reaction after Nicholas II. 
had issued his famous manifesto in the 
fall of 1905 promising the people a 
share in the government. Holding the 
position of master of the palace in 
league with the court intriguers, who 
were determined to restore the old 
regime, he constantly had the emper- 
or’s ear and was in a position to infiu- 
ence the emperor against Count Witte 
and all who stood for the liberal re 
gime. 

Trepoff was specially ruthless in his 
treatment of students who had any 
connection with revolutionary societies, 
and in 1897 he was shot and badly 
wounded by Vera Sassoulich because 
be had had her affianced husband pub- 
licly flogged for failing to salute an 
officer of the gendarmerie. Her trial 
Was a cause celebre. It was the first 
and the last public jury trial in Rus- 
sia of a political prisoner. The girl en 
tered the plea that she had shot at 
Trepoff in order to call the country's 
attention to Trepoff’s brutality toward 
the students. Public sentiment was 
intensely aroused, and the jury unani- 
mously acquitted her. 

Dimitri received his education in the 
page corps and followed his father's 
footsteps in the police department. 
With a better education, but even 
more firmness and resolution, he rose 
quickly, and after acting police 
master at various provincial towns, 
where he always “kept the lid on,” he 
attracted the attention of Sergius, then 
governor general of Moscow and the 
most reactionary of the grand dukes. 
and by him was named police master 
of Moscow. Trepoff soon became Ser- 
gius’ right arm in fighting the revolu 
tionary student agitation, of which the 
ancient capital was the hotbed. 

One of the latest attempts on Tre- 
poff’s life occurred on Jan. 1, 1905. 
while the general was bidding farewell 
to Grand Duke Sergius as the latter 
was departing on a railway train at 
the Moscow station. A man named 
Poltavatsky appeared upon the scene 
and fired three pistol shots at close 
range at the general. Two of the bul- 
lets passed into the grand duke’s car 
and the third struck the door of the 
car near which Trepoff was standing. 

By an irony of fate it was one of 
Trepoff’s nieces, herself the daughter 
of another Russian officer, who assas- 
sinated Herr Muller at Interlaken in 
mistake for M. Durnovo a few days 
ago. 

Two of his nieces were involved in 
another conspiracy, having attempted 
to execute u sentence of the terrorists. 
One of them was a baroness, the wife 
of a guard officer, the other Mlle. Leon- 
tieff. Under the direction of the latter, 
after the male members of the band 
had failed, they fired their revolvers 
at Trepoff in his cabinet. Neither shot 
took effect. The girls fled. The baron- 
ess committed suicide by throwing 
herself under a moving train, and the 
other took poison, but was saved. Aft- 
er this Mlle. Leontieff disappeared, and 
it was supposed she was confined in 
the Sts. Peter and Paul fortress, but 
she later appeared as the assassin of 
Herr Muller at Interlaken. 

In his dungeon-like room in the cen- 
ter of the palace, where no bomb could 
reach him save by shattering a dozen 
walls, with the telephone constantly at 
his side, Trepoff issued orders, receiv- 
ed reports and imprisoned this man 
and exiled that one. At night he made 
excursions through the city in a Red 
Cross ambulance sleigh to personally 
inspect his troops. His personal cour- 
age was beyond all question. He had 
almost a contempt for death.
